He Says He Will Net Lecture While 
Here, but Simply Enjoy a 
Holiday. 


New York, Oct 3.—[Special.}—He sat on 
a table swinging his legs while he watched 
the crowd making its own way down-stairs 
on board the Campania. He was as quaint, 
as unassuming, as gently humorous as one 
of his own stories. He was lazily enjoying 
*““My Lady Nicotine,” but she was wrapped 
in paper of Havana, not bound in cloth. 

Of course it was J. M. Barrie, the novelist, 
who has come with Mrs. Barrie fora holiday 
visit to America. Mr. Barrie is not going to 
lecture here, confessing frankly he has noth- 
ing to lecture about. 

“We are here to amuse “ourselves,” said 
the author; “ just going about to see all we 
can see. Just now we are going to Canada 
to visit the Aberdeens.

Barrie and watched everything with amused 
interest. A score of reporters surrounded 
him, while Mrs. Barrie sat on a trunk and 
laughed heartily. 

Mr. Barrie answered questions frankly and 
chaffed his questioners so quaintly they 
were not awareofit. He said he didn’t come 
here to get material, but did think he would 
put an American girl in his next book. He 
met her on the steamer coming over.

Bogle of the West Park Board, and 
President R. G. Fisher of the Associated 
Cycling Clubs and Mr. Halley of the Cook 
County Wheelmen’s Association responded, 
accepting it in behalf of the wheelmen. 

It was a great day for the bicyclists, and 
before 1 o’clock, the hour set for assembly 
in Union Park to march to the new track, 
thousands of wheels came pouring fowards 
the meeting place from all directions, and by 
the time set for the parade Union Park 
was completely hidden by the throng of 
people in and around it.

A negro burglar, identified after death as 
‘* Chariey,”’ said to be an employé of Mun- 
ger’s Weat Side laundry, was killed at 1:45 
o'clock this morning by Thomas Williams, 
a printer, living on the third floor at No. 5oz 
West Madison street. From all appearances 
the colored man was attempting to break 
into the building where Mr. Williams lived 
when he met his death. 

The flats are over the West Side Bank. 

The burglar had made a previous attempt 
to enter the flat of Mrs. Baines, and it was 
her screams which aroused Williams and 
half the neighborhood, including Mayor 
Swift, who lives around the corner on Loomis 
street. : 

His Honor was lying on his bed reading 
when he heard Mrs. Baines’ cry for help. 
Without waiting to attire himself he ran 
into the street, thinking a woman was being 
held up or assaulted. Just as he reached the 
sidewalk he heard one shot and a second 
later five more in quick succession. +

the burglar a few minutes before Officers 
Kulhane and Devine arrived.

DETECTIVES CATCH “ MICKEY” GLEASON 


Noted Diamond Thief for Whom 
Search Has Been Made Two 
Years Captured.

** Mickey "* Gleason, a man who has been 
characterized as one of the cleverest dia- 
mond thieves in the country, was arrested 
yesterday afternoon by Detectives Fitzger- 
ald and McCarty of the Central Station. 

Gleason was picked up in the Stock- Yards 
district at 5 o'clock, and had been inthe city 
only four hours. . He has been in the wanted: 
list of the police calendar for the last two 
years on account of his aHeged connection 
with the robbery of Dr. Baxter of this city. 
Dr. Baxter boarded an Adams street car on 
his way to the U nion Depot and during his 
ride a large diamond was stolen from his 
shirt Yront. Several of the passengers of the 
car joined in the chase for the thief, but he 
escaped. . 

From the description of the thief and the 
manner in which the work was done it was 
decided Gleason was the man wanted, and 
a message was sent out calling for his ar- 
rest. He was known to have been in the 
city on the night of the robbery, and the 
police regarded the evidence -convincing 
against him. From that night until yester- 
day Gleason was not seen in the city. 

Gleason said that he had been following 
several circuses during the summer, but had 
decided to return to his old haunts in Chi- 
cago. The coming back of Gléason ts looked 
on by the police as the forerunner of the an- 
nual return of thieves to this city.

Well-Knunown Author Lies in a Precari- 
ous Condition at Her Home in 
Engiand.

S. Rogle of the West Park Board stepped 
forward and called the crowd to order for 
the formal ceremonies of dedication. He 
spoke briefly, outlining the work of the board 
and the numerous improvements begun and 
finished during the present administration, 
and spoke with pride of the accomplishment 
of the project of building a great speedway 
for the wheelmen of the West Side, and con- 
cluded his remarks by tendering the track, 
or behalf of the West Park Board, to the 
wheelmen. 

A. 8. Trude then spoke as the representa- 
tive of Gov. Altgeld, and commended the 
policy of the Park Commissioners. At the 
conclusion of his remarks R.°G. Fisher, 
President of the Associated Cycling Clubs, 
was introduced, and made a short address 
accepting the track in behalf of the asso- 
ciation, and Mr. Halley followed. in behalf of 
the Cook County Wheelmen’s Association. 

The races were then called, much to the 
delight of the crowd, which had seemed im- 
patient during the speeches. 

The races themselves were only fair in 
quality, and the best was reserved for the 
last. In the half-mile, professional, an in- 
teresting contest developed. Simkins led at 
the start and set the pace for the first eighth, 
but was then passed, and C. W. Davis shot 
to the front, but on the back stretch Otto F. 
Kiohman of the Lake View Cycling club by 
clever work secured the lead and won by four 
lengths. 

‘He also won the mile professional handicap 
event, defeating H. R. Steensén In almost a 
dead heat. The men were neck and neck 
just before the tape was reached, but Boh- 
man made a hard spurt and succeeded in 
larding the race by about two inches. The 
handicapping in this race was excellen’ 
bunch closing up, and a pretty struc 
position occurred in the second lap. 


A. D. Kennedy on Scratch. 


A. D. Kennedy was on scratch and the first 
start was spoiled by one of the starters get- 
ting in the way and causing a spill. which 
forced the starter to call the men back. The 
second trial resulted successfully and the 
field got under way-in fine style. 

At the first lap the men crossed the tape 
in the following order: Davis, W aller, Sim- 
min, Steenson, with the rest of the fleld fol- 
lowing well bunched. After the first turn on 
the second lap Bohman began his old trick 
of riding wide and playing for position and 
succeeded admirably, taking the lead at the 
three-quarters. He gained a short lead, but 
the field closed up at the home stretch and he 
fought to the tape with Steenson for the vic- 
tory 

Trick riding which became monotonous be- 
fore it was half over, was introduced to tide 
over the interval before Johnson and Michael 
appeared for their trials, and Jacques broth- 
ers rode an exhibition mile on a triplet in 
2:06 2-5. 

When Johnson appeared on the track to 
warm up for his ride he was warmly wel- 
comed by the crowd and took three or four 
laps behind a triplet manned by the Jalinu 
brothers and Steenson and quads ridden by 
Waller, Van Herik, Skelton, and Bainbridge, 
and Weinig, Newhouse, Davis, and Lou Cal- 
lahan. +

RECKLESS DRIVERS BLUDE PURSUIT. 


Three Persons Are Knocked Down, a 
Carbstone Meeting Scattered, and 
Policeman Left in the Larch. 


A well-dressed man and woman drove 
furiously out North Clark street ina buggy 
last night, after 11 o’clock, knocking down 
three persons and scattering a curbstone 
political meeting.

Mareton Frewen, English Bimetalhist, 
Says Bryan’s Election Would Un- 
doubtediy Produce One,

.on Frewen, the eminent English 
bimetallist, made such an admission today. 
He is Secretary of the English Bimetallic 
League, and arrived on the American line 
steamship Paris today. He has come to 
watch the free silver fight in this country, 
having been sent here by his organization 
for that purpose. He is an ardent believer 
in the gospel of a double standard, yet in 
speaking of the political situation in this 
country he said: ‘I have no doubt the im- 
mediate effect of the election of Bryan 
would precipitate a tremendous panic.”’ 

Then came. the reservations, of course. 
This panic would only be temporary, accord- 
ing to this authority. The ultimate effect, 
he went on to say, would be to force England 
and France to throw open their mints to the 
free coinage of silver, but he frankly ad- 
mitted the only immediate effect in sight 
would be unparalleled disaster. 


BISHOP KEANE RESIGNS AS RECTOR.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—Rt.- 
Rev. John J. Keane, titular Bishop of Ajasso 
and rector of the Catholic University, has 
received a letter from Pope Leo XIJ?. re- 
questing his resignation. 

It is said the wording of the letter is kindly, 
and Bishop Keane's resignation is asked,on 
the ground that it has been decided to limit 
the terms of all the rectors of the Papal 
universities to three years. 

Bishop Spalding of Peoria, Ill, is promi- 
nently mentioned for the place. Bishop 
Spalding is the cousin of the Misses Cald- 
well and administrator of their vast estate. 
He is now in Europe attending to the affairs 
of the Jately widowed Baroness von Gednitz, 
formerly Miss Caldwell. It wat chiefly 
through his efforts $350,000 from the Cald- 
well estate was given to sound the new uni- 
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wagon to take the man to the County 
Morgue.

She Laroamied “ Burglars! Murder! Help! - 
and her cries aroused every one in fhe 
building. 

The negro became frightened and ran 
down-stairs. But a few minutes later, think- 
ing the excitement had died away. he re- 
traced his footsteps and made an effort to 
hreak into Mr. Williams’ flat, which was on 
the third floor. 

Mr. Williams, however, had been aroused 
by Mrs. Baines’ cries and had secured a re- 
volver, which had been in his bureau drawer 
for the last four years. As soon as he 
heard the negro at work he rushed to the 
back door, opened it, and was confronted 
by a gun in the hands of the would-be bur- 
glar.. 


Negro Fires the Firat Shot. 


Mr. Williams djd not get the first shot. 
The negro fired that and it whistled past his 
head through the. kitchen and lodged in the 
walls of the bedroom. 

But the

found lodgment in the. negro’s body, 
in the head and three in the chest. 

The negro started to run when the first 
shot struck him, but he did not get more 
than three feet away when he stumbled 
and, in falling, dropped down the stairway, 
rolling twenty feet. 

When the policemen appeared on the 
scene they searched the dead man’s clothes 
and found nothing by which he could be 
identified. He was unknown to them an‘ 
seemed to be a stranger in the neighborhood. 
His body was taken to the County Morgue. 

Mr. Williams went to the West Lake Street 
Station, where he told the story of the shoot- 
ing to Lieut. Reed. He was released on his 
own recognizance. 

The shooting created a panic in the build- 
ing, many of the people thinking an attempt 
had been madeto burglarize the bank. Mrs. 
Williams, her sister, who was in the flat at 
the time, and Mrs. Baines became hysterical 
and it was some time before they could be 
quieted.

Identified by Three Men. 


At 3. o'clock this morning Joseph Faust, 
Augustus McMonagle, and Charles McLaren 
went to the county morgue and identified 
the dead negro as ** Charley,’’ who,they said, 
had been working for Munger's laundry on 
West Madison street. They were sure of 
the identification from the fact that the 
negro had been accustomed to go to a lunch 
counter at Ogden avenue and Madison street 
for his meals. 

There was nothing on his body to identfy 
him. He had a few pennies and a playbill 
of the Academy of Music. 

The man also wore a McKinley button, 
which the identifiers say they saw him wear- 
ing yesterday and about which he spoke to 
them. 


Munger Talks of * Chartey.” 


Pliny F. Munger, Secretary of the laundry 
company, said this morning the negro was 
known by no name but “Charley.” ‘The 
man, he said, had been employed in the 
laundry, No. 518 West Madison stret, for 
some time doing odd jobs about the place. 
His name and residence were not known at 
his place of employment. 

The dead negro is described as being about 
30 years old, of heavy build, and of rather 
light complexion. 

It is considered an odd circumstance that 
he carried in his pocket a miniature coffin 
made of tin.

Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 3. _{Special. }—John P. 
Quinn of Chicago, who claims to be a re- 
formed gambler, and who is traveling 
through the country exposing. gamblers’ 
games, arrived in Pittsburg several days ago. 
He had an exhibition in Fifth avenue, to 
which everybody was invited. There Quinn 
exposed all the gambling tricks known to the 
profession. He had seeured police permis- 
sion to exhibit, and as he had letters of 
recommendation it was thought he was all, 
right. 

“ The cards were no sooner dealt,” as Quinn 
puts it, than he reccived notice to close. The 


Pittsburg gamblers were panic stricken when 


he arrived, and sent him threatening letters. 
One gambler who has known him twenty- 
five years told him that he would be closed 
by the police.

The first of the three mass-meetings pro- 
jected by the Marquette club in support of 
McKinley and sound money was held last 
night at the Auditorium.

“ The mine-owners had their * hired men,’ 
as Bryan would say, and the question Is: 
Was Bryan one of them? I must be permit- 
ted to draw my own inference from the facts 
in the case, and these are the facts: 

** About two years ago, when Mr. Bryan 
retired from Congress, a certain newspaper 
in Omaha was languishing, not so much on 
account of its own circulation as for want of 
the circulating medium.

Money of the Silwer Ring. 


** Whose money was it procured Bryan his 
position as editor? And whose money paid 
him for that sort of editing It was the 
money of the silver ring, and everybody in 
Nebraska knows it. Not only do I assert 
that Mr. Bryan was thus indirectly in the 
employ of the silver mine owners, but 1 be- 
lieve that a part of his compensation, con- 
tingent on success, of course, was the nomi- 
nation of the Chicago convention and that 
the outcome of that convention, which took 
the country by surprise, was in reality a 
foregone conclusion. 

‘* Make no mistake! If Bryan is elected to 
the Presidency he will be a hired man, just 
as he says he will, not of the people, how- 
ever, but of the syndicate that put him there. 

“Mr. Bryan expects to be elected. About 
the time of his nomination he published a 
card in which he declared that this wast 
be a struggle between the classes and th 
masses. But why should it be a warfare be- 
tween the rich and the poor, unless by harm- 
ing the rich we can some way benefit the 
poor? If to deprive the rich man of his 
luxuries would rob the poor man of his 
necessities this would be a fool's revenge. 

Ideal Presidential Candidate. 


‘*I do not know what your idea of a Presi- 
dential candidate ‘may be, but according to 
my notion he should bea man whom itis un- 
necessary to preface or introduce, or accom- 
pany witha libretto. The history of his life 
and the record of his accomplishmentes should 
be known to the people without referring 
to a guidebook or the extra edition of some 
newspaper; otherwise the White House be- 
comes a sort of tent under which any mis- 


‘chievous boy may crawl] when the doorkeeper 


is not looking, 

« “On the other hand, a man may pay too 
big a price even for a Presidency. He pays too 
big a price when he begs for it. He pays 
too big a price when he panders forit. He 
pays too big a price when he lies for it. Do 
you remember the Republican convention of 
1888? Can any one who watched the course 
of its proceedings doubt that William Mc- 
Kinley could have been the nominee of that 
convention? At what price? Simply the 
betrayal of a friend, whom he was there to 
serve. He spurned the suggestion, as if it 
were a snake—nay, he sprang to his feet on 
the floor of the convention, and in a voice, 
vibrant with anger, declared that he would 
account no man his friend who, by voting 
for him, should make even equivocal his 
position. If William McKinley would not 
pay for the Presidency the price of his per- 
sonal honor then, do you think he would 
barter for it now the honor of his country? 


The Chicago Platform. 


‘“‘Mr. Bryan says he stands with both feet 
on the Chicago platform. In theevent of his 
election he could not select from the Demo- 
cratic following still left to him a Cabinet 
that would reflect the common sense of the 
American people, much less the genius ancl 
statesmanship of this great Nation. Let me 
read to you a sample article of the'r creed: 

‘“* We denounce arbitrary interference by 
Federal authorities in local affairs as a vio- 
lation of the Constitution of the United 
States, and a crime against free institutions, 
and we especially object to government by 
injunction as a new and highly dangerous 
form of oppression by which Federal Judges, 
in contempt’ of the laws of the States and 
rights of citizens, become at once legislators, 
Judges, and executioners.’ 

“When or where did the Federal courts 
ever arbitrarily interfere in the local af- 
fairs of a State, in violation of the Constitu- 
ton, in the letter or spirit of that instrument? 
We are left to conjecture. It s a cruel, 
dastardly stab at the most sacred institu- 
tion of this government, the’ only institution 
which the wisdom of our fathers set apart 
and beyond the passion of party and the 
domination of temporary power. When it 
dies, freedon? dies! 

“ But we know the author of this arraign- 
ment, and, knowing him, it is easy to 
guess to what incident he refers and with 
what reverence for the Constitution he has 
the audacity to appeal to it. 

Honor of the People. 

‘“‘ When, four years ago—which seem now 
like four eternities—when, I say, under a 
Republican administration we offered our 
securities in the open market they brought 
the highest prices ever recorded in the his- 
tory of finance. What more glorious tribute 
was ever paid to any nation than this un- 
conscious tribute to the people of America 
by the money marké@ts of the world? It 
meant the supremest faith in the wealth, the 
wisdom, the stability, and above all, the 
hononof the American people. 

“THis, then, is the keystone of our repub- 
lic, a government of the people—notice that 
word ‘ of ’: #e pronounce it a thousand times 
without observing its significance. If we 
speak of the government of a school we im- 
ply that the students and attendants must 
obey. So in this inspired summary of Abra- 
ham Lincoln when he said that ours was a 
‘government of the people,’ it was equiv- 
alent to saying that the people must obey. 
How this governnient of ourselves shall be 
accomplished is a matter simply of ma- 
chinery, more or less complex in its details, 
but wonderfully simple in its general outline. 

Function of Federal Court. 


“The - Constitution permits a State to 
make an ass of itself if so disposed, and 
there are States—like Kansas and South 
Carolina, for ingtance—which have always 
availed themselves of the privilege. But 


nst the inevitable, but the ‘ 


| of another State and going to war about it? 
Or the citizens of one State from injuring 
the citizens of another State? 

“Why, the United States, which, as the 
word implies, unites all the States into a 
union and a national autonomy. It con- 
siders the people as a whole, one of its 
functions be'-g¢ that of umpire and medi- 
ator betwee different States, and the 
citizens of fferent States. Just as a 
city has its municipal courts, just as a 
county has its tounty courts, just as a State 
has its State courts, so the United States 
has its Federal courts. 

“* And, ind you, these Judges of the 
Federal courts are not chosen as some po- 
litical parties choose their candidates fir 
President. A man, to be a Federal Judge, 
must have won his way to eminence by 
long study of legal ethics and by the utmost 
probity of character. 


Recognition of Organized Labor. 


“ But surely organized labor should be the 
last to attack these great conservators of 
justice and equal rights; for it was in a 
Federal Court, and through the pronounce- 
ment of two of its greatest Judges, that a 
recognition was given to organized labor, as 
such, which the common law does not give, 
and which nd court in any State or any coun- 
try ever vouchsafed to it before. 

“It was there, ina Federal Court, the great 
doctrine was first promulgated as a doctrine 
of law and equity, that if capital may organ- 
ize so then may labor. If organized capital 
may discharge, then organized labor may 
quit. If an incidental power of coercion is 
inseparable from an organization of capital, 
then whatever power of resistance resides 
in the mere fact of organization must be per- 
mitted to those whom such aggrandized cap- 
ital would most seriously affect. 

‘* Now, among the exclusive rights intrust- 
ed by the Constitution to Federal authority, 
are two of which I wish briefly to speak. One 
is the right to establish postoffices and post- 
roads and control the postal machinery of 


gation of power is sufficiently obvious, I 
think. If I send a letter from Maine to Call- 
fornia I do not expect that the little State of 
Rhode Island or the big State of Pennsylva- 
nia will interfere with that letger, either to 
open and read it, or to delay its transmission. 
Is not that a reasonable expectation? The 
Government of the United States gives every 
citizen the guaranty that his letters shall 
reach their destination without let or hin- 
drance on the part of a State or any number 
of citizens of a State. 

‘* Another exclusive right reserved to Fed- 
eral authority is the right to regulate com- 
merce between the States. The reason for 
this reservation is just as apparent as that 
for the establishment of postoffices and post- 
roads. It simply insures free trade among 
the States. 

“The courts preserve certain rights and 
prevent certain wrongs by the process of 
injunction, and we created them for that 
purpose. A wrong is no less a wrong if par- 
ticipated in by thousands, and the highest 
achievement of our civilization, it seems to 
me, is this very government by injunction. 
It has disbanded armies. It has snatched 
the sword from the hands of violence and 
committed it to the hands of justice, where, 
God willing, it will some day rust for lack of 
argument. 

“But the Chicago platform lays special 
stress on its financial plank and asserts that 
the free coinage of silver is the paramount 
issue of the campaign. This plank demands 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. , 

** But why do they want the unlimited coin- 
age of silver at this particular ratio? The 
answers to the question are various. Mrs. 
Lease, for instance, says she wants a dollar 
that will stay at home. Just so; and I have 
heard it intimated that this quality is equally 
desirable in a woman. However, Mrs. 
Lease’s want is the only one which could 
possibly be gratified. Free coinage would 
give us dollars that would certainly stay at 
home, and for the very good reason that we 
couldn’t get rid of them. 


Volume of Money. 4 

“Another reason given for free coinage is 
that we need a larger volume of money. That 
desire ought to be easily gratified. If all 
you want is quantity why not exchange your 
American dollars for Mexican doliars or 
Chinese yen?) How much money per capita 
do these fiatists fix as a limit? 

** Bryan’s assertion is that we want enough 
money to do the business of the country, 
and that we do not have it today. O, yes we 
have. A ten-dollar bill, if it would circulate 
as lively and shake hands as often as Mr. 
Bryan has done for the last two months, 
would be ample to do the business of this 
country today, for nobedy is doing business 
today. 

‘* Now, before proceeding to discuss the 
third and last contention of the silverites, I 
want to make a brief excursion. I want you 
to admit, if you will, that in this complex 
but glorious civilization of ours we are 
mutually dependent, one upon the other, for 
our living and the chance to earnit. I am 
dependent upon my clients for my fees, and 
they are dependent upon me for the proper 
conduct of their legal business. The mer- 
chant is dependent upon his clerks and they 
upon him. They railroad is dependent upon 
its employés and they upon it. We are all 
dependent upon the farmer and he upon us. 


Basis of Confidence. 


“This relationship of mutual dependence 
ought to be, and is, naturally, a relationship 
of mutual confidence, and the basis of con- 
fidence is honesty—just cOmmon, ordinary, 
every-day honesty. Confidence is only an- 
other name for trust, and trust is only an- 
other name for credit, and banking, which 
you hear so often abused, is little else than 
the science of credit. 

‘What was the immediate occasion of 
our present panic? Loss of confidence—loss 
of credit. Whose fault was that? It grieves 
me to say it, but it was the fault of the Dem- 
ocratic party. The first thing the Demo- 
cratic party did when ushered into power 
was to promise us free trade. The very 
threat of it scared everybody. : 

‘‘Wrom the front porch of his cottage in 
Canton William McKinley is preacl.ing to 
his countrymen, North, South, East, and 
West, the wisdom and duty of contidence 
and good will, while his antagonist, with 
the rage of a fanatic, goes up and down the 
land declaring that when the confidence- 
man is abroad it is time to be suspicious; 
that men may cry peace, peace, but there 
shall be no peace; that brother must be ar- 
rayed against brother, father against 
father, the poor man against the rich,: the 
laborer against his empgoyer, = sectional 
hatred against sectional hatred. Why? In 
God’s name why? Because, O ye gullible, 
the whole world has joined in a conspiracy 
to press upon the brow of labor a crown of 
thorns and crucify it on a cross of gold! 
Is not this the yawp of a demagogue, or 
the raving of a. bedlamite? 


Lesson of Niagara. 


‘* Look about you anywhere and your eyes 
canno® rest upon a single monument to 
man’s labor, enterprise, and genius, which is 
not also a monument to man’s confidence in 
his fellow-man. 


Bryan stood on the brink of the Niagara 
Falls. He must have beheld the wonderful 
machinery by which its mighty waters are 
harnessed and made to serve the human will 
—that masterwork of man side by side,with 
the masterwork of the Creator, and which 
almost rivals it in grandeur. Rid he realize 
that this. stupendous ‘undertaking was the 
thought of a poor student, with scarcely a 
dollar in his pocket, but with the glow of 
genius at his heart? His plans were pef- 
fected and laid before a few men of wealth. 
Not one of them, probably, could even verify 
the figures for himself, but he had con- 
fidence in the ability and integrity of the 
man who made them, and on the strength of 
this faith invested millions. 

‘* Now, a great deal of the money which 
went into this enterprise at Niagara was 
borrowed. There is no enterprise of any con- 
sequence which does not borrow. One would 
suppose from reading silver literature that 
the farmers did all the borrowing, whereas 
the fact is that everybody borrows, and the 
bigger the undertaking the bigger debtor it 
usually becomes. Do you want money to 
hide itself? Or do you want it to come forth 
‘and venture as labor ventures? 


Cornering the Gold.

| BRYAN MEN SEEK A ROW. 


INTERRUPT T. V. POWDERLY AT CEN- 
TRAL MUSIC HALL. 


Charles Rohifs Is Denounced at the 
Conclusion of His Speech—Breeders 
of Trouble Receive @ Stinging Re- 
buke and Are Threatened with 
Ejectment — Disturbances Subside 
and the McKinley Meeting Turns 
Out a Great Success. 


The meeting at Central Music Hall last 
evening under the auspices of the McKinley 
Labor League and the Workingmen’s Re- 
publican Club of Cook County was replete 
with exciting and sensational features. 

An organized effort was made by a gang of 
Bryan shouters to break up the meeting, 
and at frequent intervals they broke into 
cheers for Bryan, filling in the interim with 
hisses for the speakers, Charles Rohifs of 
Buffalo and T. V. .Powderly, when they 
scored particularly good points for the cause 
of sound money. 

The disturbance was, however, for the 
greater part confined to the early part of 
the meeting, during Mr. Rohifs’ address, 
and so great did it become at times that a 
row seemed imminent. On ‘these occasions 
cheers, hisses, and interruptions of the speak- 
er followed so fast that in response to the 
angry demands of that part of the audience 
in sympathy with the speakers officers of 
the meeting came forward to eject the dis- 
turbers, but at the speaker’s request de- 
sisted. 

The sentiment of the meeting, however, 
was clearly shown in the volume of over- 
whelming cheers which followed almost 
every Bryan demonstration, making the 
latter seem weak and feeble by comparison. 

The first mention of Maj. McKinley's name 
was received with a storm of cheers which 
lasted several moments, and the meeting 
throughout was marked with frequent dem- 
onstrations of enthusiasm. 

One of the sensational and unexpected 
features of the meeting was a savage attack 
made upon the first speaker, Mr. Rohlfs, by 
W. C. Pomeroy. As the former closed hia 
speech, which was greeted with extravagant 
demonstrations of approval, Pomeroy arose, 
evidently laboring under much excitement, 
and launched into a savage attack upon him. 

“You were not invited here to listen to 
vituperation, but argument,” he said to 
the audience. “It was not expected that 
uny speaker who was invited to address 
you would so far forget the amenities of the 
occasion as to descend to the coarse abuse 
of a man who is held in high enough esteem 
to be marked by signal honoring at the 
hands of the American people. I do not be- 
lieve organized labor cares for this kind of 
thing, and we repudiate it. It is not pleasant 
to have to publicly rebuke a speaker, but it 
seems deserved.. I offer you an apology, but 
I have none to offer to the man who has just 
spoken.”’ 

Receives Attack Quietly. 


Rohifs evidently had no previous suspicion 
of what Pomeroy intended to say, and he 
seemed overwhelmed at his remarks. Heac- 
cepted them quietly, however. 

From.the moment of Mr. Powderly’s 
entrance it was evident trouble was brewing, 
for mingled with the cheers which greeted 
him was a choris of suppressed hisses. 
The d'sturban-e grew as the meeting 
progressed, and was continued until officers 
were brought into the hall and it was an- 
nounced that disturbers would be summarily 
ejected. 

When he arose to speak some hisses 
greeted him, but the stinging rebuke which 
he administered to the disturbers quieted 
them and he continued to the end without 
further interruption. 

The meeting was presided over by James 
A. O’Connell, President of the Trades As- 
sembly.

J. L. Curtis, 
Chairman Rohlfs’ Remarks. 


Chairman Charles Rohlfs prefaced his in- 
troduction of Mr. Powderly with an address 
of considerable length, in which he madea 
vigorous attack upon Mr. Bryan, and 
eulogized Maj. McKinley. Referring to the 
Republican Presidential candidate he said: 

“The speakers on the Republican side 
are not going about making apologies for 
their candidate’s record, for we:consider ita 
great privilege to advocate a pure man, a 
statesman of tried value and known worth, 
and above all a broad, sound Christian gen- 
tleman, William McKinley of Ohio. 

“With such a leader you-will not think it 
strange if I call your attention to the very 
foundation stone of our government, the 
honor of the Nation. The Boys in Blue 
preserved the life, we are called upqn to gave 
the honor. 

**No censure is too severe for a man of 
Bryan’s stamp. He is a shallow falsifier of 
such facts as he knows, and a blundering 
spouter with facts he does not know. Even 
if it were a good thing, as he says, to coin 
silver in unlimited quantities, Mr. Bryan has 
proved himself to be absolutely unfit for 
holding any office of great responsibility, by 
virtue of his ignorance, egotism, and insin- 
cerity, and his lack of experience. This, any 
man can know if he will take the trouble to 
read even carelessly any of his 300 speeches. 
Read them, read them all, then think, and 
then compare what he says with what Mc- 
Kinley has said. Compare their records, 
compare their characters, compare the 
promises of Bryan with McKinley’s achieve- 
ments: with what he has already done, and 
what he is bound to do over again, and do 
it better than before, and then tell me if 
you would not rather follow a statesman to 
defeat than a demagogue to victory.” 


Speech by Mr. Powderly. 

Mr. Powderly spoke as follows: 

** Since this campaign opened it has been 
said by many of the leading men of the Na- 
tion that in no Presidential contest since 1860 
have issues of so much importance been pre- 
sented to the American people for considcra- 
tion. I will go further and say that not even 
then were we confronted by such perils and 
dangers as are now shadowed before us. 

**In 1860 the issue was plain. So plain that 
the citizen had no difiiculty in making up his 
mind whether to stand on the side of right 
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Nation. When the Christian and patriot 
made up his mind that so long as one man 
fashioned after his Creator’s designing had 
no right to property in his fellow-man 
doubt disappeared, and he either took his 
place side by side with the boys in bime who 
went to the front in 1861 or sympathized 
with and sustained them while in the ficld. 

“The problem we are asked to probe and 
solvé today is not so plain as that which 
reached solution thirty-one years oe at 
Appomattox. We are asked to ent the 
mysterious shades of experimental! financier- 
ing and adopt an untried and inexperienced 
man to lead 70,000,000 of people through 
the shoals and pitfalls of destroyed confi- 
dence, natfonal disaster, and panic to pros- 
perity beyond. 

Ill Results of Free Coinage. 

“We have all gone far enough to know 
that debts must be repudiated, obligations 
canceled, and that our credit will be shat- 
tered if the experiment of free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 is 
adopted. We have gone far enough to know 
that the promises made by Mr. Bryan, and 
which, by the way, are not indorsed by those 
who may be classed among his responsi- 
ble backers or supporters, cannot be kept. 

‘At such a time as this it is well to care- 
fully compare men, measures, and promises. 
It is admitted on all sides that this country 
nevér enjoyed greater prosperity than dur- 
ing Gen. Harrison’s administration. The 
people wanted a change, they voted for it, 
and they got it, but it was a change from 
prosperity to bankruptcy, from workshops to 
soup houses and jails. The people were 
promised that if they would only vote for 
free trade, or for free raw material at least, 
everything required could be bought more 
cheaply than ever, and that was the only 
grain of truth spoken by the advance agents 
of the soup house four years ago. Men 
ee 88 in shops and fa es did not stop 
to reflect that their labor had been calculated 
among the things to be cheapened. The 
finger of every stump orator was pointed 
at the employer as a robber baron and an 
enemy to labor, and without counting the 
cost or looking into the future the verdict 
of the Electorate was given for free trade.

Country’s Metal Currency. 


“The metal currency of the United States 
is about equally divided between silver a 
gold. The volume of gold is somewhere 
about $618,000,000, while that of silver is 
nearly the same. In the event of Mr. Bry- 
an’s election every dollar of gold would dis- 
appear or go to a premium. The onlf coin 
currency we would have would be silver, 
and with gold at a premium the purchasing 
power of the silver dollar would rapidly de- 
crease. With one-half of the currency 
withdrawn from circulation, contraction 
would precipitate a panic. No manufactur- 
er or merchant would invest a dollar in any 
kind of business. Workshops, factories, 
mines, and business houses would close by 
the thousands, the streets would be full of 
men thrown out of employment. With from

Cause of Mine Owners. 

“Mr. Bryan claims that he is advocating 
a cause of the ‘common people’ and the 
‘peasantry’ of the United States, as he is 
pleased to term the workingmen. Do you 
suppose that if there were no men or con- 
cerns owning silver mines in the West that 
he would be scattering his tears and elo- 
quence throughout the Jand in behalf of 
labor?’”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Powderly said: “ You 
had a strike here in Chicago in 1894 and men 
who never had a good word to say for labor 
are now denouncing the sending of troops to 
this city as an infringement on the rights 
of labor. On June 1 the silver-miners of 
Leadville struck work because the Bonanza 
silver kings refused to recognize the Miners’ 
Union and demanded a reduction in the 
prices paid to labor. The workmen knew 
that dividends had been declared by these 
institutions, both sides refusing to yield, anid 
within the last two weeks the full force of 
the military arm of the State of Colorado 
has been centered at Leadville at the request 
of the owners of the silver mines. If it is 
right to denounce the sending of troops to 
put down the\uprising of what Gov. Altgeld 
himself has called ‘ thieves, thugs, an® out- 
casts,’ why is it not right for these same 
people to denounce those who called out the 
troops to guard the mines of Leadville and 
protect imported miners in taking the places 
of members of the Miners’ Union of Colo- 

do? 
arr It has been said that I changed my mind, 
or my views, rather, on the silver question, 
and that is true. I never classed the free 
coinage of silver among the demands of the 
organization I once represented, and took 
heed of them first at the request of members 
of our organization working in the silver 
States. Since that time I have studied both 
sides of the question, and realize that if the 
demands of the silver mine owners are com- 
plied with the conditions surrounding labor 
must grow worse instead of better. .In any 
event, Iam not the only one who has changed 
his mind. We have seen the Democracy of 
whole States change within five months be- 
cause free and unlimited coinage has been 
labeled ‘ Democracy.’ 

“Viewed from every standpoint, taking 
his long years of experience into considera- 
tion, and also the fact that his honor, his 
integrity, his ability and experience have not 
been questioned in this campaign, it appears 
to be the duty of every patriotic citizen to 
rise above partisan conside on and cast 
his ballot for William McKinley. To work- 
ingmen especially is he commended.

State Insufficiently Paid. 


‘Now for the knitting contracts. The 
knitting company pays about 20 cents a day 
for each prisoner. The State furnishes the 
buildings in which work is done, lights and 


material, and also for the finished products; 
feeds, clothes, and lodges the laborers, and, 
I am informed, allows the company sixty 
days’ time in which to pay the 20 cents. It 
sells for cash, presumably, as its are 
bought by the largest jobbing houses in Chi- 


rago. . 

“In 1895 the Pontiac and Chester insti- 
tutions turned out 42,050 dozen stockings 
on an average per week, with a profit to the 
company of $725 a week, or $37,700 a year, 
not counting an allowance of $10,000 a year 
for salaries to superintendents and other 
officers. 

**I may be in error, but it is difficult for me 
to conceive that 20 cents a day will pay in- 
terest charges on the costs of the buildings, 
for lighting, heating, etc., to say nothing 
of feeding and clothing the prisoners. I can- 
not see the benefit to the State commen- 
surate with the damage inflicted upon the 
taxpayers engaged in the manufacture of 
knit goods. In this connection the 7 per 
cent interest paid by the State bn loans it 
has made while allowing the knitting com- 
pany sixty days in which to pay its labor 
bills should be borne in mind. : 

“Fortunately the contracts will expire in 
November, 1897, and a Republican Governor 
will have an opportunity to throw out the 
knitting company.

‘Contracts have been made for labor at 
Waupun, Wis.; Michigan City, Ind.; Jack- 
son, Mich.; and perhaps other places. Not 
satisfied with making the cheaper grades 
of stockings the prison monopoly is reach- 
ing out for new branches all the time. Its 
superintendents are paid good salaries, chief- 
ly to protect their patents and trade secrets, 
and to watch the progress of work so they 
can continually make improvements in the 
machines. 

“The Paramount Knitting company had a 
contract for Joliet also, but I understand 
that Commissioner Allen has put an end to 
the dicker. Formerly, in addition to selling 
the State the machines, the knitting people 
sold it the yarn with which to make stock- 
ings, as the State was then making son 
its own account. .

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HIS RECORD IS BROKEN. 


MAJ. M’KINLEY MAKES SIXTEEN 
SPEECHES DURING ONE DAY. 


Many Delegations of Visitors Repre- 
senting Twelve States Throng the 
Streets of Canton — Over 3,000 
Wheelmen Parade in Front of: the 
Reviewing Stand, and to the Bicycle 
Corps the Chief Address of the Day 
Is Made—Chicago Represented. 


Canton, O., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—Organized 
delegations of visitors reached Canton be- 
fore daylight this morning and organized 
delegations were waiting in front of the 
house to be addressed when darkness fell 
this evening. The day was the most notable 
jn. this notable campaign. Railroads ran 
thirty special traigs into the city.and regular 

ssenger trains brought far more than 
their usual burdens. 

Twelve States were represented in the 
delegations, some of them only by small de- 
tachments of wheelmen and others by large 
trainloads.. Speaking commenced -at the 
McKinley home before 9 o’clock and from 
that time on was almost continuous. .The 
delegations were frequently doubled up and 
as many as seven delegations were massed 
in one audience to be addressed: by Maj. 
McKinley, who received greetings from 
sixteen different crowds during the day. 
He made a formal response to fourteen of 
these and brief speeches to the other two. 

The weather was delightful all day and 
the demonstrations were held on the lawn. 
The speechmaking began from the front 
porch, but the crowd soon became so large 
that the delegations could not get near 
enough to see or to hear, and the speaking 
was transferred toa reviewing stand erected 
on the front lawn in anticipation of the bi- 
cycle parade. 

The crowd was.difficult to estimate owing 
to the constant shifting, but there were 
probably 30,000 strangers in the city. There 


were bands and drum corps without number. 


The Feature of the Day. 

One of the big features of the day wasa 
demonstration of the whéelmen, under the 
auspices of the National Wheelmen’s Mc- 
Kinley and Hobart club. The number of 
wheelmen was estimated at 3,000. Four or 
five hundred of these came from Chicago. 
Cleveland sent a very large party, Buffalo 
sent 150, Pittsburg a big delegation, and 
Louisville and Cincinnati each sent a club. 
Some of the clubs called at the McKinley 
home independently of the general demon- 
stration, and a general parade ended with 
riders among whom were several hundred 
women massed in front of the reviewing 


stand. 

The address of Maj. McKinley to the 
wheelmen was one of the most extended of 
the day, and the reception given it was one 
of the most enthusiastic of the campaign. 

_ The Kenwood McKinley Glee club of Chi- 
cago Was a part of the wheelmen’s delega- 
tion. They sang to the delight of the crowd, 
‘and rendered a number of specia! selections 
for Mrs. McKinley and her friends. There 
were several bugle corps mounted on wheels. 
and their shrill blastS pierced the air all 
day. | 

_A novel feature of the cheering and ap- 
plauding was an accompaniment played on 
the bells carried by the riders. 

.The incessant rain of the last week inter- 
fered materially with the proposed overland 
trip of the wheelmen, but many came by 
train. In the parade and at the meeting 
addressed by Maj. McKinley clubs from 
twelve different States were represented. 
The addresses on behalf of the*wheelmen 
were made by R. P. Walker, President: W. 
P. Williams, Vice-President: and W. W. 
Watts of the Executive committee. 


Speech of William P. Williams. 


Mr. Williams of Chicago, in his presenta- 
tion speech, said: 

__“ Maj. McKinley: The-wheeled hosts of the 

United States come today to-avow ticir 

allegiance té6 you, the great leader of a great 

litical party, in a great national crisis. 

é come from the farm and from the city; 
from the workshop and from the counting- 
room; from the factory and from the 
store; from the East and from the West;

“We represent no particular section of 
country, but all sections; no particular cccu- 
pation, but all occupations; no particular in- 
terests, but all interests: no particular rank 
in life, but all ranks. Our bond of brother- 
hood is our wheel—not a mere toy or simple 
source of pleasure, but a great commercial 
auxiliary, the acme of mechanical skill in the 
evolution of the vehicle. 

“Theenthusiasm of wheelmen is proverbial. 
' Today there is no diminution, but an increase 
of that enthusiasm, and every pulsation of 
that activity is dedicated to a patriotic 
resolution to work and win under the leader- 
ship of William McKinley, the man of the 
people. the man of ideal home life, the 
scholar, the soldier, the patriot, the orator, 
the statesman, the next President of these 
United States. 

“ The National Wheelmen’s McKinley and 
Hobaft club, coriceived in ayhappy moment 
by our President, Mr. Walker, andweveloped 
by him and the other officers, is today active- 
-ly and extensively organized in.every State 
in the Union; and the enrollment grows so 
fast that this movement bids fair to be 
the banner campaign organization of ‘D6.

Utility of the Bicycle.

I am glad to know 
that the wheelmen in such large numbers are 
enlisted in the cause of an honest dollar, am 
honest observation of law, honest payment 
of the vublic debt, honesty in the execution 
of private contracts—a protective tariff that 
will defend honest American citizens from 
the cheap labor of other countries, and 
which, at the same time, will preserve a good 
market at home to the honest farmers of the 
Tinited States. [Great applause.}] Your visit 
will inspire higher and greater activity for 
the triumph of the cause in November and. 
will cheer ghe hearts of the friends of the 
cause everywhere. I thank you and bid you 
good-by.”” (Great applause.] 


Address to Cleveland Wheelmen. 


On being called on constantly for a word

More than One Campaign Issue. 

“The message which you bring to me of 
your regard and gocd will I will always 
remember and cherish. It is with peculiar 
pleasure that IL welcome this club from the 
capital city of the great Commonwealth of 
Fennsylvania. Coming as you do from a 
city of great roliing-mills and ther manu- 
factories, having a product in'value of more 
than $12,000,000 annually, when your estab- 
lishments are all running full time, and from 
one of the greatest manufacturing States of 
the country, I»need hardly be told of the 
deep and profound interest which you have 
in the rightful settlement of the issues pre- 
sented in this campaign. 

* Both of the leading issues are of suffi- 
client importance to your industrial life and 
prosperity to command your unremitting 
labor andeffort. Nor necd I remind you that 
the issue which involves the restoration of 
our protective policy, unhappily and unwar- 
rautedly abandoned in the Presidential cam- 
paign four ago, is to be settled this year, 
as well as that other issue of continuing 
a safe monetary system, resting on the best 
money of the world, and guaranteeing to our 
people the use of all the forms of money 
now in circulation to be of equal value and 
purchasing powers. 

“The mistake of 1892 needs no elabora- 
tion. It has been felt and’‘realized in every 
section of our common country, and this 
year, 1806, is the first time since it was made 
that the whole people have had a chance 
te correct it. What will they do, my fellow- 
citizens of Ohio and Pennsylvania? (Cries 
of “ We will elect McKinley,” followed by 
tremendous cheering.) 


Story of the Trade Reviews. 

** For three years past the trade reviews of 
business, manufacturing, agricultural, and 
mercantile, at the end of ea quarter of 
the year, could be readily suntimed up in a 
single ‘sentence, ‘ Prices all along the line 
have declined.’ And with them the hope 
and comfort ofthe American people have also 
declined. In 1895, Dun’s Review of Trade 
reported 25 per cent decline on iron and 
steel, 37 per cent on wool, and 12 per cent on 
cotton. It might have been supposed that 
bottom prices were then reached, but on 
March 14, 1806, the same excellent non- 
partisan review, one of the standard authort- 
ties, made th!s report of the condition of the 
trade of the country, and I cannot see that 
it has greatly changed from that time to 
this, and certainly there is little improve- 
ment or advance in prices generally: 

*** As prices about Feb. 21 were on the 

whole the lowest even known in this country 
considerable space is given this week to a 
comparison of quotations in the most im- 
portant branches of the manufactures.’ 
. “ Then follows a lengthy table, of which I 
need only say that it apparently and abund- 
antly sustains its assertions and shows a 
most deplorable condition of all kinds of 
business. As a legitimate result we never 
knew so many failures as in 1895... We had 
hoped that things would take a turn for the 
better, but they have not, although I am sure 
that such is the wish of the American peo- 
ple today and the earnest and sincere aim of 
the Republican party. But such a condition 
seems impossible under our present revenue 
legislation. I will not pursue the distressing 
record further. 


Low Tariff Causes Distress. 

“Never has business been poorer: never 
has industrial distress been greater: never 
have the enterprise and progress of the 
country been so retarded as during the low 
tariff or no tariff years of 1804-06 in all our 
history. And the government has fared lit- 
tle better, because the Treasury reports 
have recorded monthly deficiencies and ad- 
ditions to the public debt, and the deficiengy 
still continues. Will any one say in the 
presence:of such facts that the revenue leg- 
islation of the country must remain un- 
changed, that it is not the plain and palpable 
duty of the government to provide adequate 
revenue for the public Treasury and to pro- 
tect American labor against the cheaper 
labor of the old world? 

“Government expenditures must not ex- 
ceed government receipts. The creation of 
a public debt in a time of peace is only justi- 
fied in sustaining the credit of the govern- 
meut and the public honor, but it should not 
be continued a moment longer than the Con- 
gress, whose duty it is to raise the revenue, 
shall make provision to supply it. 

**No one has suffered more under these 
conditions than the farmers of the United 
States. They have lost much by a dimin- 
ished home market and have suffered in the 
foreign market by the repeal of the rect- 
procity provisions of the tariff law of 1800. 
The forélign market opened by reciprocity 
during the administration of President Har- 
rison must be reopened, and the home mar- 
ket must be improved and preserved for the 
Am<rican farmer, while the American work- 
shops must be opened to the American work- 
ingman. No patriotic citizen should object 
tuo regaining and then holding our proud 
rank of the greatest manufacturing, mining, 
and farming Nation of the world. 


Sound Money, Law and Order. 

‘* With me the necessity of the restoration 
of a judicious and wise American tariff pol- 
icy is a firm conviction, second to nothing 
in importance except the preservation of 
order and law, which we must have, of jus- 
tice and domestic tranquility, and the pres- 
ervation of our credit, our currency, and our 
national honor. [Great applause.] 

‘My fellow-citizens, we must defeat by 
decisive majorities every scheme’ for the 
debasement of our currency, whether it be 
for free silver or irredeemable paper money; 
but while we do this we must,also defeat the 
destructive and dangerous menace of free 
trade. We have lost enough already in the 
reduced wages of our labor and we do not 
propose to be cheated further by being paid 
in debased dollars. Let us effectually dis- 
pose of both and restore to the country the 
great business prosperity which is naturally 
and properly ours to possess and enjoy. 

‘**T am glad, my fellow-citizens, to meet 
all of you here today. I am glad to meet my 
friends from Pennsylvania and my old 
friends from Athens County, O. What you 
want, they want, and what all of us wantin 
this country is the restoration of public confi- 
dence that will set the whéels of industry in 
motion and give employment to every man in 
the land.’’ [Great cheers and cries of 
‘Hurrah for McKinley.’’] 


Speech ‘to Wooster Students, 

A Venango County, Pa., delegation and 
the students of Wooster University consti- 
tuted one of the crowds addressed by Maj. 
McKinley. Col. 8. C. Lewis spoke on behalf 
of Venango County in general, Thomas Mc- 
Gough on behalf of the oil interests of the 
county, and Robert A. Crawford on behalf 
of the students. In response Maj. McKinley 
said; 

‘*‘My Fellow-Citizens: I have already 
spoken a great many times today and to 
many thousands of people. The principles 
of the Republican party are so universal in 
their character, so universal in their appli- 
cation, that they can be presented to any 
audience anywhere, and to any consolida- 
tion of audiences that may come to the City 
of Canton. I can with propriety present to 
my fellow-citizens of VenangoCounty, the oll 
producers and the drillers, the farmers and 
the manufacturers, and the employé, the 
same doctrines and arguments that I can 
with equal propriety present to the students 
of the University of Wooster. We are all 
standing upon the same platform, the plat- 
form of public faith, of law and order, of 
honest compliance with every public or pri- 
vate contract; an honest dolar and the Na- 
tion’s honor. 

‘“We are all carrying thg same flag this 
year, and it is good enough for any of us. 
The glorious old flag that we followed in 
time of war, and that was never triumphed 
over by any enemy in the world. It repre- 
sents our beliefs, our aims, and our pur- 
poses, for we have no purposes now, as your 
spokesman from Venango so well said, but 
the public good, the common good of all.

‘“‘ Whatever reduction you may have had 
in your wages, whatever reduction in the 
days’ of employment you may have had, 
you can distinctly trace the cause. You 
know when it occurred. You know how it 
occurred and you know what produced it. 
Down to the close of 1892 enough men could 
not be found to work in the tinplate fac- 
tories then in operation and that were being 
built for operation. How is it now? We 
have started that industry, and I say to 
you and to everybody else that it has come 
to stay. We mean to manufacture tinplate 
for the whole of the American consumption, 
and Pennsylvania alone has capacity at 
this very moment, if all its factories were 
at work on full time, to produce one-third 
of all the tinplate that is consumed in the 
United States. Now, my fellow-citizens, 
what we want to do is to put all that ma- 
chinery to work, not only in the State of 
Pennsylvania, but in every other State of 
the American Union, for we know that when 
you put machinery to’ work you put men 
to work, and when you put men to work 
you give them wagés which bring comforts, 
hepe, and cheer to their families.’’ 


To Pittsburg and Western Employes. 


To a delegation of railway men from the 
Pittsburg and Western Maj. McKinley said: 

“There used to be a time, and it is within 
he recollection of us all, when it was said 
the wages of railroad employés could 
not be affected by national tariff legislation. 
It used to be said that while a protective 
tariff might help the wages of protected in- 
dustries, it could not have any effect upon 
the-wages of the railroad men of the coun- 
try. We have all come to discover that this Is 
a mistake. We have come to discover that 
if the manufacturing establishments that 
are encouraged by a protective tariff are 
idle, the business of the railroad companies 
falls off, and when the business of the rail- 
road companies falls off, employés are cut 
off. So that you have come to realize in 
your own experience you have the highest 
prosperity, that you have the steadiest em- 
ployment, that you have the best wages 
only when the American factory is protected 


by a tariff policy and the home market is 


protected for the American farmers.” 
Speech to County Delegations. 


To the delegations from Washington and 
Jefferson Counties, Pa... Maj. McKinley 
spoke in part as follows: 

‘‘ Washington County, like every other 
county in the jurisdietion of the United 
States, knows from sad experience that we 
have been untier a Democratic adminis- 
tration for the last three years and a half, 
and Washington County, like every other 
county of the country, is anxious to return

They are not unpat- 
riotic, but devoted, self-sacrificing and up- 
right citizens, and they will vote for their 
own products. They are not to be deceived 
by false teachings or false teachers.” 


Speech to Consolidated Delegations, 


Toward the close of the day the delegations 
came so fast Maj. McKinley could not give 
each a separate welcome. To representa- 
‘tives of several States in his sixteenth speech 
he said in part: 

** Parties do not make issues; issues make 
parties. Men who think alike act together— 
this vast crowd thinks alike and proposes to 
act together on the 3d day of November. 
Every heart here” is inspired by the 
same thought; every soul here is moved by 
the same consideration and that is the well 
being and prosperity of the glorious Ameri- 
can Union. We love our institutions, be- 
cause they are the freest and best in the 
world. There is no other country beneath 
the sun like ours. And it never will be any- 
body else’s so long as the American peopie 
have patriotism in their hearts. We have 
not only the best country in the world, but 
we are the best, and we did have—three or 
four years ago—the best manufacturing es- 
tablishments in the world. 

‘‘ We have more gold in the United States 
than any other government except France 
and Germany. We have more silver than 
any government except India and China 
Every dollar we have—cold, silver, paper— 
is worth 100 cents wherever trade goes and 
in every mart and market-place of the 
world. Now, what we want to do Is to get 
back what we lost in 1892. What we want 
is to return to the normal prosperity of the 
United States. We want to restore confi- 
dence and we want to set the wheels of in- 
dustry in motion. We want the whole world 
to know that this is a government of law, 
and a government by law, and that beneath 
that government and around that govern- 

‘ment stands 70,000,000 of free people, who 
love the laws they helped make.”

POPS ENTER A PROTEST. 


OBJECT TO THE IOWA SOUND MONEY 
DEMOCRATIC MEN’S TICKET. 


Gold Men File Their Nomination Pa- 

- pers with the Secretary of State— 
Petition Bears the Names of the 
Leading Men and Workers of the 
Party—Popocrats Make a Formal 
Protest Against the Name “ Nation- 
al Democratic.” 


Des Moines, Ia., Oct. 3.—[{Special.}—The 
Palmer and Buckner Electoral ticket was 
filed in the office of Secretary of State Mc- 
Farland today to be placed on the official 
ballot. Tho petition accompanying the tick- 
et was signed by 2,540 leading Democrats. 
Among the signers to the petition were a 
host. of the most prominent Democrats of 
the State, comprising the active Demo- 
cratic workers in each of the 116 lowa towns 
represented on the petition. | 

The ticket as filed was headed: ‘* National 
Democratic ticket,” and late this afternoon 
the Popocrats filed a protest against the 
ticket being received or printed on the offi- 
clal ballot under that heading. The protest 
is signed by Chairman Curry and Secretary 
Carr and by C. C.:Cole, W. L.. Read, and 
William Connor as counsel. There are 
eleven counts in the protest, alleging among 
other things that the name is misleading, 
uneertain, and indefinite; that it does not 
designate any party other than the one 
which has already filed a ticket; that ina: 
Presidential election the Democratic party 
is known in campaign parlance as the “ Na- 
tional Democratic party "’; that the political 
principle designated by the name is not 
represented by the persons claiming it; that 
the name belongs to the party recognized as 
such by “ succession and heredity ’; that 
the word “ national” is not a distinguish- 
ing prefix; that. the attempted use of the 
name is but a device for purposes of de- 
ception; that the association of sound 
money Democrats does not constitute a 
party in meaning of the statute; that the 
proposed party should declare in its title 
that it holds to the principles of maintain- 
ing the present gold stancard. 

The time for hearing on the protest has not 
been set. It will be heard before the board, 
consisting of Attorney-General Remly, Sec- 
retary McFarland, and Auditor McCarthy. 

Albany, N. Y., Oct. 3.—The protest of the 
regular Democratic committee against the 
use of the word “ Democratic” by the gold 
standard Democrats on the official ballot 
was filed with the Secretary of State today. 
A hearing on the protest will probably be 
given on Wednesday of next week. 


FORMAN SPEAKS TO RAILWAY MEN. 


Denounces Altgeld and Free Silver 
at Rock Island. 

Rock Island, Ill., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—Ex- 
Congressman W. 8S. Forman spoke at Har- 
per’s Theater this evening under the auspices 
of the Rock Island Sound Money Democrats. 
He was escorted to the theater by the Rail- 
way Men’s Sound Money club, who turned 
out 150 strong, headed by a band. Mayor V. 
M* Blanding presided. 

Mr. Forman spoke at length on the silver 
issue, giving anjelaborate exposition of the 


fallacies of free coinage, and addressed him- . 


self particularly to the railroad men, in 
view of the number present in uniform. He 
ridiculed the idea of railroad men being bull- 
dozed. He lived, he said, ina city which, ia 
the number of railroad men residing within 
it, was the second city,in the State. He 
knew a great many railroad men personally 
and he never found a more intelligent class 
of men.or a class of men that would be less 
aptito be intimidated in matters of conscience 
and furthermore, he had received from many 
of them assurances of their devotion of the 
great patriotic princ'tple of sound money. 

He dwelt upon the disastrous consequence 
that would inevitably follow free coinage, as 
far as the railroad was concerned: of the 
fact that its adoption would in a short time 
pace many of them in the hands of re- 
ceivers. 


He alluded sarcastically to Gov. Altgeld f 


as one with whom he had some correspond- 
ence, but who had written but one letter to 
his two, and who now had some correspond- 
ence from Chicago to attend to. He took 
up the charge of the trades unions of Chi- 
cago relative to the abuses in Joliet Peni- 
tentiary, both as to the cigarmakers and 
the chairmakers, and declared that free 
labor did not complain of the competition of 
the convict ordinarily, but it was the ability 
and the advantages provided the penal la- 
borer to do work cheaper, that the laborer 
on the outside, with families to support, 
that organized labor rightfully protested 
against. To bring the prison labor into this 
competition with free labor, and give it the 
advantages, Mr. Forman said, Gov. Alt- 
geld was charged with placing a $500,000 
plant at Joliet. 

The speaker then reiterated his general 
charges against the Governor. He was fol- 
lowed by Mayor Vollmer of Davenport. 


CHEER COCKRAN AT INDIANAPOLIS. 


Laboring Men Crowd the Halland Ap- 
plaud His Utterances. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. . 3.—[Special.J— 
Thirty minutes before the time set for 
Bourke Cockran to appear at Tomlinson Hall 
tonight that great auditorium was crowded 
to the doors, and many were even standing 
on the top gallery. Over 500 people were 


‘crowded on the stage, and barely enough 


space was left for the New York man to 
stand. There was a parade of sound money 
clubs, and when they reached the hall no 
room was left fcr them on the inside. 

The attempt of the Democrats to belittle 
the coming of the, orator resulted in the 
greatest outpouring of citizens since the 
campaign opened. Laboringmen by the hun- 
dreds from the different factories crowded 
into the hall, and it wasa thoroughly appre- 
ciative crowd. 

His argument was directed largely to 
dissecting many of the oratorical aphorisms 
of Mr. Bryan. Bryan’s statement on the 
question of cheap money making more work 
and better wages for workingmen was held 
up to ridicule at the close of nearly every 
period, until toward the latter part of the 
meeting the people were able to anticipate 
what was coming each time, and Cockran 
would be interrupted and his voice drowned 
in cheers before he had really:finished his 
point. When he announced that the only 
way to stamp the life out of the free silver 
serpent was to walk to the polls and every 
man assert his citizenship and patriotism, 
regardless of party, by casting a vote for 
McKinley, the cheering and yelling and wav- 
ing of hats and arms was-a scene that will 
not be forgotten.

In Accord with Past Declarations. 

“ Whatever differences may exist as tothe 
proper constriction to be placed upon one 
of its clauses, there can be no doubt that 
in strict accord with an unbraken line of 
deliverances of Democratic conventions it 
is a declaration for bimetallism, recogni- 
tion of both gold and silver as the stand- 
ard money of the country. Can it be that 
those of us who four years later still hold 
to the use of both metals as standard en A 
of the couritry have abandoned the fait 
and are no longer worthy to be called Dem- 
ocrats? A belief in cheap money is no part 
of Democratic teachings. It is a part of our 
creed ‘that the dollar unit of coinage of 
both metals must be of equal intrinsic ex- 
changeable value.’ We believe ‘in such 
safeguards of legislation as shall insure 
the maintenance of the parity of the two 
‘metals, and the equal power of every dollar 
at all times in the markets and in the pay- 
ment of debts.’ 

“TIT have now given you the solemn decla- 
rations of the Democratic party in the four 
great national conventions immediately 

receding that which in July last nominated 

r. Bryan for the Presidency. The cnarge 
of recreancy to party does not lie at our 
doors. We believe that the election of a 
Democratic President’ and Congress will 
secure the restoration of silver to the posi- 
tion of standard money of the country—that 
designed for it by the founders of the gov- 
ernment. 

Attitude of Republican Party. 

‘It is well now to inquire what has been, 
and is, the attitude of the Republican-party 
upon this question. In the national conven- 
tion of 1892 its financial plank contained 
the following provision: ‘The American 
people from tradition and interest -favor 
bimetallism, and the Republican party de- 
mands the use of both gold and silver as 
standard money.’ Whatever restrictions or 
limitations were attempted by subsequent 
clauses in the platform only emphasized the 
words I have quoted. It was a clear-cut 
declaration in favor of bimetallism—an im- 
perative demand for the use of both gold and 
silver as standard money. 

“Another Presidential election is now 
upon us, and the Democratic party following 
the long line of precedents I have instanced 
again declares in substance for bimetallism 
‘for both gold and silver as standard money. 
But what of the Republican party? Does 
it still adhere to the platform of 1892? 

“ That the Republican platform of 1896 is 
a departure from that of 1892 and fram the 
clearly expressed views of Blaine needs no 
argument. The platform of 1892 is aban- 
doned; former utterances of eminent lead- 
ers, even of Blaine, forgotten, and the party 
committed to the gold standard. This is an 
undisguised declaration—the first of any na- 
tional. convention—in favor of gold as our 
sole standard money. By this declaration 
the Republican party stands pledged to the 
maintenance, at all hazards, of the gold 
standard, unless by international agreement 
the leading commercia! nations of the world 
will consent to return to bimetallism. In 
what party platform at any period of our 
history can there be found so humiljating a 
proposition? Did the Republican leaders 
who formulated that declaration really ex- 
pect England, ‘ the leading commercial na- 
tion of*the world,’ to consent to an interfia- 
tional agreement looking to the reéstablish- 
ment of bimetallism in the twe great En- 
glish speaking nations? was this propo- 
sition simply to placate and keep in line 
until after the election such members of the 
party as still believed the interests of the 
people could best be subserved by the use of 
the two precious metals as standard money? 

“YT woula@ welcome such _ international 
agreement. I would hail as the harbinger 
of a better day an agreement by which bi- 
metallism should be established; silver ar 
stored to its honored place, that which it 
has held unchallenged through centuries as 
standard money of the world. 

“It is to theaccomplishmentof this end so 
earnestly desired by all. parties in the past 
that we now labor. The question recurs: 
Shall. we, before attempting what is con- 
ceded to be so beneficial to our country, 
await the slow movements of European na- 
tions patiently—amid wrecked fortunes and 
hopes—bide our time until England shali 
generously reverse her clearly defined policy 
of more than three-fourths of a century?” 


Welcome by Gov. Stone. 

When Vice-President Stevenson had fin- 
ished Goy. Stone of Missouri was introduced. 
He excused himséif from making an ex- 
tended speech, and formally welcomed the 
delegates to the State of Missouri. 

At the conclusion of Gov. Stone’s address 
of welcome several unimportant resolutions 
regarding the rules governing the conven-. 
tion were adopted, after which Congress- 
man Newlands of Nevada was introduced 
and addressed the convention on the silver 
question. 

When Mr. Newlands had finished an ad- 
‘journment was taken until 4 o’clock. 

At the afternoon session Senator H. D. 
Money of Mississippi was selected for Per- 
manent Chairman, J. Baker White of West 
Virginia Secretary, and Jefferson Pollard 
of Wissour Reading Clerk. 

In taking the chair Senator Money said 
this was really a meeting to ratify the ticket 
nominated at Chicago. He paid a high 
tribute to W. J. Bryan, and said he was 
worthy to be ranked with Lincoln and 
Grant.

MAKES SPEECHES FROM CINCINNATI 
TO ST. LOUIS.

Talks Fourteen Times in Three Differ- 
ent States—Begins the Day’s Work 
Shertly After 7 O’Cleock at Law- 
renceburg, Ind.

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 3.—-William J. Bryan's 
trip through Indiana and Illinois called forth 
the same hard work that has characterized 
each visit he has made to what is considered 
by many the battle ground of the campaign. 
Twelve. stops were made before St. Louis 
was reached and in all fourteen speeches 
were made. ! 

Mr. Bryan left Cincinnati on the special 
car of President Peabody of the Baltimore 
and Ohio at 7 o’clock this morning. 

Lawrenceburg was reached at 7:37, and the 
platform erected near the depot was sur- 
rounded by a great crowd of expectant and 
enthusiastic people. They cheered the nom- 
inee as he made his way from the car to 
the platform. ‘He said in part: 

‘* Our opponents tell us that the tariff issue 
is the great issue. Until they put a prohib- 
itory tariff on foreign financial policies they 
cannot talk tariff to me. I want to impress 
upon your minds, my friends, that it is not 
sufficient to elect a President who isin favor 
of free coinage. Because the President can 
do nothing until the bill reaches him, and the 
bill cannot reach him unless the Senate and 
the House are in favor of free coinage. The 
Senate is in favor of it, and the House must 
be before free coinage can be realized. Ii 
shall not be satisfied in merely results in 
my election. I want a Congress that will 
give to you the free and unlimited coinage 


of silver without waiting for the aid or con- | 


sent of any other nation.” 

Nothing Experimental in the Plan. 

At Augusta there Was another big crowd 
in waiting. A small stand had been erected 
at the railroad track and from it Mr. Bryan 
said in part: 

“The cause which we represent is not a 
new cause. There is ndthing experimental 
in the plan which we propose. When weask 
for the free coinage of silver you must re- 
member that we now have free coinage of 
gold and have ir; the past had the free coin- 
age of silver. When we ask for unlimited 
coinage of silver you must remember that 
we now have the unlimited coinage of gold 
and have had the unlimited coinage of pil- 
ver. When we ask for free coinage of silver 
at 16 to 1 you must remember that that is 
the ratio at which gold and silver circulate 
today. Weare not trying to make the silver 
dollar larger or smaller. Weare not trying 
to make the gold dollar larger or smaller. 
They are to remain the same size. But we 
want more of both than we have now. When 
we ask that our mints shall be open when the 
people desire them open regardless of what 
other nations may say or think or do, we 
simply restore a policy that was the policy 
of this country until silver was stricken 
down in the dark and without public dis- 
cussion. 

“They used to say the Democrats could 
not read or write, but they have always ad- 
mitted that we were good at figures, and 
that is the reason why they cannot fool us 
with a proposition like that. I am glad that 
we are going to have more recruits from 
other parties than the Democrats we lose. 


Denounces the Money Power. 

Osgood turned out in force to hear the 
candidate. He was introduced by Judge 
Holman, and said in part: 

** We have seen jn this campaign what the 
money power. means. We have seen the 
great aggregations of wealth put their hands 
on the various instrumentalities of govern- 
ment; we have seen these syndicates which 
contrel money releasing their hold upon itor 
tightening their hold, according to their 
idea as to what will be best for them; we 
have seen great corporations attempt to im 
fluence the men that work for corporations; 
we have seen banks attempt to intimidate 
the people who owe the banks, and we have 
seen this great money power reaching out 
from the money centers of the world and 
putting its hands upon our industries and 
threatening to close the doors of facfories 
and turn men out of employment unless all 
mankind will bow down and worship the 
golden calf. We have seen an arrogance 
that has seldom been paralleled; we have 
seen a tyranny not often before attempted, 
and whenever people rise to complain they 
denounce them for complaining without at- 
tempting to take away the cause of com- 
plaint. My friends, agitation will continue 
until the people have an American financial 
system suited to the needs of the American 
people.”’ 

Discusses the Cow Question. 

At North Verncn Mr. Bryan spoke from 

a baggage truck to a big crowd, saying, in 


art: 

“When I lived in Illinois I remember that 
we had an election, and the question sub- 
mitted was whether cows should run at 
large. We had great discussions over it. 
One man would say the cows ought to be al- 
lowed to run at large, the grass was going 
to waste, it is better for the city to have the 
cows run at large, and you would find he 
had a cow. Another man would say, this is 
a shame to let cows run at large. You can't 
leave your gate open at night without hav- 
ing your garden ruined: cows ought to be 
shut up. And you would find he did not 
have any cows. When they came to vote 
the man’s vote was largely determined by 
whether he had cows to run at large or not. 
I simply refer to this to show you that even 
in small elections men are often directed 
in opinion by the interest which they have 
in the question. 

“Our opponents tell us that there are 
some people who are anxious to have a 
gold standard because they believe it is good 
for somebody else, without telling you that 
they think it is good for themselves. I want 
to tell you that on the money question men 
are apt to be influenced by their own inter- 
ests, and the reason why a great many men 
are in favor of a gold standard is because 
they have cows running at large, and they 
want to pasture those cows either on the 
public highway or else they want to pas- 
ture them on somebody else’s pasture. 

Yellow Hats at Mitchell. 

Mitchell was reached at 11:15 and a large 
crowd had gathered to hear the nominee. 
He said tn part: 

“ We are not sanguine enough to b lieve 
that we are going to have a unan.mous 
vote, Every once in a while we find ina 
crowd indications that there are some believ- 
ers in gold. I see in this crowd probably a 
dozen yellow hats. I suppose that those yel- 
low hats indicate that the people who wear 
them are in favor of gold. I suppose they 
indicate that those who wear them believe 
that gol? !s the only good money. Now, I 
want every man with a yellow hat on to hold 
up a gold piece if he has one. Can it be that 
you men who are in favor of gold as the only 
good goney have not any of that gro 
money? My friends, th is the way you 
find it everywhere. Show me a man who be- 
lieves that gold is the only good money and 
I will show you a man whose desire for gold 
is greater than his possession of it.” 

Attacks Bankers at Loogootee. 

Loogootee was reached at 12:15 and a large 
crowd had assembled in the public square 
near the depot. Mr. Bryan was escorted 
to the platform and spoke in part as follows: 

** Questions of economy in public expend- 
iture are ever present. But the money ques- 
tion, which underlies other questions, has 
been thrust upon the people at this time, and 
upon the settlement of this money question 
now is to depend the policy of our Nation for 
a few years at least and possibly for a long 
period of time. 

“ We have the unique position in this cam- 
paign of those who call themselves Demo- 
crats —_ in favor of a national bank cur- 
rency. he Democratic party in all its 
history has never favored a national bank 
currency. That great idol of the Democratic 
party, that great hero in the fight of the 
common people against aggregate wealth, 
Andrew Jackson, made his greatest reputa- 
tion opposing the national banks of hie day: 
and yet, my friends, there are those today 
who would turn over the issué of paper 
money to the national banks of this coun- 
try. There are those who would retire our 
greenbacks and Treasury notes and substi- 
tute government bonds, and on those bonds 
allow national banks to issue their notes; in

financial system.” 
Denies World-Herald Editorial, 

At Washington there was a crowd of farm- 
ers. Mr. Bryan, when he could obtain order 
from the chaos of cheering, said in part:

Says Gold Standard Is Expensive. 


At Vincennes Mr. Bryan was met by a 
great crowd. He said in part: 

“In the last three years it has requited an 
issue of $262,000,000 of bonds to maintain 
the gold standard, and there is no telling 
how many more bonds must—bve issued to 
maintain the gold standard if i®is continued 
in this country.” 


At Lawrenceville and Olney. 


At Lawrenceville Mr. Bryan spoke briefly, 
his talk belng substantially the same as at 
the other stations. 

At Olney, Ll, the home of the present 
Republican nominee for Governor of the 
State, there was an immense crowd at the 
station. A gayly decorated, stand had,been 
erected and from it the nominee spoke. 
He said in part: 

“* My friends, Andrew Jackson stated great 
truth when he said that there are no neces- 
sary evils in government; that its evils exist 
only in its abuses, and the abuses of gov- 
ernment creep in when the people are indif- 
ferent to the duties of citizenship, and al- 
low a few men to use the instrumentalities 
of government for private gain. 

[A voice: “ Like they did when they 
demonetized silver.’’] 

* Yes, that is a striking illustration of how 
a few men will seize the government and 
use it to advance their own selfish inter- 
ests, if the people are not always vigilant. 

“I am not here to beg for your votes. 
I am simply here to tell you the platform 
upon which I stand and tell you how! stand 
upon it, and If elected it will be carried out 
to the very letter, it matters not what may 
follow. If that platform suits you, if those 
policies suit you, then my friends, I may 
expect your votes. 


Boyhood Friends Greet Him. 


At Flora most of Mr. Bryan’s boyhood 
friends helped to make up the crowd that 
received him. He was taken to the band 
stand of the city park, and when he ascended 
the platform there was three minutes of 
continual cheering. Mr. Bryan spoke briefly 
ahd introduced Congressman McMillin, who 
addressed the assemblage for a few minutes. 

It was a great reunion at Salem, the town 
where Mr. Bryan was born. Old men, who 
knew him in his boyhood and younger man- 
hood, were there to shake hands with 
“ Billy.” Old acquaintances crowded about 
the «ar, all eager to grasp the hand of a 
Presidential nominee who was born in their 
midst. Many of Mr. Bryan’s relatives were 
at ‘the depot, and these he met at the torward 
end of the car, after he had addressed the 
crowd at‘the back platform. Hé was deeply 
affected by the earnestness and expressions 
of affection of the people. After a general 
handshaking, Mr. Bryan said: 

‘Friends: We have stopped here for buta 
few moments, but I was anxious to stop, not 
only to see you again, but to tell you that if 
you have heard any rumors of my failing 
health that they.are from the enemy. I feel 
as well as I did when the campaign opened, 
and I will be able, if 1am any judge of my 
strength, to keep up this fight, just as I 
have been keeping it up, until the day before 
election. And unless all signs fail, unless I 
am a poor judge of indications, you will have 
such a ratification meeting in this town one 
ay from tonight as you never had be- 
ore.”’ 

Mr. Bryan introduced Congressman Mc- 
Millin, who spoke briefly. He said that he 
had known Bryan since he entered public 
life, and intimately: that he was as eloquent 
as Cicero, as brave as Cesar, and as wise as 
Socrates. He predicted that when elected 
he would so reform the evils of legislation 
and administration as to start his party and 
his country into the twentieth century as 
Jefferson had started it into the nineteenth 
century, and that history would place him 
side by side with Jefferson, Jackson, and the 
most illustrious of our country’s patriots 
and Presidents. 

Speaks at East St. Louis. 


The special bearing the Bryan party ar- 
rived in St. Louis at 6:30 o'clock this even- 
ing. Bryan was introduced to an audience 
which contained more people than he could 
make hear his voice, by Col. John I. Martin 
of St. Louis, and spoke in part as follows: 

“Il am not here to tell you how you ought 
to vote. I have too much respect for the 
sovereignty of the citizen, too much respect 
for your intelligence, too much respect for 
your rights to attempt to dictate to you or 
to coptrol your political actions. But as 
the candidate of those who believe in the 
restoration of bimetallism } have the right 
to| present myself before you and defend the 
principles for which I stand, in order that 
you may know whether I or some one else 
can make you thg better public servant. 
It is for you to say, and we who are candi- 
dates have no reason to criticise the manner 
in which you exercise the right of suffrage, 
provided you exercise that right yourselves 
and neither allow it to be taken from you 
by intimidation, nor surrender it for gain. 
We believe that the paramount issue of this 
campaign is the money question: we bhe- 
liewe that the great question to be seftled 
is whether the American people are able to 
have a financial system forced upon tis by 
foreign nations. Upon this question the 
lines are clearly divided. 

‘** We propose something: our opponents 
propse nothing. If you are satisfied with 
present financial conditions then, my friends, 
the Republican party ought to suit you 
because the Republican party proposes to 
continue the. present financial conditions. 
My friends, you have had the gold stand- 
ard. Our legislation has been suggested, it 
has been devised, it has been carried out 
by the advocates of the gold standard, and 
yet after twenty years of successful applica- 
tion of their ideas we find such an uprising 
of the people against the gold standard as 
this country has never seen before. 

‘‘Here is the argument which they can- 
not meet. It is the argument of conditions. 
They may talk, if they like, about theories, 
but, my friends, here are the stubborn facts 
that they run this government according tea 
their ideas and the longer they run it the 
worse the people have suffered from their 
management. Whenever we ask them to 
put more money into circulation they tell 
us to ‘just have more confidence and we 
will need iess money.’ My friends, we have 
run on confidence too long now.” 


Confidence Man in Politics. 


“ How can you believe that you are pros- 
perous when you are not? You cannot have 
confidence of that kind. My friends, our 
opponents are playing a confidence game on 
the American people. 
found his way into politics. You know that 
when a confidence man goes around the less 
confidence you have, the more money you 
have when he goes away. Our opopnents 
would have you believe that under free 
coinage there would be a flood of money 
here, so much you would not know what to 
do with it. If there are any of you who are 
afraid that there will be more money than 
you will.know what to do with, you just let 
me know, and I will give the names of people 
who can use all you can take care of. 

Ouf opponents are attempting to array 
the laborers in the cities against the labor- 
ers on the farms. They are trying to divide 
those who toll into two classes, and play 
one class against the other class. They tell 
us that we are raising class issues, and the 
Republican party in this campaign has done 
more to array class against class than any 
party ever did in any campaign in the his- 
tory of this country, and worst of al), my 
friends, worst of all the Republican party 
in this campaign is attempting to compel 
the laboring men of the country who work 
for wages tevote against their own interests 
under the threat of losing their jobs. 

“They tell you that the interest of one 
man is the interest‘of all. I tell you that 
there are qrvestions that arise where men’s 
interests differ.

Chicago, Oct. 3.—[Editor of The Tribune.}— 
The members of the State Central commiftee 
are well satisfied with the condition of the 
State. They are not making extravagant 
claims, such as the Republicans are, but 
they are satisfied the State will be carried for 
the whole ticket. Altgeld’s election is con- 
ceded by Republican politicians who under- 
stand the situation. Tanner has practically 
disappeared from the campaign, and it 1s evi- 
dent the National Republican Committee- 
men have thrown him overboard. 

The plan of campaign adopted by the Re- 
publican managers is.an attempt to stam- 
pede the people in this State to McKinley. 
They have a splendid organization—the best 
they ever had. They have apparently, too, 
an unlimited amount of money, and the 
control of all the Chicago papers except one 
afternoon daily and a German paper. They 
also have the support of the great corpora- 


| tions and nf®neyed institutions, and they are 


using these influences for all they are worth. 

The great mass of the people are for free 
silver, but Mr. Hanna and his lieutenants 
hope that by making great claims and by 
pulling all the strings they hold in their 
hands they will convince the great mass of 
doubtful voters that McKinley will win and 
that they ought to be with the winner. 

Not Alarmed About Chicago. 

I might be alarmed by the great claims 
made by the Republicans concerning Chi- 
cago if it were not for the fact that they 
are making the same claims in other locali- 
ties where I am so thoroughly acquainted 
that I cannot be deceived, and I know them 
to be unfounded. They are claiming coun- 
ties in this State where the Democratic ma- 
jority will be more than double that given 
Cleveland in 1892, and this I know. 

The newspapers of Chicago being against 
us, we of course have no means of getting 
the news from the city’ out among the peo- 
ple, except by special matter sent the coun- 
try press, but the people as a whole feel and 
know that the silver sentiment is a predom- 
inant one in the State. 

The Democratic meetings are larger than 
in any previous campaign, and even in Re- 
publican localities they are much larger 
than those of our opponents. This, too, in 
spite of the fact that the Republican man- 
agers have special trains and give free 
transportation, and in some cases I have 
heard they have even given free dinners to 
those who will attend their meetings. 

’ We cannot, of course, adopt such methods 
because we haven't the money, but this isa 
year when money has much less effect than 
usual. The people are so thorough'y aroused 
to the importance of the issue that no 
amount of money can effect:any consider- 
able number of them. — 

Republican Claims Extravagant. 

We do not pretend to have completed a 
perfect poll of the State, but enough coun- 
ties have been polled, and these verified and 
corrected, to give us a fair indication of the 
result outside of Cook County, and I am 
satisfied the State outside of Cook will give 
Mr. .Bryan a plurality of 40,000. I do not 
pretend to a thorough acquaintance with 
the conditions prevailing in Cook County, 
but I do know the Republican claims here 
are extravagant. 

The number of silver Republicans enrolled 
in our club lists prove this, and the efforts 
and reports of silver Republicans, Populists, 
and Democrats, as reported at headquarters. 
indicate to me that we will come out all 
right in Cook County. 

I think there is no doubt of our carrying 
ten out of the fifteen Congressional districts 
outside of Cook. The result in Cook will de- 
pend so largely upon local conditions that I 
feel it impossible to make any predictions 
atthistime. We will carry the Lower House 
of the Legislature by a good majority, but 
think it hardly possible to secure a majority 
on joint ballot on account of the large num- 
ber of hold-over Republican Senators, Still 
I do not despair of electing enough Populists, 
silver Republicans, and Democrats to give 
us the United States Senator. 

The use of immense sums of money, the 
shameless misrepresentations of the Repub- 
licun press, and the coercive methods adopt- 
ed by many corporations have aroused the 
indignation of the masses, and I know per- 
sonally of many Republicans who do not 
believe in free silver, vet who will vote for 
Mr. Bryan for the purpose of rebuking the 
attempt of Republican managers to elect 
a President by such un-American methods.

The mother, then the widow of Duccini, 
was lying ill at No. 96 South Halsted street 
at the time, according to her story. She 
had placed the boy, 3 years old; in the kcep- 
ing of the woman from whom Van Arsdale 
took him. On the standg esterday she swore 
that Van Arsdale brought the child to her 
at her home, told her he was going to give 
him to a family that would adopt him, and 
then, despite her protests, left the house, 
the boy, crying lustily for his 
yiother, and sprang en a car and disap- 


The mother said she had been sick much 
of the time since the boy was taken away and 
ber complaint was heart trouble. 

“There was nothing the matter with my 
heart and there is not now,” said she, ** ex- 
cept hunger for my boy, and it has worn my 
heart out.

The foster father was 
also sworn, as was a neighbor of the foster 
femily, but the mosi adroit questioning 
failed to elicit names or residences. 

Then the Rev. W. H. Stroud was put on

was the foster family’s pastor, but refused 
to tell where. Then he told the court the 

foster family came from South Dakota.

MAJ. MARSHALL WARNS DOCKOWNERS. 


Government Engineer Tells Them His 
Dredging Work in the River Next 
Month May Injure Property. 


Maj. Marshall of the United States Engi- 
neering Corps has issued a notice suggest- 
ing the possible danger of unearthing piles 
of docks along the river front by the govern- 
ment dredging of the river, which is to be- 
gin on Nov. 15. 

The idea of Maj. Marshall is that many of 
the docks were built admitting from twelve 
to fourteen feet of water, and that the 
dretiging to fifteen feet would cause many 
of these docks to fall and result in land- 
slides into the channels. Maj. Marshall no- 
tifies owners of such docks to strengthen 
their property, for if it should slide into 
navigable channels they would find them- 
selves Hable under the United States laws. 

Maj. Marshall’s curt warning seems to 
have evoked but one reply from the dock- 
owners. That is a doubt of the correctness 
of the estimate of the government engineer. 
Wharf-owners appeared to believe the 
structures are deep enough and that there 
really is no danger of their giving way. 

Piling in the river is seldom less than 
twenty-five feet in length. It extends from 
four to six feet above the water. From two 
to four feet rest at the bottom of the chan- 
rel, and river men think that enough to 
insure against the falling of the structures.

HEALTH OFFICIALS THINK HE HAS 
HARBORED DIPHTHERIA. 


AGAIN 


Child from the Alleged Faith-Healer’s 

- House Is Pronounced at the County 
Hospital to Be Afflicted with the 
Dread Contagious Disease — Little 
One Is Returned to the Institute— 
Dr. Gunn, an Inspector, Investigates 
and Is Resisted. 


The Health Department had a ‘dispute. 
with Alexander Dowie, the alleged faith 
healer, yesterday, over the removal of a 
child suffering from what is thought to be 
diphtheria. 

Two weeks ago Mrs. Lily Rebman came to 
Chicago from Colorado. She was afflicted 
with pulmonary tuberculosis, and was ac- 
companied by her 5-year-old daughter. She 
went to Dowie’s institute in Michigan ave- 
nue for treatment. 

On Friday her daughter showed signs of 
@ throat disease. The mother became 
alarmed and removed the child to the 
County Hospital inacab. There the exam- 
ining physician pronounced the case diph- 
theria, and ordered the patient removed to 
the contagious-diseases ward. 

The mother refused to allow the chfid 
to enter the ward unless she was permitted 
to accompany her. The physician:refused 
to permit this, as it was in violation of the 
rules of the institution. The mother and 
child then entered the cab and were driven 
back to the Dowle institute. 

The physician who examined the child 
at the County Hospital reported the case to 
the Health Department, and Dr. Malcolm 
Gunn, an inspector, was sent to make an 
investigation. He found the cab which had 
carried the mother and child to the County 
Hospital, and had it thoroughly fumigated. 

He then went to, Dowie’s place, but was 
refused admittance. Not until after he 
threatened to call upon the police to break 
in the door was he allowed to enter. Dr. 


and made a careful examination. 

He found the child’s throat badly swollen. 
She showed every symptom of diphtheria, 
but Dr. Gunn was net certain of the cor- 
rectness of his diagnosis, so he took a cult- 
ure from the patient’s throat, and return- 
ing to the office of the Health Department 
turned it over to the City Chemist for a 
microscopical analysis. . 

Dr.. Gunn reported the facts in the case to 
Assistant Health Commissioner Reilly. 
Word was sent to Dowle that if the case 
‘proved to be genuine diphtheria the patient 
would have to be quarantined 
buliding placarded. 

Tf Dowie resists the efforts of the Health 
Department officials in carrying out the or- 
der they say the police will be called upon 
to assist In enforcing the law.

The State 
Benk of Chicago, as administrator of the 
estate of Samuel E. oHbson, sued the South 
Park Commissioners, the Chicago Wrecking 
company, and the Columbian Exposition 
company for damages for the death of Hob- 
son. The latter was killed by an explosion 
of dynamite at Sixty-sixth street and Stony 
Island avenue in October last year. The 
dynamite was being used in tearing down 
one of the World’s Fair buildings, and Hob- 
son was struck by flying wreckage as he 
was passing by. The court held that the 
Park Commissionefs are a municipal cor- 
poration created for a particular purpose, 
and must be regarded as the agent of the 
State in carrying out the object of their in- 
corporation.

ASPECT OF THE OPERATORS’ STRIKE. 


They Are Holding Out and Traffic on 
the Canadian Pacific Is Serious- 
ly °Crippled. 


Toronto, Ont., Oct. 3.—[Speclal.]—After a 
four days’ fight with the Canadian Pactfic 
railway the striking telegraphers hold out. 
The strike is assuming serious proportions. 
Today Detective Ross of the Canadian Pa- 
cific spent several hours around.the city 
Court House, trying to induce constables to 
gc up to North Bay and protect the com- 
pany’s property on the Northwestern divis- 
ion. He succeeded in securing the services 
ot twenty special constables. 

The company admits that the through 
line between Winnipeg and Montreal is in 
bad shape, and the hiring of these special 
men is looked upon as an acknowledgment 
on the part of the company that the trouble 
in the West is serious.

At London the strike is causing consid- 
erable trouble, the freight service especially 
being greatly affected. 

A mass-meeting of all the railway organ- 
izations wil] be held at Peterboro tomorrow 
when the advisability ofa general strike 
will be considered. The striking telegraph- 
ers are Willing, it is said, to drop all ques- 
tion of grievances and even that of wages 
if the management will only give the Order 
of Railway Telegraphers recognition sim- 
ilar to that bestowed on the Locomotive 
Brotherhood and kindred organizations. 
Failing in this it is kumored there wil be 
a general strike of all these organizations 
within forty-eight hours from coast to coast. 
The engineers and trainmen claim it is un- 
safe to run under the present circumstances.

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PUDIATE THEIR SPECULATION. 


0. C. Barber, in a Foertheoming Circu- 
lar to Stockholders, Will Declare 
Their Use of $798,767 in Company 
Money Was Illegal and That the 
Claim Against Them Will Be Held 
Until Liquidated=Opinion That 
Issue of Notes Was Unauthorised. 


._ President O. C. Barber of the Diamond 
Match company in a circular to stockholders 
which will be issued in the next day or two 
will announce as his opinion the $798,707 
which was used by the Moore brothers as 
margins on the 17;750 shares of stock pur- 
chased for the account of the company was 
illegally used, and that it is a claim against 
‘the Moore brothers which will be held 
‘against them until it is iquidated. Presi- 


a report from Edwin Walker, the new 
director and general counsel of the com- 
pany, in which Mr. Walker gives it as his 
opinfon that notes issued by the Diamond 
Match company were issued without author- 
ity, and that the Moores may be held liable 
for the amount. Mr. Walker also says the 
Diamond Match company is not and can- 
not be held to be implicated in any of the 


speculative transactions of the Moore 
brothers, and the full extent of 
its Mability, he says, -is the amount 


of the notes issued and discount at 
the banks. The company, in his opinion, is 
not bound to take the stock bought on 
margins in the name of J. K. Robinson, 
trustee, and for the account of the Diamond 
Match company. 

This marks what is believed to be the be- 
ginning of a final rupture between O. C. 
Barber and the Moore brohters, who have 
until the last three months worked hand in 
glove in Diamond Match affairs. It bears 
out the presumption raised when President 
Barber turned down George M. Pullman and 
P. D. Armotr, and secured the election of 
Edwin Walker as a director of the com- 
pany and its general counsel, that Mr. 
Barber intends ‘throwing overboard his 
former associates, and the management of 
the Diamond Match company will be abso- 
lutely in his hands, at least until the next 
annual meeting of the company. President 
Barber was a member of the Executive com- 
mittee of the company, and it was the Ex- 
ecutive committee which authorized the is- 
suance of the notes about which there Is 
the present dispute. He w in Europe at 
the time, but he is said to have given writ- 
tentauthority for the purchase of Diamond 
Match stock. for the account of the com- 
pany. He says in explanation he author- 
ized the purchase of stock only for cash, and 
that he at no time authorized the buying of 
stock on margins. 


Text of the Circular. 


The circular which President Barber will 
send the stockholders opens with the stafe- 
ment there is due a report showing the 
condition of the company after the recent 
failure of the Moore brothers, “who are 
officers of our company and whose methods 
in stock speculation have caused more or 
less unfriendly criticism.” In continuing, 
President Barber says: 

‘The amount involved or withdrawn by 
them from the company while acting as 
officers and used by them to margin their 
purchases of the stock of this company, is 

798,767.17. This is the amount of their in- 
debtedness to the company, and it will be 
held against them until it is liquidated. We 
are not certain that the whole amount is 
lost, but are hopeful that we can recover a 
part, if not all, of such indebtedness. Should 
the whole amount prove to be lost, we see 
no reason why it should interfere in the 
least with the company’s business or in- 
terfere with the dividends of its stockhold- 
ers; nor will such indebtedness embarrass 
the company financially, asit can readily 
be carried until liquidated, which we believe 
can be done by the first of April next with- 
out at all interfering with the payment of 
the regular quarterly dividends on the stock 
of the company. There can be no 
reason whatever for apprehension by the 
stockholders who hold, their. stock for in- 
vestment. | In the meantime there are 
great: profits in sight and a more secure 
future for the company. .. e retire- 
ment of the Moores from all official con- 
nection with the company has increased 
public confidence, and even at this early 
date there are evidences of a substantial im- 
provement of conditions.”’ 

The report continues with the President's 
views as to the condition of the property. 
He says the business interests of the com- 
pany are going on as usual, that trade has 
not been interfered with, and that profite 
on the sale of matches have exceeded those 
for the same time last year. He recites that 
two of the factories, one at Wilm!ngton, 
Del., and one at Westville, Conn., have been 
closed and that the expenses of the company 
will be reduced to $75,000. The plant in Liver- 
pool, England, he predicts, will be one of the 
most profitable owned by the company, and 
he says he will be disappointed if the net 
earnings do not exceed $150,000 a year. 


Work in Foreign Countries. 


Regarding foreign prospects President 
Barber says: ‘As to the prospects of our 
machinery in foreign countries I have to say 
that in apparently every country on the 
Continent there has been a great interest 
developed in our process. . . We have 
negotiations pending in England, France, 
Austria, Italy, Belgium, Germany, and Rou- 
mania, and inquiries from China and Japan 
and from several countries in South Amer- 
ica.”’ 

The report of Edwin Walker, the new di- 
rector and géneral counsel, is an interesting 
one. He gives in detail his views of the 
transactions and says that the shares of 
stock had been bought On margins and that 
the proceeds of the notes issued by fhe 
Moore brothers had-been used in the pay- 
ment of such margins. He says the result of 
the investigation made by him at the request 
of the Board of Directors was that the stock 
had been bought and that the notes had 
been issued and discounted without author- 
ity of the board or any committee of the 
board. 

Continuing, Mr. Walker says: “ It further 
appeared that in the latter part of July 
this stock was transferred by the several 
commission houses who had made the pur- 
chase by the direction of the Moores, from 
their account to the account of,J. K. Robin- 
son, trustee. This was done without the 
knowledge or authority.of Mr. . Robinson. 
It did not appear for whom Mr. Robinson 
was to act as trustee, and under my advice 
he declined to recognize any trust whatever 
in. such stock. ° 

‘*I also advised that the Moores had no 
authority, and, further, that even the Board 
of Directors could not confer upon them 
or any other person authority to purchase 
the stock on behalf of your company, nor 
could the company in any manner be bound 
by, or implicated in, such transaction: and 
it is now -recognized by all of the brokers 
of whom such stock was purchased that 
they have no legal claim upon the com- 
pany, or upon Mr. Robinson as trustee, in- 
asmuch as he has declined to accept the 
trust. 

* Even had he accepted such trust, with 
full knowledge of all the facts connected 
with such purchase, he would’ be legally 
held to be the.trustee of the Moores, and not 
of the company. 


Moores Exceeded Their Authority. 
“ Briefly stated, your company is in no 


| wise implicated in any of the transactions 


of the Moores connected with their specula- 
tions. If during the time they had held no 
official position and had been entirely dis- 
conrected from the company the relations 
of all the parties would have been precisely 
the same as. they now are. They did not, 
and could not represent the company offi- 
clally, or otherwise, in any of their purchases 
or speculations. 

** Unfortunately, the by-laws of your com- 
pany authorized any two of its officers to 
execute notes on behalf of the company, and 
also to issue checks against any funds of the 
company on deposit. The Moores held the 
offices .of First and Second Vice-Presidents, 
and under these sections of the by-laws had 
authority to execute the notes, and also 
avthority to draw the proceeds from the 
-bank: but while they had this authority, 
they had not authority from the by-laws, or 
from any other swurce, to appropriate the 
funds of the company to their private use 
or speculations. There is here a clear case 
of misapplication of the funds, and the 
Moores are beyond question Hable to the 
company for the full amount of its moneys 
so misapplied. 

“T also find that the. checks issued upon 
‘which this money was drawn from the bank, 
where it had been deposited to the credit of 
the company, were in part issued by the 
Moores, and upon some of them appears the 
signature of your Treasurer. I am also ad- 
vised that the checks signed by your Treas- 
urer were left with the etary d his 
absence, intended to be countersign 
the Secretary, and used in the. 
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the current bills of the office. ‘This had 
the custom of your Treasurer,

» New York, Oct. 8.—(Special.j—Henry 
Clews & Co, have been denounced by Chi- 
cago bankers and brokers for selling 
at auction seven hundred shares of 
Diamond Match stock. As the Chicago 
Stock Exchange has been closed since the 
failure of the Moore brothersthe sale of the 
stock at auction was the only way in which 
@ quotation could be made. Many Chicago 
bankers had made loans based on a higher 
price for the stock than was established 
by the auction sale.. A new and lower quota- 
tion forced a general readjustment of these 
loans. 

Several financiers in Chicago used their 
influente to prevent the sale of the Clews 
stock. Among them was C. T. Yerkes, who 
was largely interested. It was nec 


to have a suit against Jamieson & Co., who 
refused to accept the 700 shares after Henry 
Clews & Co.'s representative had sold them 
te the firm. Mr. Clews said today they took 
the only course they could to protect a 
‘client’s interests. 


MAD RACE OF TAREE RUNAWAY TEAMS 


Frightened Animals Dash Through 
Down-Town Streets and Jeopardize 
the Lives of Many Pedestrians. 


Three demolished vehicles, three fright- 
ened, maimed and bleeding horses, the loss 
to one man of $200, the narrow escape of a 
physician from serious injury, and a great 
deal of confusion, were the results of a 
series of runaways in La Salle street short- 
ly after 6 o’clock last evening. 

They occurred at the same time, and the 
débris from two wrecked buggies and a laun- 
dry wagon was piled in a single heap on the 
pavement. The triple collision of the run- 
aways, occurring on a down-town street, at- 
tracted an immense qrowd. 

H, M. Fuller, No. 325 Dearborn avenue, 
left his horse and buggy at La Salle and 
Madison streets shortly after 6 o’clock, and 
went into an office building near the corner. 
Before stepping from the buggy he for some 
reason slipped $200 in currency under the 
cushion of the seat. 

He was gone but a few minutes, and when 
he again emerged from the building he saw 
his horse running at full speed north in 
La Salle street. 

The animal had become frightened during 
the absence of its owner and broken the 
hitching rein. A cabman attempted to re- 
capture it, but was thrown against the curb 
as the horse started ona run. Severai 
pedestrians followed after it, and the frantic 
animal increased its speed. . 

The thoroughfares were thronged with 
people, and the frightened horse created not 
a little anxiety. At Washington street sey- 
eral persons narrowly escaped being run, 
over. 

Among them was Dr. Ball of Detroit, Mich. 
He stepped on the crossing when the horse 
was not ten feet away. He jumped back, but 
collided with another pedestrian, and the 
shaft to which the runaway was attached 
penetrated his coat. He was dragged until 
the garment was torn in two, but escaped 
uninjured. 

A half block further north, in front of the 
La Salle street steps to the City Hall, a horse 
and buggy owned by Detective Sergeant 
Boyd of police headquarters was standing 
at the curb. The buggy to which Fuller's 
horse was attached collided with the detec- 
tive’s vehicle and the latter’s horse took 
fright. The hitching strap was broken and 
both horses dashed upthe street. Hundreds 
of people witnessed the mad race of the 
frightened animals along the thoroughfare. 

La Salle street, south of Washington, was 
crowded with excited persons, who were 


taken. Pedestrians on the cross’ streets 
were also attracted to the thoroughfare un- 
til the sidewalks were crowded. 

Intense excitement was created among the 
passengers on a cable train at Randolph 
street. When the horses dashed by on the 
City Hall side of the tracks it looked as if 
they would collide with the cars. The pas- 
sengers fied from their seats and sought 
safety on the sidewalk to their right. 

The frantic animals crossed Randolph 
street at the same time, the vehicles to 
which they were attached keeping within 
six inches of each other. Several times 
the wheels clashed together and spokes 
were broken. 

Fuller's horse barely missed the walls of 
the tunnel. The front wheel of the buggy 
caught against the stone and the vehicle 
was overturned. The speed of the animal 
was slackened and Boyd’s horse ran ahead, 

A laundry wagon stood near the corner of 
Lake street. The driver was gone, and the 
horse attached to it became frightened with 
the approach of the others. Dragging the 
weight with it the animal cramped the 
wagon until the vehicle was overturned, 
and started west in Lake street. The over- 
turned wagon was dragged into the path of 
the other runaways, and Boyd's horse at- 
tempted to leap over it. The traces were 
snapped and the animal was detached from 
the buggy, which_was shattered in pieces. 

A mome later Fuller’s horse collided 
against t pile of débris, and the three 
vehicles wére-demolished in one heap. 

Officer lIivan was near the corner and 
caught the detective’s horse when its speed 
was slackened by the collision. Fuller’s 
horse was also captured and turned over to 
its owner, who had anxiously followed in 
the path of the runaway. 

Both animals were bleeding from several 
wounds about the legs. The other vehicle 
is owned by Reed’s laundry, No. 195 Clark 
street, and was filled with packages. 

A .large crowd collected at the corner, the 
runaways and collision having been wit- 
nessed by nearly every one in it. ee. 

The money Mr. Fuller had secreted under 
the seat cushion before entering the office 
building could not be found. A search was 
made in the wreckage and along the street, 
but without avall. 

The cushion fell from the buggy near the 
City Hall, and it is believed the bills were 
picked up by some one before Mr. Fuller ar- 
rived there.

TOO SLOW FOR ILLINOIS. 


LAKE FOREST EASILY DEFEATED BY 
THE, CHAMPAIGN MEN. 


Short Halwes Are Piayed, the State 
University Piling Up a Big Score— 
Visiting Players Show Lack of Prac- 
tice and Put Up Weak Defense 
Against Stronger Opponents—Capt. 
Beebe Has No Trouble Gaining 
Ground at Any Point in the Line. 


Champaign, Ill., Oct. 3.—{Special.J—An 
average of over one point for every minute 
of actual play is the record which University 
of Illinois men made in their firet appearance 
in an inter-collegiate contest for this sea- 
son. It was the Lake Forest team which 
was the victim of the prowess of Capt. 
Beebe’s eleven, and the way the visitors 
were shoved about the field was much in the 
nature of a burlesque on the great college 
game, , 

Lake Forest was outweighed, outgener- 
aled, and outplayed at every point. Schact 
and Clinton were the heroes of the day. 
Schact made no less than twelve runs of 
over twenty yards each, and Clinton made 
one of the longest runs ever seen on the 
Illinois field. It seemed almost impossible 
to get hold of either of the elusive half backs, 
and it generally took about three of the 
visitors to bring them to a full stop. 

Whether they tried to run the ends or shove 
the tackles made little difference, as a long 
gain was almost sure to result from any play 
which might’ be tried. 


Jackson Plays the Game. 

** Dave "’ Jackson was the only man wear- 
ing the red and black who played anything 
like the game which collegians are generally 
expected to put up. He did some really fine 
work, but as the others were all outclassed 
his good play did not bring any advantage. 
The Lake Forest men are the poorest tack- 
lers who ever played here and the large score 
is due chiefly to this defect. Timeafter time 
an Illinois man would make a long run 
through the open field when a good tackle 
would have stopped him without a gain. 

Jackson was the only man on the team who 
seemed to understand the fundamental prin- 
ciples of laying the runner low, but even he 
showed a tendency to tackle high. The ef- 
forts of his mates to stop the Illinois plays 
were amusing. Most of their tackles were 
made around the neck and of course had no 
effect. 

Lake Forest started out well. Burkland 
kicked off and Jackson, who caught the ball, 
ran nearly to the center of the field before he 
was tackled cn the first play. A punt was 
called for Beebe broke through and the ball 
hit him on the chest, rebounded and hit 
Couro, and then bounded again toward the 
Illinois goal. Both sides madea wild scram- 
ble for the oval and when the men got up 
a Lake Forest man was on the ball twenty 
yards in advance of its original position. 

Another punt was attempted but Couro 
sent the ball straight up in the air and IIli- 
nois downed it on the same spot from which 
it had been snapped hack. After that Lake 
Forest was never in the game. In four min- 
utes with seven plays Illinois had made the 
first touchdown, Branch and Schact carry- 
ing the ball the entire distance on tackle 
plays. 

Clinton’s Good Work. 

Eight minutes were required to make the 
second touchdown and five the third. Time 
was called with the ball on the thirty-yard 
line, Illinois holding the ball. 

The play in the second half. was as one- 
sided as in the first. Lake Forest had the 
ball but once, securing it on a fumble, but 
was immediately forced to punt. 

Clinton made the star play of the game in 
the second half. He caught the ball after a 
kick-off on the five-yard line, and ran past 
the entire Lake Forest team, warding off 
five attempts to tackle, and was not stopped 
until he was within twenty yards of the goal.

London, Oct. 3.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Times.]—In spite of a more 
generous flow than usual of court news from 
Balmoral, due, ft is said, to the personal 
interposition of the Queen in favor of the 
barred out journalists, the only matters the 
world cares to know about in connection with 
the Czar’s visit are kept fairly secret. There 
are, in consequence, wild rumors about many 
impossible things -which Lord Salisbury 
could not have said to the Czar, but nota 
word leaks out about Armenia. 

The public receives liberal information as 
to the number and kind of uniforms in which 
the Russian monarch has been photographed 
in the course of a single morning, while the 
optimistic reports about his excellent 
health are about as accurate as the fairy 
tales told regarding his prowess in shooting 
highland game. Meanwhile all England, in- 
deed, all the thinking and fighting world of 
Europe, is intently watching this over- 
wrought young man, whose delicate frame, 
shaken by ‘recent tragedies, hardly seems 
strong enough to stand what would be an 


almost breaking strain for a far stronger 


man. 
The precautions taken tonight all along the 
route traveled by the Czar exceed anything 
‘previously known in the history of royal 
protected progress in this country. The im- 
perial person is to be guarded all through 
England, and out to sea, as if Nicholas were 
passing through an enemy’s country. En- 
glishmen who wish -to see their country’s 
honored guest will have to go to France for 
that purpose. : 

It is possible that there are special reasons 
for these defensive measures, and. that the 
authorities know best where their secret 
enemies are, yet the common-sense explana- 
tion is probably that the young man requires 
quiet and an opportunity to pull himself to- 
gether before facing the most brilliant but 
“most tiring days of his life. 


Much Depends on Coming Conferences. 
As to the Armenian question, two things 
tend to show the existence of an entente 
cordiale, between Russia and England in 
this Matter. One is the favor. evidently 
shown to Lord Salisbury and the high honor 
bestowed on him. Another is the perhaps 
- ugwilling but very decided improvement in 
the tone of the Russian press, although that 
press is still very careful to impress on us 
readers the fact that this is only decent 
civility to the people in whose house their 
master happens to be lodging. Whatever 
has been Suggested, or discussed, or even 
decided, at Balmoral, the ultimate adjust- 
ment must, it is epined by those who know 
best and are nearest to the highest actors, 
depend on the events and conferences of 
the next few days in France. Till these 
have taken place the rest is mere guess 
work. 

From Vienna comes the mysterious mes- 
Sage that all is honorably settled, but the 
terms are not stated. It seems more than 
probable that the settlement may take‘the 
form of confining the Armenians within cer- 
tain districts under the triple protection of 
Russia, France, and England, and yet a 
short study of it may show the difficulty of 
such an arrangement. 


Losing Election for Great Britain. 


.It is somewhat amusing. to watch the 
floundering of certain portions of the En- 


, glish press in its calculation about the com- 


ing Presidential election in the United 
States. The more sensible papers acknow!l-- 
edge their ignorance in the matter; the 
others dolefully own that if Mr. Bryan wins 
it will gravely imperil the safety of very 
large investments of British capital in Amer- 
ica, while Mr. McKinley’s success will mean 
aggressive ‘protection measures specially 
hostile to British trade. The one thing clear 
to newspaper critics here is that Great 
Britain ‘stands.to lose either way. Little 
is said by those Englishmen whose opinion 
would be received with respect in America, 
as it is felt by the best men here that any 
decided expression of opinion might very 
rightly be resented as impertinent interfer- 
emce at a most critical time. Their silence 
is very far from meaning hatred to Mr. Mc- 
miniey ora gold policy. There are still some 
Sane men in England.

In fact, and 
speaking with a full sense of responsibility, 
ik am compelled to say that the conviction 
has forced itself on me that it was not so 
much . . the suppression of a pseudo 
revolt which was desired by the Turkish au- 
thorities as the extermination, pure and 
simple, of the ..

The Duke of Argyll, speaking of the mas- 
sacres in the Bitlis District (July, 1894) says: 
‘Some villages which had bravely and suc- 
cessfully repulsed the Kurds surrendered 
on promise of protection when they saw the 
Turkish troops. ... And, having surren- 
dered, they were at once, then and there, 
butchered—men, women,andchildren. .. . 
The work of massacre and pillag: was cOn- 
tinued until some twenty-five villages were 
almost entirely destroyed. But this 
was only the beginning of the infernal work. 
From the fair midsummer of 1804 to the end 
of December, 1805, .. it was one vast 
orgie of outrage—a perfect carnival of 
crime.”’"—[“ Our Responsibilities 
key,”’ pp. .

London, Oct. 3.—The diversity of opinion 
among churchmen on the question of a State 
church was evidenced at an informal meet- 
ing here on Thursday of the Churchman’s 
Liberation League, formed with the object 
of bringing about disestablishment and dis- 
endowment. The Rev. Dr. Simonde, the Sec- 
retary, declared that both were a hindrance 
to the religion, and added that nothing could 
be more harmful to the church than the fact 
that 1,100 of the clergy are subsisting on an 
income of only £150 ($750) yearly, while thir- 
ty-four Bishops receive an average of £5,000 
per year. “There is. considerable ill-feeling 
among the clergy, it may be added, at the 
fact that Prof. Walpole of New York has 
been appointed principal of the Bede Train- 
ing College for Schoolmasters at Durham. 


ASTOR’S ENGAGEMENT TO VICTORIA. 


Newspapers Think It Will Not Necessi- 
tate the Sale of His Hotel. 

London, Oct. “8.—The Norwegian news- 
papers announce the engagement of William 
Waldorf Astor to Princess Victoria of Wales 
as a settled fact. :

RATS CAUSE EPIDEMIC AT BOMBAY. 


Dreaded Bubonic Disease Obtains 
Strong Footing in Bombay. 

London, Oct. 3.—The fact that the dreaded 
bubonic disease has obtained strong foot- 
ing in Bombay is established beyond ques- 
tion and the situation is ‘regarded most 
seriously. Other towns have taken quar 
antine measures and the City of Bombay has 
been placed out of bounds for troops. The 
outbreak is attributed to rats, which are 


known to have been infected with bacillus 
from Hong Kong. 


RAILROAD ACCIDENTS IN ENGLAND. 


London Board of Trade Issues Report 
for the Year 1895. 

London, Oct. 3.—The Board of Trade re- 
port of railroad accidents during 1895 was 
issued on Thursday. It shows that 1,024 
persons were killed, of which number 83 were 
passengers, though only five persons were 
killed through traim smashes. The number 
of persons injured during the same 
year was 4,021, of which number 1,100 
were passengers. The total number of pas- 
sengers carried outside of season ticket 
holders was 929,770,909.

In spite of this, however, there is no doubt 
that there exists a strong feeling of opposi- 
tion in certain circles to the government of 
President Zelaya, and there have been sev- 
eral movements of importance among his 
political opponents, and further trouble is 
apprehended. 

The President’s enemies are believed to 
have planned some time ago to capture the 
military barracks and magazines and to 
overthrow the government. 


REVIEW OF THE COLONIAL FORCES. 


Suggestions for the Celebration of the 
Queen’s Sixtieth Anniversary. 

London, Oct. 3.—The newspapers continue 
to publish numbers of suggestions for cele- 
brating in June next the completion of 
sixty years of the Queen’s reign... The latest 
urges a special review of the colonial and 
other forces in Hyde Park. The scheme will 
be presented to the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, as 
soon as he arrives, and it is stated that the 
Prince of Wales is a keen supporter of the 
idea. 

It is thought that a review of a force in- 
cluding representatives of every colony and 
dependency of the empire would afford an 
impressive tribute to the imperial greatness 
characterizing her Majesty's reign. 

The clergy of London also propose to com- 
memorate a triple event, the completion of 
sixty years of Queen Victoria's reign, the 
1,300th anniversary of the founding of the 
see of London, and the fourth meetingof the 
Pan-American Synod of Bishops by making 
London an Archbishopric.

WORK OF THE SEPTEMBER GRAND JURY 


Final Report Shows 379 “ True Bills ” 
Returned, Thirty Cases. Passed, 
and 277 Not Indicted. 


After returning 379 “‘ true bills” and 277. 
“no bills”’ out of 686 docket and fifty com- 
plaint cases, the September grand jury fin- 
ished its work yesterday and the members 
were discharged. Thirty of the cases that 
were to have come up were passed to the next 
grand jury. 

The report of the grand jury strongly crit- 
icised the action and methods of some of the 
temperance societies and other organizations 
that have had men held to the grand jury, 
and which have failed to prosecute at all, 
or have presented evidence too weak to justi- 
fy an indictment. 

In the case of Charles Cornell, charged with 
perjury and false impersonation, ‘‘ no bill ’’ 
was voted. Cornell confessed having com- 
mitted perjury and impersonated William J. 
Tracy, under whose name he served on a jury 
in Judge Chetlain’s court. The remark was 
freely made around the Criminal Court 
Building that political influences had saved 
Cornell from indictment. 

‘‘No bills” were voted in. the cases of F. 
E. Lonas, Valentine J. Holm, and R. M. Mc- 
Corquodale, charged with conspiracy by W. 
V. Terrill. 

One of the things done by the jury was the 
reconsideration of the “ true. bill’ voted a 
week ago against Abraham Bloch, Albert 
Pick, and Moses Joel, charged with obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses, The men 
compose the firm of Pick, Bloch & Joel, deal- 
ers in chinaware, No. 208 Randolph street. 
Gustav Meyer, formerly a’ member of the 
firm, charged the rest of his partners in busl- 
ness with having swindled him out of $20,000, 
and that he was induced to invest in the en- 
terprise by Flora Israel, sister-in-law of 
Bloch, to whom he was engaged at the time. 
The young woman married another man 
after Meyer invested his money, but Meyer, 
did not wish to prosecute her, and for that 
reason, members of the jury said, and be 
cause they believed the woman to be one of 
the chief conspirators, the “‘ true Dill” was 
reconsidered.

-CLOSE OF THE CAREER OF THE EN- 


 GLISH POET, AUTHOR, AND ARTIST. 


Bis Distinct Influence in Several 

 -‘granches of Industry—Close Friend 
of Burne-Jones, the Greatest of Liv- 
ing English Painters—Norwegian 
prose and Poetry—An Enthusiast in 
printing and Desiguing—Classed as 
Socialist in His Latter Days. 


London, Oct. 8.—William Morris, the de- 
signer, poet, and author, who of late years 
had proclaimed himself a Socialist, died this 
morning. He was born in 1834, __. 7 

William Morris has exercised a distinct In- 
fluence in three or four separate lines, nota- 
ply those of poetry, engraving, decorative 
art, and printing. He was educated at Marl- 
porough and at Exeter College, Oxford, 
where he formed an important and lasting 
friendship with Burne-Jones, the greatest 
of living English painters. He himself 
studied to be a painter, but his artistic tem- 
ment was destined to follow novel lines. 

He first attracted attention asa poet. 

In 1858 Mr. Morris published a small vol- 
ume entitled, “The Defense of Guinevere 
and Other Poems.” Notwithstanding its 
real excellence, this passed almost unnoticed 
at the time. It was not until 1887 that he 
finally won the attention and admiration of 
every true lover of poetry by a long nar- 


1868 for tha making of wall papers, stained 
giass, tiles, and artistic household decora- 
tions.

*  Merris as an Author. 

Reperdin Mr. Morris’ verse critics quite 
generally €é that his first volume was 
his best and that he will live longest by rea- 
son of “ The Defense of Guinevere.”’ These 
thirty lyrics, medieval in matter—deeply 
medieval in tone and color—are instinct with 
life. Their. characters have real fiesh and 
blood under their chain armors. With his 
later works he has not done such vivid 
character drawing, though it would be im- 
possible to praise too highly the exquisite 
and sustained beauty of form, melody, and 
color in all his writings. 

Only last year Mr. Morris published a re- 
markable prose poem called “‘The Wood 
Beyond the World.” It was typical of all 
his later writings. At once a masterpiece 
of art and an affront to conventional mor- 
als, it was in its language and in its arta 
piece of consummate originality that com- 
pelled one’s praise and protest in the same 
breath. The quaint imitation of old En- 
glish used in this was Mr. Morris’ own in- 
vention, and his translations of old French 
and English medieval romances into this 
dialect are captivating. 'The best of story- 
tellers, Mr, Morris was unsurpassed in the 
simple freshness of his natural descriptions. 
But the people of his later poems hardly 
seem to breathe the breath of life, and it is 
much the game with his fanciful prose tales. 
His creationg are beautiful shadows that 
dwell in some dreamy land of nowhere. 

Yet this very tendency of William Morris’ 
‘writings to get away from the present world 
of mental conflict and of hideous material- 
ism is one for which the world has much 
reason to be thankful. Of the apparently 
immoral features of his tales it may at 
least be said that art and not evil is their 
motive. Art was the man’s whole creed, 


and he spent his life in putting It Into more

rative poem called ‘‘ The Life and Death of 
Jason.” A couple of years later a three- 
volume work entitled ‘‘The Earthly Para- 
dise” appeared and confirmed his high repu- 
tation. This work is made up of twenty-four 
legendaty and romantic poems of classic or 
of Gothic origin, supposed to be recited by 
Norwegian seamen who had sailed west- 
ward to find the earthiy paradise. Mr. Mor- 
ris had aince published “‘ Love Is Enough,” 
_ Virgil’s “ Aneid,”” done into English verse, 
and a metrical translation of ‘‘ The Fall of 
the Nibelungs.” In collaboration with an Ice- 
landic scholar he next translated several 
volumes of the ancient Sagas and legendary 
stories of the North, and in 1890 he began 
the publication of a.complete English ver- 
Sion of the Sagas. But it was about that 
time that he became interested in printing, 
most of his energies had since gone into 
the novel enterprise of building up the pri- 
vate press which he made famous among 
book lovers the world over, under the name 
ef the Kelmscott press. | 


Career as a Publisher. | 
It was Mr. Morris’ artistic instincts that 
led him into the printing business, and his 
Publications have nearly all been in the 
shape of costly hand work, in limited edi- 
tions. The Kelmscott catalogue, charmingly 
nted by Mr. Morris’ own hand, at present 
cludes announcements of ten books in 
Preparation and thirty-nine already issued, 
of which twenty-seven were limited editions 
Sold at fancy prices and now out of print. 
Some of the books have been in more than 
one volume, so the total number of volumes 


_ he. printed is sixty-three. The average 


price per volume has been 4 guineas. 
Before his publishing epoch Mr. Morris 
had been an expert wood engraver, and one 
of his most interesting writings was a series

Mr. Morris was a man of striking figure, 
and he delighted in rude and picturesque ap- 
parel. He loved thesea, and nothing pleased 
him better than to be mistaken for a sailor.

“don’t I.know you? Weren't you at one 
time the mate of the brig Sea Swallow?’

Over this clear portion 
is posted a copy of one of the local papers, | 
and a little peep-hole is cut in the paper so 
that the occupant of the cage can see | 
through. , 

The duty of this female “ look-out,” as 
may be surmised, is to keep track of the | 
drinks that are sold. She has a new sheet of 
blank paper to start with In the morning, 
and when a new shift comes on she turns 
the record over to the proprietor. A cross | 
signifies a glass of beer, a’ perpendioular | 
mark means that a drink of whisky has | 
found its way home, while an oval mark | 
It | 
is an easy matter at the end of a day to com- 
pare these records with the cash register, 
and inspect the quantity of liquors left in the 
bottles, or the number of cigars in the glass 


case. 
If all correspond with the tabs kept by the 


brown-eyed look-out, the proprietor ts sat- 
isfied and things run smoothly. If-not, there 
is an investigation, and some changes are 
made in’the personnel of the young men who 
wear white vests and the purest cf sparks.

industriously. At one time they seemed dis- 
posed to do a good deal of hurrahing. But 
they did not stay long-in that mood, for, as 
a matter of fact, the set-back which has 
been affecting things in Wall street this 
week has been quite as much of a handicap 
to the bears as to the bulls, For the latter 
it involved a reaction, which, while it has 
not gone far, has none the less considerably 
dampened the ardor of conspicuous leaders. 
For the bear contingent it has been disap- 
pointing in that while quotations have been 
somewhat softened and bull confidence dis- 
turbed, there has been disclosed an under- 
tone of firmness quite beyond anything of 
the sort that raiders of the, market have en- 
countered in many a long day. 

This situation makes the stock market fair 
fighting ground. Neither side can claim to 
be safely intrenched. Both must fight to 
hold their present status. To gain from the 
other side the winner has got to be up and 
doing. Neither the one party nor the other 
will confirm the truth of this statement of 
the case, but it is true, 


Reaction Is Anticipated. 

The reaction that has come was not un- 
heralded. Indeed, it should be said in fair- 
ness that some people of consequence on the 
bull side not only anticipated it but worked 
for it, believing the’ effect of it must be 
healthful. For a fortnight important com- 
mission houses have been counseling cus- 
tomers against getting into the market 
while it was so buoyant. The waiting: pol- 
icy, however, has not been at all to the taste 
of the rank and file; and against the advice 
of the ultra conservatives, outsiders have 
been daily getting in deeper and deeper. 
There is probably now a larger representa- 
tion of the public in the market than at any 
time in a couple of years. Moreover, most 
of those who have got in have profits to 
their credit. 

Half a dozen times there have appeare¢ 
what seemed to be signs of a sharp reaction, 
but every time till the close of this week the 
indications have turned out to be unreliable, 
and that largely for the reason that on every 
concession there has been a new crop of 
buyers ready to rush in. All this is so novel 
in recent Wall street history that even the 
veteran leaders have been unable to take 
proper account of it. } 

Europe’s Concern for Gold. 

When, however, it &ppears that Europe 
has become so much affected and alarmed 
by America’s grip on her gold that extraor- 
dinary methods are pursued to stop the yel- 
low metal’s natural flow this way, the re- 
action comes easily. So far it is slight— 
so light, in fact, that many old observers 
treat it as a trivial matter not likely to last 
beyond a period of a few days. This is an 
exceptionally cheerful view, but it can be 
stated upon the very highest authority that 
banking-houses with close European rela- 
tions do expect an early renewal of the gold 
import movement. One such banking firm 
tells me that the total gold shipments this 
way before New-Years will probably aggre- 
gate $35,000,000 beyond what has already 
arrived. This sort of information—when it 
develops into actual accomplishment—will 
have a tremendous effect on sentiment in 
the world of finance. 

Private: cable dispatches received today 
from London state that the loan market at 
practically every European center, and espe- 
cially at London, has so softened that the 
owners of money must soon begin to seek 
profitable fields for the use of their funds in 
America. 

New York bankers are more cheerful over 
the outlook. Remittances West and South 
are still calied for by movers of the crops, 
but by the middle of this month the move- 
ment this way will set in sharply. 

The new tonic tone of the grain market, 
backed up by the wholesale exportation 
movement of American commodities, is ex- 
erting much influence on investing 
sentiment. If the better prices for wheat 
hold the effect will be felt in the security 
market to the extent of offsetting most of 
the factags upon which the bear contingent 
are relying for ‘help in their depression 
game. If a wheat boom such as has been 
under way can be maintained there cannot 
long be doubt anywhere as to further gold 
imports. Gold would come with a rush. 
It simply could not be headed off. 


Kxpect an Honest Money Victory. 

Politics has ceased to cut much of a fig- 
ure in stock market calculations. 

It is here so far conceded that honest 
money will win in November that the man 
rash enough to suggest anything else gets 
suspected of mental trouble. None the less 
—and this is a help to bear operators—com- 
mission brokers still think it wise to advise 
customers to be patient till after the elec- 
tion. Then, with Maj. McKinley elected, 
they agree an old-fashioned boom will be 
due and unsuppressible. 

The coming week will provide many tests. 
If the reactionists, the bears, allied with the 
ultra-prudent bulls, are not able by the 
middle of the week to give prices more of a 
tumble than they have so far taken the 
chances are five to one that October will 
develop an advancing market worthy of 
comparison with the cheerful one of Sep- 
tember. H. ALLAWAY. 


The Credit of the Country. 

South Bend, Ind., Oct. 2.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—I have read Gov. John P. Alt- 
geld’s reply to the speech of the Hon. Carl 
Schurz. Mr. Altgeld seems chiefly to ton- 
cern himself with an attempt to show that 
a silver standard instead of a gold standard 
would be the best for the American people. 
He asserts that there is not enough gold in 
the world to pay the debts, public and 
private, owed abroad by this country. But 
as the amount of gold and silver is about 
equal, would it not have been fairer for 
Mr. Altgeld to have told his hearers that 
likewise there was not silver enough in the 
world to pay these debts, or, indeed, that 
there was not enough of both gold and silver 
to pay these debts? Mr. Altgeld knows a 
public debt is by many believed to be a pub- 
lic blessing, but a nation, like an individual, 
must meet his obligations when due to pre- 
serve its credit. 

It should be the alm of a government to 
establish; maintain, and build up the best 
possible credit, so that the rate of interest 
which is to be a tax on the people shall be 
the lowest obtainable. ‘‘ Coin’s Financial 
School,” page 119, estimates that the total 
debt of the United States—national, munic- 
ipal, State, corporation, and private— 
amounts to forty billions of dollars, and he 
correctly shows that the interest on this sum 
at an average of 6 per cent per annum 
amounts to two billions, four hundred mill- 
ions. Now mark this. Think of it, farmers! 
This is an amount equa! to the entire output 
of silver in America since 1776. It Is esti- 
mated that the average rate of interest in 
the silver producing States is 12 per cent. 
Suppose in going from a gold basis toa silver 
basis the rate of interest is increased, with 
other high prices promised, to the rate in 
the silver States and Territories. This 
‘would simply double this interest account, 
making it four billions, eight hundred mill- 
ions—an additional annual burden of twenty- 
four hundred millions for the industries of 
this country to meet—six times the entire 
value of the output of silver for the last 
ten years. 

It is stated that the average rate of inter- 
est in England is 3 per cent. Suppose we 
were to continue on the gold basis and con- 
vin the world that we are entitled to as 

a credit as England —and what a shame 
that this is not the case now—here would be 
a reduction in our interest charge of twelve 
hundred millions of dollars. But even sup- 
pose that we only reduce our interest rate 
to 6 per cent, and this is assuredly a reason- 
able expectation if our credit is properly 
strengthened, this would make a yearly sav- 
of four hundred millio equal to the 
e output of allver for the last ten years.

HOW SUCH CROSSINGS ARE MADE. 


HEN lots in Chicago proper be- 
gan to be so valuable that an or- 
dinary citizen could afford sunlight 
only in the front parlor window of 
a third-story flat, suburban Chicago began to 
be a possibility. As down-town Chicago 
grew in yalues, suburban Chicago grew in 
extent. As it grew the cry for rapid transit 
came out of Pullman, Englewood, Oak Park, 
Austin, Lake View, and Ravenswood. 
And then it was that three-story traffic in 
Chicago became a necessity and therefore a 
lity. 
mickenes traffic became noticeable in 
the World’s Fair year of engineering and 
architectural triumphs. It became a secon- 
dary exhibit to the Columbian Exposition. 
‘At the Sixty-third street entrance to Jack- 
son Park the Illinois Central railroad tracks 
were raised in air; the-street dived under 
them through a gloomy passageway, and 
high over all the steel structure of the Alley 
L road spanned the railroad’s right of way 
without a single supporting column. In that 
season of sight-seeing, in 1893, these three 
crowded surfaces filled with traffic were in- 
“{tlatory to the wonders of Jackson Park; 
ithey served as an outside preparatory 
course, free of charge. 
Earliest Three-Story Crossings. 
But even then three-story traffic in Chi- 
cago was not new. For years cabs, car- 
riages, trucks, and drays had rumbled over 
the Washington street bridge where it spans 
the South Branch of the Chicago River; up 
and down these black currents tugs, schoon- 
ers, steamers, and the myriad craft of the 
Chicago port had floated, and deep down 
cable trains, loaded ta; the footboards with 
passengers, had plunged under the river 
through the tunnel. Here for these many 
years have been the two extremes of engi- 
neering—bridging the air and tunneling the 
earth. Such a condition as a bridge span- 
ning a river over a tunnel hardly existed 
before these two passages of the river were 
completed at Washington street. On the 
face of it such engineering extravagances 
could not have been considered before the 
cable railway became a successful factor in 
rapid transit, But the cable railway came, 
and in three places its trains burrow under’ 
the bed of the river. For many years the 
Washington street tunnel afforded passage 


entrances, were closed. They were scarcely 
used, and the fact that they had been fre- 
quented by tramps, who used the tunnels as 
basement bedrooms, made them undesirable.* 
Rapid transit and track elevation, how- 
ever, were the forces which have given Chi- 
cago its three-story streets. Following the 
elevation of the Illinois Central tracks the 
Lake Street Elevated road built westward. 
Away out beyond West Forty-fifth street 
the Belt Line railroad had its tracks ele- 
vated. To reach the West Forty-eighth 
Street terminus the Lake Street Elevated 
structureghad to be raised. So for the two 
Stations east and west of the Belt Line 
tracks passengers are forced to climb high- 
er than at any other stations on the lint. 
Clear of all obstructing houses the Lake 
t structure describes a great arch, over 
Which the electric trains glide as‘if sus- 
pended by cobwebs. Electric trains, belt 
freight trains, and horse cars in the street 
are often seen at this junction at the same 
moment.

LEARN 10 WORK THE AIR BRAKES. 


School Car on the “ Burlington ” Road 
in Which Train Hands Are Taught 
to Operate the Device. 


The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 
road company maintains a school on wheels 
that few people know anything about. It is 
a school, however, which has much.to do 
with the preservation of the lives of pas- 
sengers. 

In this department of the big railway con- 
cern train men are thoroughly educated in 
the use of that valuable inyention, the air- 
brake. ‘The school is conducted in a large, 
finely-finished. car, something like a bag- 
gage car, which is hauled all over the Bur- 
lington system from Chicago to. Billings, 
Denver, and St. Paul. It is sidetracked at 
the end of each division and there remains 
until every man who needs it has been 
given a ‘‘ course’ in air braking. 

The car is in charge of Fred Cota, who ts 
thoroughly tamiliar with.every device with 
which an air brake is constructed. In the 
car are thirty banks of brakes, each bank 
representing the brakes om one car, so that 
the instruction given shaws how to handle 
a train of thirty freight cars. Air is sup- 
plied to the brake-banks from a standard 
pump operated by a small engine, kept run- 
ning during the time that the men are being 
instructed. The plant is completed with 
boiler and water tank. 7

The great subway scheme, providing for 
the uniting of the Lake Shore drive with the 
boulevard system of the South Side, might 
bring about another three-way tnorough- 
fare near the mouth of the river.

For three-way traffi@ on three distinct 
levels is robbed of so many dangers 
and vexatious delays that wherever neces- 
sity demands it economy will cause it to be 
established. At Sixty-third street, for in- 
stance, the Alley L trains run six minutes 
apart, the Sixty-third street trolleys fifteen 
minutes apart, and all the train movements 
of the Illinois Central road at that point 
would combine to make grade crossings 
there almost utterly impracticable. In this 
age of hurry the time could not pe spared 
sufficiently to make such a crossing safe to 
passengers. At all of these crossings in 
triplicate, an estimate of the time saved to 
all classes of people in the course of a year 
would be astounding. In like manner the 
amount of money saved by doing away with 
the positions of watchman and switchman is 
great. 

Part the City Plays. 
In all of this work the city has only a super- 
visory interest. Certain specifications must 
be complied with in the matter of clear- 
ances. An elevated structure must show, in 
the first place, a minimum height of fourteen 
feet over street intersections. Where the 
structure crosses the line of another ele- 
vated road it must clear it by full fourteen 
feet. Where an elevated road crosses a 
steam railroad it must clear it by twenty 
feet. 
It costs heavily to make these crossifhgs. 
The grade is one foot in 100, so that an ele- 
vated road to cross another elevated road 
must begin to elevate the structure 1,400

The most recent case of crankism hap- 
pened a few weeksago.

Used Alarm as a Mail Box. 


There is another bona fide case of a woman 
on the West Side who turned in an alarm 
by trying to get a letter into the box. She 
opened a keyless box and pulled down the 
heok in the endeavor to find the proper re- 
ceptacle for her letter. 

Another case of a mistake in sending in 
an alarm was at the time of the New York 
Biscuit company holdup. One of the em- 
ployés, in his endeavor to call the police, 
set the indicator on the box in the office 
wrong and called out engines and trucks 
galore. 

It is a part of the unwritten history of the 
department that there is scarcely a com- 
pany in Chicago which has not responded 
to an alarm sentin on the rising moon. In 
the fall the moon often has a decidedly red 
tinge and seen coming up behind buildings 
gives the appearance of a disastrous fire. 

One ot the funniest blunders was made 
by a policeman of the Maxwell Street Sta- 
tion.

The heroic life ts admired by men and 
women the world over. The soldier, the 
sailor, the policeman, the fireman, are ob- 
jects of interest everywhere. It is aston- 
ishing the number of men who yearn for 
the life of.the fireman. ‘These men hang 
around the engine-houses and seek to estab- 
lish, themselves in the good graces of the 
firemen. Many of them are of the ‘‘ seldom 
work ’’ variety, and they seem to be on duty 
day and night. Others, who are employed, 
spend eyery leisure mnoment hanging over 
the door chain of the engine-house. 

These men are known as “fans.” There 
was a club at the City Hall last winter and 
early spring, but the members got to be a 
nuisance and they were sent away. Thera 
were four or five men who hung about the 
fire alarm telegraph office and the adjacent 
corridors. Every time an alarm would strike 
in they would pour into the office and watch 
every move of the employés. One always 
stood on watch while the rest ran out to get 
a bite to eat. They were well-behaved, but 
at last they were requested to surrender 
their charter and leavé. One of them, how- 
ever, recently passed the civil’service ex- 
amination, was admitted to the department, 
and is now an efficient fireman.

SCHOOL MAKES A GOOD SHOWING. 


Report of the Illinois School of Agri- 
culture and Manual Training for 
Boys Gives Encouraging Figures. 


————a 


The ninth annual report of the Illinois 
School of Agriculture and Manual Training 
for Boys, formerly the Illinois Industrial 
Training School for Boys, which has just 
been issued, shows that since the organiza- 
tion of the home 1,817 boys have been reg- 
istered, 236 of whom were received during 
the last year. Two hundred and thirty- 
three boys were placed in homes or returned 
to friends. 

During the year the “Gen. Sheridan” 
cottage has been erected at a cost of $5,650, 
cf which $5,000 was furnished by the Char- 
ity Ball Association and the balance by 
other friends of the school. 

Four teachers are regularly employed in 
the work of the school in ten departments. 
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on which is principally done by the stu-

He is a member 
of the Czar’s Cabinet and has entire charge 
of Russian transportation facilities of every 
character. He has just been on a tour across 
Siberia, examining and inspecting the great 
trans-Siberian railroad. He will return to 
St. Petersburg by way of the United States, 
visiting this country both for pleasure and 
for study of our institutions. He is now on 
the way to San Francisco, where he will! ar- 
rive in a few days. From San*Francisco he 
will come direct to Chicago. 


In America Without Money. 


Many years ago Prince Hilkow lost his 
money. There was nothing especially un- 
usual or uncommon about Hilkow “‘ going 
broke,”” as many a good and worthy Rus- 
sian Prince had often done before, and sev- 
eral since, but Hilkow was not one of the 
kind who could only see new prosperity 
through an American heiress. The Prince 
had the real stuff in him besides the royal 
blood, so he came to the United States, 
rolled up his sleeves,*and went to work. It 
didn’t take: him long to find a job, for he 
was not one of the young men who expect 
to start out In life at the top. 

After he had been in this country a short 
time he got employment down East as fire- 
man on an engine of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road. The Prince fired the coal into the 
locomotive with such vigor and energy 
and conscientious adherence to duty that 
before long he was promoted, and became an 
engineer. For many months he drove a 
train back and forth over the tracks of the 
great railroad company with a right royal 
hand on the lever. Few people ever learned 
of the fact that the plain, simple, demo- 
cratic engineer was a real Russian Prince. 


His Rise to Distinction. 


Only a‘few short years had gone by when 
the Prince longed to return once more to 
his own country. He did so, and in a short 
time his skill became known to the Czar. 
It was not long before the ruler evinced his 
approval of the demofratic spirit of the 
voung Prince, and made Hilkow the engi- 
neer of his imperal private train. The 
l’rince filled the position as worthily and 
perfectly as he*had done his earlier work, 
and in a short time he was advanced a step 
further. This was when Alexander III. was 
Czar of all the Russias. The promotion of 
the young man continued, and he rose corre- 
spendingly in the esteem of his sovereign, 
until at last he was given the position at the 
head of the transportation of the govern- 
ment .which he. still occupies today.

Once the instruc- 
tion to a clas&’ commences school “‘ keeps in ” 
until the whole working of the contrivance 
is perfectly understood. The time required 
to graduate a class depends on the ingenuity 
of the “ scholars,’’ 
all in an hour, while others do not learn it 
in three.

BLIND WOMAN AT A BARGAIN COUNTER

Makes Her Own Selections of Dress 
Goods and Trimmings Without As«~ 
sistance from Anybody Else. 


Shoppers in one of the big stores down- 
town last bargain day curiously watched 
the movements of a blind woman at the 
dress goods counter. She’ was about 20 
years old, her face showing great intelll- 
gence and refinement. She was ‘richly 


dressed for the street, and a girl about 20 
years old accompanied her. 

The blind woman examined the rich fab- 
rics placed before her by passing them 
through her hands. She depended upon her 
own sense of touch, apparently, for she 
seldom spoke to her companion, and then 
only in answer to questions. She appeared 
to be quite critical, and before she made 
her selection the counter was piled high 
with patterns of all kinds. 

After she had examined a large number 
of pieces she took up one of the first that 
had been shown her and decided to buy it. 

When the clerk had measured it she ver- 
ified the length herself by measuring it 
with her outstretched arms. Seemingly 
satisfied that the piece contained as much 
as she had bargained for, she took a trans- 
fer ticket and went to the counter where 
trimmings are sold.

Preach Patriotism, Not Party, Is 
the General Verdict. 


STATEMENTS ON BOTH SIDES 


They Are Divided as to the Wisdom of 
Such Discussions, 


REASONS GIVEN PRO AND CON, 


HOULD a minister of the gospel dis- 
cuss political topics in hig pulpit? 
This question is attracting more at- 
tention just now than it has at any 
time since the war. The numerous instances 
in which the pulpit has raised its voice for 
national honor in this campaign and the 
criticism it has thereby incurred make the 
relations of the pulpit to current politics a 
timely and interesting theme. | 
During the week a representative of TH# 
TRIBUNE called upon a number of leading 
clergymen and sought to obtain their views 
as to the propriety of “ preaching politics.” 
Do you favor the discussion of cu: rent po- 
litical questions in the pulpit? On what 
grounds do you favor or oppose it! What 
general principle would you apply to political 
discussion in the pulpit? If you favor such 
discussion only in times of naticaal peril 
or when grave questions of public policy are 
to be settled, do yoh regard the leading 
issue in the present campaign as one with 
which the pulpit should deal? These were 
the questions to which the clergymen were 
acked to reply. 


Bishop Newman Preaches Patriotism. 
Bishop*Jchn P, Newman, the eminent 
Methodist divine, was in the city between 
trains and was asked his views on the sub- 
ject. The venerable Bishop said: 
**I ama patriot. I preach patriotism as a 
part of the gospel. Christ wag an intense 
patriot. He raised his voice against the po- 
litical corruption of his time, He urged 
upon men the duty of being good citizens, 
He told them to pay their taxes. * Render 
unto Cesar the things that are Cesar'’s,’ he 
said. As to questions of mere party politics, 
such as the tariff, I do not believe in drag- 
ging them into the pulpit and I don’t know 
of any one who does; but where a great 
moral question is presented, as in this cam- 
paign, the minister who will not sound the 
alarm is either a duncé or a coward. All 
the essential elements of commercial hon- 
esty and political honor are involved in this 
campaign. The most serious attack on the 
commercial honor of our republic known in 
the history of the Nation is now being made 
in the name of a great political party. This 
attack strikes down so deep into the prin- 
ciples of commercial honesty, from simple 
barter to complicated banking, that if by 
any misfortune or sere Che part it should 
‘be successful in carr flay it would 
take a hundred years for our people to return 
to that distinguished ‘honor and honesty 
which were the glory of our fathers and are 
the pride of every true American.” 
Opinion of Dr. Hillis, 

Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis of Central 
Church said: 

“ Certainly, I believe the pulpit and poli- 
tics. are intimately related. In times past, 
in every national crisis and epoch, the voice 
of the pulpit has sounded forth loud and 
clear and true. Thirty years ago the 
Stars and Stripes lay upon every pulpit in 
the North, and with hearts fired with pa-. 
triotism preachers poured forth their flery 
philippics against slavery. Not only men 
like Beecher and Storrs, Chapin and Chan- 
ning, but clergymen of every denomination 
in city and country preached upon the duty 
of emancipation, the crime of slavery, the 
peril of the flag, and the danger of dis- 
union and secession. Nor was there a single 
plank in any political platform that was not 
brought into the pulpit to be tested by the 
eternal principles af right and justice.. 

‘During the Revolutionary epoch also, 
history tells us, the patriots crowded into 
all the churches and fed the fires of patriot- 
ism and courage and liberty. Nor was the 
case different in the days of the Puritan 
revolution tn England. Queen Mary feared 
the Scottish pulpit and -before 
John Knox as she never feared the power 
of the army, while Cromwell, who taught 
his soldiers to sing psalms before shoulder- 
ing their muskets against op n and 
the citadel of iniquity called the ‘divine 
right of Kings,’ taught men that the deeds 
performed and the laws enacted during the 
week were’ only the mordl ideas and senti- 


and instruments. : 

‘*Good men there are, doubtless, who do 
not believe in taking politics into the pulpit. 
Certainly no bad men, dreading public ex- 
coriation, ever thought the pulpit should 
discuss the issues of the day. But the time 
has fully come when politics should cease 
to be a scoffing and a byword. The citizen 
must vote, and the endeavor to carry all 
his political actions up toward justice and 
sympathy and kindness is one worthy of all: 
praise. 

“The ground upon which the preacher 
who discusses a political theme must plant 
himself is the nature of Christianity itself. 
Broadly considered, Christianity is the art 
of right living and the science of man-bulld- 
ing and character-making. It deals with 
man and his relations to the home, the 
street, the school-room, the store, and the 
‘forum. Its principles are pathways which 
lead to happiness and prosperity, If any 
political platform attempts to draw men 
aside into paths of wrong and dishonor that 
platform must be condemned by the pulpit. 
If any politi¢al party proposes principles or 
advocates measures that are calculated to 
undermine character and injure man’s des- 
tiny, then the preacher who loves his kind 
is bound to lift up the voice of warning. In 
the fields the farmers with their forks toss 
the new mown hay into the air that it may 
eure rapidly and sweetly. The housewife 
throws up the blinds that the air may be 
struck through and through with sunlight. 
Nor can there be any political platform that 
will not be the better for moral examination 
and testing. 

‘*In the olden times Jesus Christ thought 
that nothing was too secular for Sunday, 
and the things that men called secular he 
made sacred by taking them into his pulpit. 
Iie was pre#minently the preacher on the. 
everyday topics of the times. | 
“The events of the week furnish the 
theme and the thoughts for Sunday. Surely, 
nothing that God thinks is worth while to 
ordain as an event and to direct in the move- 
ment of nations through six days in the | 
week can possibly be beneath man’s thought 
and study for one hour of the seventh. 

**So long as men’s thoughts affect their

Dr. Willard Scott’s Opinion. 


Dr. Willard Scott of the South Congrega- 
tional Church, on Drexel boulevard, said: 

“I do not believé that a minister, merely 
Lecause he has a pulpit handy, shceuld run 
easily or hurriedly into the discussion of 

wiublic questions om’-which he is not an au- 
tnority. He. ought to eonfine himscif to the 
things he knows best, as any othe: crafts- 
man, and not vénture upon tinfamiliar topiés, 
at least until he has taken time to do it with 
intelligence and wisdom. But when great 
moral questions are before the public, as oc- 
casionally ‘happens, and ads is the case pre- 
eminently now, I believe he ought both to

‘for winning the sympathetic attention of 
tnose who differ from them on questions of 
the hour. Their sermons only damage the 
Cause they espouse. Such accomiptish more

Diagrams, the Other Using Blocks 
to Represent the Men on the Field— 


First Efforts Likely to Waste Ma-. 


terial in Useless Work—Twelfth 
Player Often Demanded by the Nov- 
ice in His Designs.

HE opinion prevails to a large extent 
that, in order.to construct successful 
movements or plays for a football 

team it is necessary to have a thorough 
knowledge of the game or to be specially 
: gifted by nature with an inventive mind. As 
a matter of fact neither of these is essential, 
end any one who has interest enough in the 
gubject to give the time needed may con- 
struct very successful plays, although not 
in any way himself an expert in the game of 


football. , 
Nor is it necessary that one should have 
actually played the gkme, although it is es- 
sential thathe should havea thorough know!l- 
edge of the rules and be reasonably familiar 
with the game itself as-it is played. This 
knowledge would naturally be the property 
of any one who wished to construct football 
plays, since interest in the subject might 
fairly be assumed to presuppose a knowledge 
of the game and at least a superficial knowl- 
edge of the rules. It.is only necessary to 
gtrengthen this superficial knowledge by 
constant reference as the work progresses. 
At the start it is a good plan to cut loose 
from old traditions, which are often false 
or misleading, arid from all impressions of 
existing plays. In other words, do not try 
to improve the old-time plays, but strikeout 
for yourself into new fields and endeavor to 
open up undiscovered channels along which 
operations may be successfully begun. Re- 
member that the game itself changes from 
year to year and the football player of half 
a dozen years ago, if he has not continued his 
getudy and interest, is quite behind the mod- 
ern game of today. 

Let us, in this chapter, speak directly to 
the reader who may wish to entcr this inter- 
esting field, and in order to make what we 
have to say more explicit, and, perhaps, 

- more interesting, let us address him in the 
gecond person as if we were face to face. 

The only idea which you need to havein 
you mind-is the single question of how to 
earry the ball through the opposing line 
under the necessary restrictions of the play- 
ing rules. Drop every other thought from 
your calculations and go ahead on this broad 
basis, and’: you may be surprised at the suc- 
cess of even your first crude efforts. 


Two Different Methods of Work. 


You have your choice of two different 
methods of work. Neithercan be claimed to 
be superior, and both may well be tried, with 
a view to adopting that method-which proves 
most succéssful for you. One method is to 
use merely pencil and paper; the other meth- 
od is to have small blocks, dice, or counters, 
representing the players themselves, and 
group them or move them about upon a table 
or slate, on which is drawn the plan of a 
football field. 

If the latter method is employed, be sure 
that the spaces upon the field are in the same 
relative scale as the size of your counters or 
men. In other words, the size of the whole 
working equipment of diagram and players 
should be in correct relative proportion 
throughout. This is important, and it will 
greatly handicap your efforts unless you 
start with this one point accurately deter- 
mined. Make the width of the field in the 
Game scale as the five-yard distances. Then 
calculate how many men are needed to 
stretch across the five-yard spaces, if they 
stand at the customary distance at which 

football players are separated. This will 
determine for you the proper size of your 
counter or block which represents a player. 

In the_use of these two methods, it is a 
g00d plan to use them alternately on the 
same play. In other words, having first 
constructed the play on paper, test its prac- 
ticability by placing it on the field according 
to your second method of work. A play will 
frequently not look on the correctly-scaled 
field as it does on the roughiy-drawn sheet. 


Errors to Be Avoided. 


Now that you have selected your method 
of work let us say a few words on the errors 
which you should avoid. Your first efforts 
will likely be wasteful of men. There are 
only eleven of them, as you will soon learn 
to your sorrow, for many a clever move will 
fail you for the lack of atwelfth man. At 
an early stage of your work you will dis- 
cover that it is an unwise policy to make 
“ bluffs” without the ball. In other words, 
the operations of sending two or three men 
on a “fake” dash toward the side lines, 
even though they make every appearance of 
having the ball, is expensive fooling. It 
may draw an end rusher down, but it proba- 
bly will not. You must make your bluffs 
with the ball—that is, generally speaking, let 
the ball go with the trick. A great deal of 
time may be spared by avoiding that fasci- 
nating, but fruitless, line of operations, 
Which always tempts the novice, in which 
& great demonstration is made in one 
diréction, while the ball, in the hands of a 

single runner, with perhaps one interferer, 
or aften with no interferers, is started in ex- 
actly the-.opposite direction. Rarely can 
such attempts be made without loss. 

A second tendency of your earlier efforts, 
against which you should guard yourself,

Securing the First Idea. 


The first thing to secure in constructing 
& football play is an idea or conception of 
the movement, which, let us hope, will be an 
original one. The best ideas will not, prob- 
ably, come to you when bending over your 
desk, They are far more likely to occur to 
you when walking in the street, or riding on 
the cars, provided your thought is upon the 
development of the game. The instant you 
have the idea, take pencil and paper and 
80 to work upon it without delay. Develop 
it fu'ly, and do this at the earliest possible 
Moment, before the train of thought has 
passed from your mind. If you have under 
‘fonsideration what you think is a correct 
Hew principle of attack, do not lose patience

Still Another Method. 


Another method of originating plays is to 
proceed along the following lines: Provide 
yourself with a collection of thin sticks or 
whittlings of some soft wood which will bear 
bending in various curves and to different 
angles. With these sticks you can obtain 
a good idea of the possible concentration of 
men for an attack at any point along the line. 
By laying the sticks down—a single stick 
accurately designating’ each man’s course 
or path, letting each stick start from his 
position in the lineup and ‘terminate at his 
position in the final movement—these sticks 
will then givé you-a graphic picture of the 
appearance of the movement at all stages. 
They will show you the route which each 
man travels and enable you to correct any 
possible interference of one man with an- 
other. They will give you a clear idea of the 
original lineup and another comprehensive 
view of the interference when it is fully 
formed around the runner. They will fur- 
ther help you to effect the right assignments 
of men for the different labors of the play, 
since the length ‘of the sticks shows the 
ground each man must cover to join the in- 
terference. Ina word, the use of these sticks 
materially assists in the proper “ timing ”’ 
of the play, and time is the most important 
factor in football operations. No man can 
be a successful football general who does 
not realize the value of the fraction of a sec- 
ond in all operations. The use of the sticks 
which we have just described will reveal the 
posa#ble danger which often arises from two 
players crossing each other’s tracks in reach- 
ing the interference. 

It is no drawback to a play, but rathera 
distinct advantage, to have the interference 
so carefully timed that the men shall cross 
each other’s tracks in what might appear lo 
the casual observer as & most reckless man- 
ner, but which practice will easily demon- 
strate to be an entirely safe movement if 
accurately timed at every point. It is such 
a movement which most confuses an op- 
ponent, for it is the perfection of accurate 
timing. Few mistakes can be made in con- 
structing football plays if the student will 
but insist upon the vital element of duration 
of time in every movement. 


Assigning the Men. 


When ‘the play has been succesfully con- 
ceived an important feature in the work of 
developing it is the assignment of the men 
for the particular labors of the play. These 
assignments will often be suggested by the 
peculiar ability of a certain player to doa 
certain part of the work. All care should be 
exercised, especially if the lineup is of a 
novel or unusual nature, to make,the assign- 
ments so that the lineup may be taken in 
the quickest possible time, and with the least 
confusion. It is always a drawback, and 
sometimes a sufficient condemnation of a 
play, if any appreciable moment of time is 
needed to take the lineup. Delays of this 
nature inevitably slow down the roi mg and 
this is always a disadvantage to th side 
which has the ball. 


points in football, to make a random ‘sketch 
on a slip of paper (often the back of an old 
envelope) and as soon as the consideration 
of the point is conclded, or the paper is cOvV- 
ered with the drawing, it is carelessly de- 
stroyed. This is a great mistake. Itis im- 
possible to foresee how much advantage 
may come to you through the ability to refer 
to a previous sketch, which, perhaps, at the 
the time you made it, seemed wholly imprac- 
ticable, but which, in-the light of more recent 
developments, takes on a new value, and is 
row of the greatest service to you. To in- 
sure the preservation in compact form of all 
these random sketches and studies, it is 
a. good plan to keep a scribbling book, in 
which shall be kept all the studies of the 
plays, detail drawings, random sketches, 
and casual memoranda of every sort, con- 
cerning football. Never use old scraps of 
paper! Lef everything be entered in the 
book. A very cheap blank book will answer 
all needs, so long as you adhere to the rule 
that every sketch or drawing shall be thus 
preserved, whether it seems of any value 
at the time or not. 

Sequences from One Lineup. 


It is a safe rule that plays are doubly val- 
uable when more than one play is construct- 
ei from a single lineup. It is, therefore, an 
excellent plan to always builda second play; 
which may actasa foil to the first movement, 
both movements starting. from the same 
lineup. If the first movement is a deceptive 
one, the second movement may be the cor- 
respondingly natural tendency of opera- 
tions. If both are played.with equal skill, 
each helps the other. Until they are both 
fairly familiar the opponents will have great 
difficulty in knowing which movement 1s 
coming. These two movements taken ‘.0- 
gether constitute what is known as a series 
of plays. Series of plays of this nature 
(each play starting from the same lineup) 
are used by every college team. The averagé 
number of plays in a series ts four, but many 
have six or seven plays, and some have been 
known which had as many as twelve. An 
added value in the use of series plays is 
found in the fact that the team avoid the 
necessity where substitutes are calJjed upon 
during a game. Jt is a good plan, therefore, 
in building plays to group them, as far as 
possible, into series. If two separate plays 
have been invented itis often possible to har- 
monize the two so that they may both be 
brought off from a common lineup. 

It is difficult to lay too much emphasis 
uron the disadvantage to the opponents 
when the second play of a series is tried, the 
first having already become tolerablv fa- 
miliar through repeated use. It is probable 
that the first play will tbe the natural 
tendency or operation of the lineup, while 
the second play will be the strategic or de- 
ceptive operation. When this second play 
transpires it is a strong temptation to the 
average player who is opposing the play to 
“play for the trick.” By this phrase 1s 
meant to play in a purely mechanical way 
upon the assumed familiarity with the 
earlier operations of the opponents. This 
tendency of a football player to go against 
his training, and to rely too much on his judg- 
ment, is always strong, and it is this weak- 
ness which is taken advantage of when 
plays are grouped in one series with a uni- 
versal lineup. In proportion as football play- 
ers are taught to follow the ball, this danger- 
ous tendency is less apparent. 

Important Questions That Arise. 
Several interesting questions will suggest 
themselves at an early stage of the work— 
questions as to the easiest and hardest points 
in the line to assail; as to the value of an 
extra man in the interference, who may 
tend to slow it down, or.to prevent its form- 
ing and getting away as quickly as it might 
do if he were not of its number; questions 
as to the relative merits of a play con- 
structed with an evenly balanced lineup on 
each side of the center, as opposed to a 
play witha one-sided lineup, which leaves 
nd reasonable doubt) in the minds of the 
opponents as to which side of the center 
is to be attacked, and many questions of a 
similar nature. In general it may be said 
that the easiest point in the line to assail 
is the tackle-guard hole; the most difficult 
is a run around the end. In developing a 
round-the-end play, béar in mind that the 
first and most vital matter is that the run- 
ner shall get away quickly. It is not too 
much to say that a play which gets the 
runner started instantly, with comparatively 
small interference, is.always preferable to 
a play which carries ajmuch more formidable 
interference, but wastes an appreciable in- 
terval of time in its formation. 

We have already mentioned that the easi- 
est point in the line to assail is the tackle- 
guard hole. It is also in many respects the 
most profitable; it is certainly the point at 
which the majority of plays is directed.

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When on the Offensive. - 


In the construction of all plays it may be 
set down as a safe rule that exchanges on 
the offensive are always wise. For example, 
if by sending one of your men twelve yards 
back, with the evident intention of ordering 
a punt, you can induce your opponents to 
send an extra back up the field to receive 
the expected kick, it is always a wise ex- 
change to make. Your own back can then, 
by starting quickly, be of some possible use 
in the play, and certainly join the secondary 
interference, while your opponent who has 
gone up the fleld will be of absolutely no 
service in the defense until the line has been 
pierced and valuable ground has been 
gained. | 

On the same principle, if it were possible 
for an end acting on the offensive to draw 
his opponent out across the field and away 
from the immediate scene of action, it would 
be good policy for him to do this, since the 
value of men, numerically, is greater on the 
defensive than on the offensive. This point 
will be found more fully discussed in another 
chapter, , 

Wher a play has a one-sided lineup, or, in 
other words, when your men are massed in 
large numbers cn one side of the center, it 
follows, as a matter of course, that yop will 
take an entirely different attitude toward 
such a play, and that your work will be less 
hampered, since it is perfectly clear to the 
opponents on which side of the center the 
attack {8 to be made. There is much to be 
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said in favor of one-sided lineups, for how- 
ever great the concentration of the attack 
may be on one side of the center, it is un- 
usual for an opposing Captain to call over 
an end or a tackle from one side of the line 
to the other to meet an unexpected concen- 
tration. Of course, if the lineup is in close 
proximity to the side line the opposing Cap- 
tain would be justified in transferring a man 
from the short side to the long side of the 
field, in view of the limited width of territory 
to be covered in one direction, and the great 
danger of operations in the other dfrection 
by reasom of the wide Stretch of territory 
in which those operations may be conducted. 
But at all other times the line will practi- 
cally remain the same, however great the 
concentration may be upon one side, and 
this is a great advantage in favor of the one- 
sided lineup. Naturally the rush line backs 
will move over a trifle toward the stronger 
side, but this is only the’ secondary line 
of defense, and it is much more than 
compensated for by the requisitions which

One other profitable direction for strategy 
is to make use of a familiar procedure in an 
unfamiliar way.

But the consumer 
has to pay no more for a giass of beer tnan 
he used to. The increase in net revenue of 
$3,200,000 has not come out of the consumers. 
It has come partly out of the excessive 
profits. of the retailers, and it represents in 
part the economics effected by carrying 
on the liquor business with a much smailer 
number of saloons. Less rent had to be 
paid and fewer men had to be employed. 


BLESSINGS OF GOLD RESUMPTION. 

The specie resumption act, which went 
into full effect at the beginning of 1879, 
wis a declaration on the part of the Repub- 
lican party that the wages of iabor in this 
country should be paid in gold or its equiv- 
alent. The happy accident of 1873 removed 
what would have been an insuperable ob- 
stacle to gold resumption—the free coinage 
silver dollar. 

Thanks to accidental and intentional Re- 
publican legislation, the country has been 
on the gold basis since 1878. Have the 
working classes been injured -or benefited 
thereby? Should they thank the Repub- 
lican party for what it has done in the past 
and vote for its candidates now, or should 
they vote for Bryan and seek to undo the 
work of the Republican party ?. 

The workingman desires two things, One 
of them is that the number of dollars which 
he receives for a day’s or a week’s work 
shall be increased from time to time. The 
other is that the purchasing power of the 
dollar shall be increasing gradually, so that 
even if the wage scale does not advance he 
is better off. 

The gold standard has given all who sell 
services for money the first of these desires. 
Gold, as measured by human labor, has de- 
preciated in- value, and all toilers get more 
of it for an hcur’s or a day’s labor than in 
1873. 

Specie payments on a gold basis were re- 
sumed on Jan. 1, 1879, and since that time 
wages and salaries have risen and not de- 
clined. In 1880, the year in which the gold 
standard became supreme, the number of 
employés in manufacturing establishments 
of the United States, men, women, and 
youths, was 2,732,595 and the aggregate of 
their wages was $947,953,795, or alraverage 
of $324. 

In 1890, after a decade of the gold stand- 
ard, the number of wageworkers was 4,712,- 
622 and their aggregate earnings were 
$3,283,216,529, an average of $488 per 
capita. Here was an increase of nearly 50 
per cent under the gold standard, which Mr. 
Bryan says “ both lessens the amount and 
threatens the permanence” of the wages of 
workingmen! 

In further refutation of Mr. Bry an’s state- 
ment can be urged the figures reported by 
the committee of the Senate which in 1894 
investigated tae subject of wages and prices. 
Senator Aldrich was Chairman, and in his 
report he said that “ in twenty-one selected 
industries wages were in money 40 per cent 
higher in 1880 than in 1860, and 60 per cent 
higher in 1891 than 1860, while the prices of 
staple articles had fallen between 1880 and 
1890 in some instances one-third.” . The 
facts show, therefore, that Mr. Bryan was 
nearly exactly wrong, and that his conten- 
tion is false and delusive and should be se- 
verely exposed. 

That the wageworkers of this country 
have been thus blessed every old or middle- 
aged man in this country knows. There is 
not one of them who cannot recall the days 
of his youth, before the war, when the 
wages were much lower than they are now 
and the hours of work were longer, while 
pay then, as now, was in gold value mnoney. 

But it is not necessary to depend on per- 
sonal recollections. The report of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Wages and Prices gives 
detailed figures, the accuracy of which no 
one has ever questioned.

But while gold has Mebreciated as com- 
pared with human labor, it has appreciated 
as compared with commodities. So the 
wage-earner has his second desire. Each 
dollar paid him now buys far more than a 
dollar did in 1873. 

There has been a general fall of prices due 
to the reduced cost of production. New ma- 
chines, chemical discoveries, improved 
transportation facilities, and better meth- 
ods of transacting business have brought 
down the price of commodities. The stop- 
page of the coinage of silver had nothing to 
do with it. 

It is difficult to mention any branch of 
production which does not turn out more 
commodities per hour or day of labor than 
in 1873. The human effort has been re- 
duced by more than one-half in the produc- 
tion of many articles. In many branches 
of trade one man, aided by automatic ma- 
chines, can turn out a greater quantity of 
things inadaythanten men could do in 1873. 
Compare the present prices and effective- 
ness of farm implements and machines 
with those before the “ crime of ’73,”’ and 
the inquirer will be astonished at thé econ- 
omy of labor that has been achieved and the 
saving of price to the farmers which has 
taken place during these twenty-three years 
by, means of the remarkable success of in- 
ventors. This is the key that unlocks the 
mystery, that enables the bullion in a gold 
dollar to buy now twice as much of many 
necessaries and comforts.of life which Bry- 
an asserted to be the case as in 1S73. And 
the cause of the cheapness of things is thus. 
disclosed. 

The results have vindicated the Rend. 
lican policy of resumption on the gold stand- 
ard and the payment of wages in gold. The 

“ toiling masses ” receive More gold than in 
1873, and each grain of gold buys for them 
mere of the comforts and necessaries of 
life than it did then. 

Nor have they been the only beneficiaries 
of this wise Republican policy. Every inter- 
est in the community has been the gainer. 
Manufacturers, merchants, whether whole- 
salers or retailers, the transportation com- 
panies, and the farmers have prospered be- 
cause business has been carried on with a 
stable instead of a fluetuating currency: 

When borrowing or lending, when buying 
or selling on time, they were not disturbed 
until the silver agitation got so violent re- 
cently with doubts as to the value of the cir- 
culating medium. They had no apprehen- 
sions of a shrinkage in its purchasing power.

WAITING FOR BRYAN’S DEFEAT. 

The business interests of this country feel 
much’ mére confident of ‘the futuré than 
they did-twe months ago, but they have not 
as yet that absolute confidence which ban- 
ishes all fear. They move hesitatingly for- 
ward a little ways, and then draw back 
again. 

The market advances and then retreats. 
Cotton gains, and then loses a little. So 
does wheat. So do the iron, textile, and 
other industries. Manifestly there is to be 
no decided improvement during this month, 
or until Bryan has been snowed under ! 
a storm of ballots. 

The present condition is peculiarly ex- 
asperating when one thinks how different 
the state of affairs would have been but for 
the free silver cranks .and crooks. 

A year ago there were positive, marked 
symptoms of the advent of better times. 
Mills and factories were reopening. Con- 
sumption was increasing. Prices were ad- 
vancing. ‘The managers of business enter- 
prises saw a profit in borrowing and using 
money. Banks began to feel safe in lend- 
ing. Credit was reviving, because confi- 
dence was being restored. 

It was known there was to be a Presi- 
dential election the following year, but al- 
most every body supposed the tariff would be 
the only issue, and that the Democrats 
would take the same ground on the mone- 
tary question that they did in 1892 when 
they were for sound money. It was known 
that the Republican party would be for 
honest money. 

But the free silver agitators blighted this 
reviving confidence. They began their 
campaign for the capture of the Democratic 
party. As they were victorious in State 
after State the alarm of business-men in- 
creased, 

Finally, last July, they saw one of the 
great historic parties of the United States 
led captive by a set of fanatics and would-be 
robbers. They saw that party pledging 
itself to the debasement of the eurrency and 
the semi-confiscation of debts, to the degra- 
dation of the Supreme Court, and to the up- 
holding of lawlessness and the non-enforce- 
ment of the laws. 

Had the business world been convinced 
then or at any subsequent time that a candi- 
date running on such an anarchical plat- 
form was sure of election there would have 
been a panic in comparison with which the 
present state of affairs would be prosperity. 

But while the men of affairs did not deem 
Bryan’s success inevitable, they thought it 
possible, and they showed it by their con- 
duct. When they felt a little less certain of 
Mr. McKinley’s election the volume of busi- 
ness slackened. When they felt more cou- 
fident it increased. There has been a see- 
saw for four months. 

Thus will it be until the 4th of November. 
If Bryan is defeated then confidence will re- 
vive forthwith. But to make that revival 
complete Bryan must not merely be de- 
feated, but he and the bad cause he repre- 
sents must be trampled in the dust. Un- 
less the honest money victory is a sweeping 
one the battle will have to be fought over 
again at the Congressional elections of 
18908 and the Presidential election of 1900. 

The free silver heresy must be obliterated 
next month or there will not be a complete 
return of confidence and of prosperity.

one of the most cogent, logicai, and forcible 
exposés of the free silver vagary which has 
thus far appeared in the present campaign.

Today the im- 
mense increase in the silver mine output of 
the world has depreciated it about 50 cents. 
The fortunate change of 1873 involved no 
oppression or dishonesty. The proposed 
change of 1896 is self-admitted repudiation. 
Again, in 1873 there were only 8,000,000 
silver dollars in use, while now we have 
more than 438,000,000 legal tender on 
dollars in circulation. ’

The nominations for Electors and the 
State ticket made by the sound money Dem- 
ocrats of Illinois have been filed with the 
Secretary of State, accompanied by the 
petitions, regularly and legally drawn up 
and signed by 30,000 citizens.

INFLUENCE OF WILLIAM MORRIS. 

'The world is never ready to lose a man 
who has added to its beauty in any form, 
but the death of William Morris iu the 
midst of his multitadinous activities is more 
than usually unexpected. How numerous 
were the lines in which he had more or less 
influence upon the art of his age may be 
seen by a glance at the subtitles men attach 
to his name—poet, artist, designer, novel- 
ist, translator, scholar, printer, Socialist. 
The tremendous activity of the man is at- 
tested by the mere fact of his having made 
a visible mark in so many lines. Ile might 
have been eminent in any one if he had con- 
fined himself to it, but the edllective infilu- 
ence of all his work is none the less import- 
ant and lasting. 


William Morris, in all his changing enter- | 


prises, was always and preémirently an 
urtist. Art was throughout his life both the 
lodestar and the motive power of his work. 
Even his laiter day hobby of socialism was 
but a form of the mystical search for the 
ideal that forever drove him on. In his 
poetry, his ‘fiction, and his labor refprms 
alike it was ‘the idealist and the visionary 
that spoke. Hle was utterly incapable of 
the straight-eutting logic of a practical 
treatise, But he was a masterly mosaic- 
worker in moonbeams. 

The influence of such an eager, artistic 
soul, especially when guided by 9 humane 
heart; is likely to be underestimated by a 
practical age. And yet William Morris 
has had a decided and very practical effect 
upon the art of his times. No man of this 
veneration has done more for the beautify- 
ing of English homes and the consequent 
uplifting of the thoughts of the common 
people. And at the present moment there 
are forces at work in the United States that 
bid fair to perpetuate the artistic book- 
making ideas of his pet hobby, the Kelms- 
cott press. But most of all, perhaps, will 
the hallmark of William Morris’ genius 
endure in our decorative art. 

It is now a third of a century since he and 
Walter Crane inaugurated that remarkable 
renaissance in wall-paper designs which 
overspread England in the’ sixties and 
reached America at the time of the Centen- 
nial Exposition. Our decorative art has 
ever lost the impetus it gained at that time. 
One night be puzzled to place his finger upon 
any definite wall or ceiling or tiled floor in 
Chicago and say, This is the fruit of Will- 
iam Morris’ art. And yet such fruits exist 
cvery where. 

Of the mystical and fanciful tales of the 
lund of Nowhere which came from the pen 
of William Morris probably none will long 
eurvive. And the same might, perhaps, be 
said of his poems, with the possible excep- 
tion of “ The Life and Death of Jason.” 
And yet, before these go out they will leave 
the same subtle and imperishable sort of 
legacy left by his decorative work. There 
is in them the Greek thought, the worship 
of the beautiful—hazy and transient, it is 
true, but none the less of indestructible es- 
sence. ; 

But whom have we now that can ade- 
quately handle and perpetuate that unique 
nd often exquisite imitation of old Saxon 
spcech in which Mr. Morris has embalmed 
so many of his stories and medieval trans- 
Intions? Certainly none can wield it with 
the art he displayed in its use, and yet it de- 
serves to be preserved. It is at least a 
scurce of comfort to his admirers to know 
that Mr. Morris had finished all prepara- 
tions for a complete and accessible edition 


of his works—works which he too long kept’ 


away from the general reading world by 


printing them in limited editions, acc esaible | 


only to millionairés. 

If it be true, as we love to believe, that 
nothing good or beautiful ever who ly dies, 
the immortal part of the work of William 
Morris will be seen to grow greater with the 
years. ‘ —

To produce the fibers he used a little cross- 
bow wherewith he discharged alight arrow 
which had been previously attached to the 
melted quartz. As the arrow flew through 
the air it drew out behind it a filament of 
the fused mineral. In this way Prof. Boys 
succeeded in obtaining’ fibers possessing 
more tenuity and delicacy than had ever 
been before attained by human art with any 
material whatever. . The fibers of quartz 
produced in each discharge of the arrow are 
about forty or fifty feet long. They are re- 
markably uniform in diameter, and the 
Strength of these fibers, due allowance be- 
ing of course made for their dimensions, is 
truly astonishing. Drawn quartz thus ap- 
pears to have a tenacity not less than that 
of ordinary steel, f 


Minuteness of the Fiber. 


The thickness of a@ fiber of silk as wound 
from the cocoon is about one-five-thou- 
sandth of an inch.

Many illustrations might be given of 
significance of molecules in eunieagion ihe 
the visible operations of nature. Let us 
take, for instance, the Supreme beneficence 
of the sun itself. We shall, I think, be able 
to demonstrate that we are indebted to the 
smaliest material objects for conferring on 
the Sun its ability to send us light and heat. 
We receive the solar radjation in the form of 
waves transmitted through that mysterious 
fluid—the.ether—which seems to fill all space. 
The vibrations of the ether enter the eye 
and, falling on the retina, produce the sen- 
sation of light. These waves start from the 
sun and they have there heen endowed with 
the energy which is to carry them across the 
3,000,000 miles which separate the earth 
from the great luminary. If we inquire into 
the actual méthod by which the necessary 
Waves seem to have been imparted to the 
ether we shall soon learn the extent to which 
we are indebted to the movements which 
take place within the atoms. The sun is at 
& temperature so high that, in its outer 
regions at all events, it is actually in a gas- 
eous State. The molecules of these gases 
are continually dashing about with speed 
corresponding to the exalted temperature 
which they possess. It must be understood 
that although an atom is so minute an ob- 
ject it is still, in some cases at all events, 
of a highly eomplex character. Fortions of 
an atom are found to be free to move rela- 
tively to other portions, so that;in conse- 
quence of the collisions with which one atom 


strikes against another vibrations in the’ 


several parts are kept up. The atoms may 
be said to quiver under the influence of the 
repeated shocks which they receive just as 
elastic bodies would do. Indeed, it would 
seem that the most perfect type of an elas- 
tic body may be illustrated by the deport- 
ment of these little atoms. The rapidity of 
their vibrations differs somewhat for mole- 
cules of different substances. The molecules 
have, it would seem, the power of transfer- 
ring part of the energy of their vibrations 
to the ether, and thus of originating waves 
which speed on their way to the earth to be 
interpreted by us either as light or as 
warmth, according to the senses to which 
they make their appeal. Though the inter- 
nal energies of the atoms ever tend to be re- 


duced in the process of giving rise to vibra- 


tions in the ether, yet those energies are 
ever and anon recuperated by the fact that 
as the atoms are dashing about they come 
into collision with other atoms. In conse- 
quence of these collisions part of the energy 
which is due to the translation of the mole- 
cule as a whole is transmitted into that in- 


terhal energy due to the motion of the parts.

Different Ethereal Waves. 

Such is an outline of the physical cause of 
those wondrous natural phenomena, the ra- 
diation of heai and light. When we come to 
examine into the details of the subject mul- 


| titudes of interesting points arise which are 


connected with some of the most remark- 
able developments of modern science. Let 
us take, for instance, one of the most im- 
portant elements—namely: hydrogen, that 
zas which we know so wellon this earth, and 
one which is diffused far and wide through- 
out the universe. The sun, like many other 
celestial bodies, contains large quantities of 
hydrogen, and its atoms are of course vi- 
brating in the way that I have suggested. 
But these vibrations are known to beof a 
manifold character. . They do not all seem 
to be performed in the same time, and con- 
sequently the undulations through the 
ether which are originated by the molecular 
vibrations of hydrogen. are not all of one 
type. There are a large number of quite 
distinct ethereal waves produced by the 
hydrogen molecules. In /jthe ordinary way 
in which these waves are received by our 
eyes we have no means of discriminating be- 
tween them. Modern science has, however, 
at its disposal a beautiful instrument called 
the spectroscope, which enables us to take 
a complex bundle of ethereal waves and, so 
to speak, to sort them out into their differ- 
ent types.—New York Sun,

LINCOLN’S ESCORT AT KNOXVILLE. 


In Knoxville early that morning delega- 
tions from half a dozen townships gathered. 
Mr. Lincoln, who took a seatin Mayor He- 
bard’s buggy, was assigned a place in the 
long procession. The start was then made 
for Galesburg, Mr. Lincoln on the way’ over 
stopping to visit Mr. and Mrs.. Isaac Gulli- 
her, whom he had known in his New Salem 
days, and who were delighted to be thus re- 
membered by him. Near Galesburg the 
Knoxville procession was met by one from 
the city, headed by 100 women on horseback, 
accompanied each by a man, also on horse- 
back. Next were three companies of sol- 
diers and then a great concourse of citizens 
on foot, in wagons, and on horseback. Mr. 
Lincoln was transferred from the buggy to 
a’ wagon that was filled with rails, typify- 
ing his career as a railsplitter, and in this 
made the journey into town. 

The whole distance a grand reception was 
accorded him. He was. taken to the home of 
the Hon. Henry R. Sanderson. On reaching 
there a farmal and eloquent address of wel- 
come was extended him in behalf of the peo- 
pie of Galesburg by the Hon. Thomas G. 
Frost. The address in itself. was an effort 
full of inspiration and teeming with patrioi- 
ism. Even as a precursor of the great 
speeches which were to follow it was lis- 
tened to by the people with breathless inter- 
est and carried for the time their thoughts 
away from the great debate which they were 
to hear, While the great speeches by Lin- 
coln and Douglas have been remembered 
and are now matters of history, the speech 
by Mr. Frost has been singularly kept from 
public view. As an index of the political 
situation at the time and as a measure by 
which the temper of the people at that hour 
may be known it is ane and its repro- 
duction at the celebraffon Oct. 7 will be an 
important feature of the ceremonies. The 


address was as follows: 


MR. FROST’S ELOQUENT ADDRESS. 


‘Mr. Lincoln—Sir: It becomes my pleas- 
ing duty on this occasion, in behalf of the 
citizens ef this place, and especially of that 
large portion of them whose political sen- 
timents correspond with your own, to tender 
to you at this time their cordial and hearty 
greeting, and in doing this it is impossible 
that they should be unmindful of the cir- 
cumstances under which we have met or of 
the causes which have brought us together. 
While we would give a free and suitable ex- 
pression of our sentiments of personal es- 
teem, we deem it proper at this time to take 
this public opportunity to recognize the posi- 
tion you occupy as the chosen champion:of 
the Republican hosts of this State in the 


great contest upon which we have entered. 


While we would avoid all that fulsome adula- 
tion which high public standing and official 
position are too apt to call forth, and which 
is so distasteful to your feelings and so 
foreign to your character, we cannot, if we 


would, conceal the intense satisfaction we 
have experienced as we have witnessed the

The Hon. James Knox was Chairman of 
the day. On the platform were seated a 
number of the more prominent Democratic 
and Republican politicians of the day. In 
the audience were many who afterward 
gained more than a local reputation. 


IT WAS A MEMORABLE DEBATE. | 


The debate was opened by Douglas, who 
spoke for an hour. Mr. Lincoln followed 
with a reply an hour and a half in length. 
Mr. Dougias’ rejoinder consumed half an 
hour. 

The debate itself has been preserved and is 
a matter of history. Mr. Lincoln, such is 
the conourrent testimony of many wit- 
nesses, seemed to be in the better physical 
condition. His voice was clear, penetrat- 
ing, musical. It is the judgment of some of 
the best informed of those who heard the 
two men that Lincoln came off the winner. 
The moral advantage was on his side and he 


pressed it home with tremendous earnest- 


ness. He put Douglas in the attitude of one 
who proposed to perpetuate slavery. The 
Republicans were the more enthusiastic. 
They seemed to feel that theirs was the cause 
of justice and not of expediency. They were 
in hearty sympathy with Mr. Lincoln. They 
cheered his keen irony, they laughed at his 
wit, they enjoyed his exposure of Douglas 
bogus resolutions, they appreciated his mas- 
terly reply to Douglas’ careless statement 
that he did not care whether slavery was 
voted up or down. Lincoln that day was 
good-natured. Through all tHe trying 
scenes he maintained his equipoise. He 
geemed to have the strength of a man im- 
bued with a great moral purpose and confi- 
dent of victory. His sentences rang to the 
farthest part of the crowd and carried con- 


viction. 


DEFECTS OF DOUGLAS’ SPEECH. | 


Douglas, on the other hand, from the start 


was inclined to be personal. The reading 


of his speech this day shows it. It was a 
clever, powerful, plausible argument, de- 
signed to make Mr. Lincoln out as inconsist- 
ent and as artful. There were in it passages 
of great power and of cloquence. Still it 
failed of the desired effect. Mr. Douglas’ 
voice was hoarse, which, with its natural 
deepness, made the articulation quite in- 
distinct. His utterance was so slow and 
measured that it was irritating to many, and 
was made the subject of ridicule by the 
Knoxville Republican. He was labored. 
Not until he answered Lincoln did he seem 


to realize that he had fallen short. His man- — 


ner then approached vehemence. No little 
excitement was created in the crowd by his 
indirectly asking Mr. Lincoln ff he desired 
to push the resolution matter “ to the point 
of personal difficulties here,”” As he said 
this he was close to Mr. Lincoln an@ he was 
shaking his clenched hand close to Mr. Lin- 
coln’s face.

LINCOLN’S COMMENT ON CAMPAIGN. 


Letter Written to Burton C. Cook Made 
Public for the First Time.

Particularly interesting at this time is a 
letter written by Lincoln a short time be- 
fore Ris famous debate with Douglas at 
Galesburg, which has just come to light and 
which is reproduced for the first time in 
Tre TRIBUNE. The letter was written Aug. 
©1858, two days after the negotiations for 
the Lincoln-Douglas debate were closed. 
The text is as follows: 

Springfield, Ill., Aug. 2, 1858.—Hon. B. C. 
Cook~—My Dear Sir: I have a letter from 
a very true friend and intelligent man in- 
sisting that there is a plan on foot in La 
Salle apd Bureau to-run Douglas Republic- 
ans. for Congress and for the Legisiature 
in. those counties, if they can only get the 
encouragement of our folks, nominating 
pretty extreme Abolifionists. It is thought 

¢hat they will do nothing if our folks nomi- 
mate men who are not very obnoxious to 
the charge of abolitionism. Please have 
your eye upon this. Signs are looking pretty 
fair. Yours very truly, A. LINCOLN.”’ 

As indicated by the text of the letter, it 
was written at the time when Lincoln was 
a candidate for Senator to succeed Douglas, 
end also at a time when many combinations 
were being formed in Illinois. 

Burton C. Cook, to whom the letter was 
‘\eddressed, was one of the prominent poli- 
ficians of the day in Illinois, as well as one 
«ef the stanchest friends of Abraham Lin- 
coln. The letter ‘was undoubtedly brought 
out by the rumors of the position of Greeley, 
Crittenden of Kentucky and other national 
men who were said to be favoring the re- 
election of Douglas. The letter was for 
many years kept in the family of Mr. Cook 
at Evanston, and it was only recently that 
it was brought to view. 

Last week it came to the eye of F. M. 
Morris in the most unexpected manner. He 
<liscovered it hidden away in a pile of old 
looks purchased during the week, and with 
it were two other Lincoln letters, also un- 
jublished. These were of a personal nature, 
iowever. Mr. Morris secured all three of 
the original autograph letters. 


-WALK IN THE LIME LIGHT'S GLARE. 


Night Pedestrians Down-Town Made 
Uncomfortably Conspicuous by an 
_ Unusual Method of Advertising.

A position under the lime light is an envi- 

‘able thing from a professional point of view. 
_ At least this is the statement made by those 
of extended acquaintance among the noble 
fraternity of actors. How such a position 
suits the citizen of a retiring disposition is 
not so certain, but no matter how retiring he 
may be or how loath to intrude his per- 
sonality upon the public in general, he is 
having a chance to find out. 

The chance comes through the advertising 
methods of a down-town theater, the man- 
agement of which finds in the combination 
of night and a calcium light a means of at- 
tracting attention. When darkness has set- 
tled over the city and the street lamps begin 
. to twinkle on the corners the calcium light 

appears. It is accompanied by a man—not 

a particularly obnoxious man in appearance, 
but rather an everyday, or perhaps every- 
night looking man. He takes his place on a 
little stand above the entrance to the thea- 
‘ter and settles himself comfortably. He has 
a chair and a newspaper, and he prepares 
himself for a night of combined business 
and pleasure. The lime light is arranged on 
the searchlight principle. It can be turned 
in any direction so as to throw its rays to 
the right or left along the street or up and

down the fronts of the buildings across the 
way. When the man has assumed his posi- 
tion the enjoyment begins. 

_ Over the edge of his paper the man keeps 
an eye on proceedings in the street below. 
Incidentally and casually he also keeps the 
light on them. The paper receives but half 
his attention, for there is pleasure to be 
derived from other sources. 

The light, under the man’s practical hand, 
travels slowly back and forth along the 
sidewalk on the opposite side of the street. 
It lights up a few passers-by, but they are 
uninteresting people and not worthy at- 
tention. Besides, they do not seem to mind 
it. Suddenly it fails on a scene of another 
sort. An inebriated gentleman, a trifie the 
worse for recent wear and tear, is leaning 
against a post. The light settles on him and 
remains there. The inebriated gentleman is 
bothered by the occurrence because his chief 
desire is to reach home as quietly and un- 
obstrepérously as possible. Therefore he 
immediately leaves the obliging post and 
meanders slowly down the street. His 
course is somewhat erratic, but {t would 
soon carry him out of the light under ordi- 
nary circumstances. However, it does not, 
‘for the light follows him. 

That conduct such as that of the man with 
the light has been declared a misdemeanor 
by the courts makes no difference. As the 
inan with the light probably remarks to 
himself:

Apparently the odds are nothing, for the 
light goes on. It does not always pick out

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| SPEAKS IN GULD'S FAVOR. 


ARGUMENT OF MR. LAUGHLIN’S HIS- 
TORY OF BIMETALLISM HERE. 


Review of the New Edition of the Work 
~—Proves That Breach Betweer Gold 
and Silver in 1873 Was Owing to 
Fundamental Virtues of the For- 
mer—Points Out Popular Ignorance 
on Questions Involved—Its Plea for 
Gold. 


HOSE who take an interest in the main 

political issues of the day will receive 

with welcome a new edition of Mr. 

Laughlin’s well-known work upon bi- 
metallism in this country. The prosperity 
of the United States is so closely connected 
with its financial policy that a knowledge 
of the money question in the past is natur- 
ally of the utmost importance to those who 
have the guidance of affairs at the present 
time; and yet, if the campaign of the last 
two months has proved anything at all it 
is that there is a woeful ignorance of finan- 
cial history among the masses of the people, 
for which reason it may be permissible to 
call attention to a book which has for ten 
years stood the test of criticism and has now 
been completed by additions which bring the 
review of our experiments in finance up to 
the present year of grace. With regard to 
the new matter in the present edition it may 
be said at the outset that while the author 
has exhibited the same clearness of lan- 
guage and thought which marked the orig- 
inal work he has been unable in the space at 
his command to treat the period from 1885 
to 1896 with thd fullness that might be de- 
sired; yet the book as a whole deals with one 
or two points in the controversy in a way 
which ought to be conclusive to the most 
prejudiced mind. 

It was the author’s object to prove to the 
world in 1885 that the widening of the breach 
between silver and gold which took place 
after 1873 was not due to any ephemeral 
fluctuations of value, nor to a fancied appre- 
ciation of gold, nor to the demonetizatiow# 
of silver by Germany in that year, nor, in 
fact, to any passing phase of the situation, 
but to a mdvement which was far more 
fundamental and permanent. The civilized 
world had at last been awakened to the fact 
that gold was the better medium of exchange 
for nations engaged in wide commercial 
dealings, owing to its greater stability and 
its smaller bulk. Its greater stability may 
or may not be a matter of assumption; the 
question is of no importance as long as the 
assumption, if such it be, is prevalent in the 
world. The superiority of gold hardly needs 
demonstration. For the purposes of retail 
trade the cheaper metal is, of course, neces- 
sary, but for large transactions there can 
be absolutely no doubt as which.is the 
more convenient. To use Mr. Laughlin’s 
simile, the preference for gold is exactly like 
the preference for railway transit over the 
road coach—when once the greater conven- 
ience of the former has been brought home 
to the intelligence of mankind the coach is 


transportation except for subsidiary pur- 
poses. 
Silwer’s Decline in Value. 


But the mere desire for gold as a medium 
of exchange could not have brought about 
its introduction into the currency of the 
world unless there had beén énough of the 
precious metal to do the work—that is to 
say, any attempt to secure a gold currency 
on the part of all the European nations be- 
fore 1850 must have resulted in a great 
appreciation of the yellow metal. The sec- 
ond half of the century, however, opened 
with such an enormous production of gold 
that the opportunity soon arose for the 
introduction of the gold standard, with the 
consequetice that the demand increased 
along with the supply,.and nation after na- 
tion hastened to approximate the coveted 
gold basis. No clearer proof could -pos- 
sibly be adduced of the fact that the value 
of the precious metals depends entirely 
upon the laws of demand and supply. In 
spite of the vast output of tne mines gold 
only depreciated slightly in value, on ac- 
eount of the desfre expressed by the differ- 
ent nations to possess it. Silver, on the 
other hand, remained more ‘or less station- 
ary, because as quickly as it was rejected 
by Europe it was poured into India and the 
East in general. Accordingly, the ratio be- 
tween the two metals remained stationary, 
in spite of the excessive increase in the 
supply of gold. The fluctuation, however, 
eegan when the demand for gold became 
nore pronounced, and the insatiable maw 
sf India failead to devour all the silver 
which was thrown upon the market. Ger- 


| many went finally upon a gold basis in 1873, 


and began selling silver; she was followed 
by Norway and Sweden. France and the 
Latin Union, too late to redeem their silver 
without tremendous loss, were yet com- 
pelled to close their mints, at first tem- 
porarily, and afterwards permanently. 
This country had already in 1853 restricted 
the legal tender of silver, so that by 1876 
the effect upon the market value of silver 
bullion was easily perceived. In spite of 
the efforts of silver men in this country, in 
spite of the Latin Union, in spite of every- 
thing that could be said or done to save the 
dual standard, silver was practically de- 
monetized: so that by 1876 we have the 
curious spectacle of gold rising in value 
with respect to silver, or silver falling in 
value with respect to gold, whichever form 
of expression is preferred, at the very time 
when the production of the gold metal was 
greater and that of silver was smaller than 
they had ever been before. 


Author’s Theory Borne Out. 


This is the state of things which existed 
in 1885 when Mr. Laughlin issued the first 
edition of his work. It is remarkable how 
subsequent history has borne out his theory. 
Not only have the nations of the Latin Un- 
jon continued to hold to their gold and con- 
tinued to bar the free coinage of silver, 
but Holland and Austria have followed Ger- 
many’s example and have taken ad- 
vantage of the large quantity of gold in the 
world to use it as the basis of their cur- 
rencies. Even India, the silver receptacle 
for the West, at length closed its mints in 
order if possible to raise the price of the 


‘rupee to 1s dd. The attempt failed, but it 


at all events evidenced a desire to reach in 
time a gold basis as soon as the resources of 
the country could stand the strain of a 
gold purchage. At length the full effect of 
the demonetization of silver began to. be 
felt, and the causes which Mr. Laughlin saw 
clearly at work in 1885- produced in the 
course of the next ten years the’ most as- 
tonishing decline in the price of silver that 
the world has ever seen. There can be no 
possible doubt as to what those causes were. 
In the first place the desire for a gold stand- 
ard which kept up the value of the yellow 
metal in spite of increased production; in 
the second place the fall in the demand for 
silver .by the closing of the mints and the 
throwing upon the markct of much that had 
been redeemed in gold. That the full force 
of these changes has only been felt in the 
last few years is due to the fact that the 
wheels of finance go slowly, and we are only 
now beginning to realize that the phenome- 
nal price of silver in 1804, when it touched 
its low water mark, was not a practical 
joke upon the part of fortune but a natural 
outcome of past history destined to take its 
pince in the permanent order of things. 

Now, of course, it will be urged and has 
been urged a thousand times that this is 
all an argument in favor of the silver party. 
They have always maintamed that the pres- 
ent low price of silver was due to its de- 
monetization twenty-three years ago and 
that a return to free coinage would at once 
rehabilitate it in the market of the worid. 
Wherefore, it might seem that Mr. Laughlin 
is admitting all that the friends of Mr. 
Bryan demand... 


Defends the Gold Standard. 


This is true if we look only at one side of 
his statement. He maintains boldly that the 
assumption of the gold standard has robbed 
silver of its market value, but he asserts 
quite as strongly, and history proves his as- 
sertion, that those countries which have ac- 
cepted the gold standard did it for the best 
of economic reasons, and not one of them 
would be induced upon any consideration to 
zo back to-a silver basis or attempt the 
discredited expedient of bimetallism. That 
being the case, of what possible service can 
it be to the cause of silver for the United 
States to attempt the task single handed? 
The.experiment is not new. The Latin Union 
held out as long as possible, but failed ig- 
nominiously to p its mints open to the 
free coinage of silver. It is absolutely cer- 
tain, therefore, that the United States cannot 
sustain the burden, and the result of free 
} silver would be to reduce the value of a 
silver dollar to the neighborhood of 50 cents, 
which means repudiation and dishonor.

HERE are signs that breeches and silk 
stockings are at last going to effect a 
reunion with the clawhammer coat.

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fortunate that we should have to acknowl- 
edge the fact, but that it is a fact can hardly 
be doubted by any one who takes the trouble 
to read the debates on the various occasions 
of these acts. 

Even Hamilton arrived at the market ratio 
of 15 to 1 by mere chance, and, although he 
happened to hit the mark, it is noticeable 
that the necessity of adhering closely to the 
market value of the coins in fixing a legal 
ratio was not apparent to the financiers of 
the time. Again, in 1884 a most unfortunate 
precedent was established by the passing 
of an act which debased the gold coinage 
in order to place the silver and gold dollars 
at par. The reducing of the weight of the 
gold coin was indeed small, yet sufficient to 
raise the question of national honor in such 
a transaction. The obvious remedy would 
have been to increase the weight of the sil- 
ver dollar in order to equalize the legal and 
market ratios. It might be arguéd, of course, 
that both gold and silver were legal tender 
and to in¢rease the métal in the silver dollar 
would have been as unfair to the debtor as 
the decrease of the gold weight was unfair 
to the creditor. But that is ohly an argu- 
ment of expediency. Just as Cesar’s wife 
should be above suspicion, so a nation shoul4 
be willing to suffer material loss rather than 
endure the disgrace of even a slight debase- 
rent of its coinage. It is true that the act 
was the result of ignorance rather than in- 
tentional dishonesty. Mr. Whitman, in ad- 
vocating the change as early as 1821, re- 
marked that “ It is not perceived how this 
will injure the public or individuals. And 
it will not be regretted by the benevolent 
that individuals should be benefited if no 
one is injured.”” Mr. Whitman realy im- 
agined that one class in the community 
could make a profit under the act of 3or4 
per cent on every payment cf debt without 
robbing any one else! Sucn was the igno- 
rance of the most elementary principles of 
economics displayed by the originators of 
the bill which became iaw in 1834. 

Ignorance of Legislation. 

In 1853 the country went practically upon 
a gle basis, and as in the case of Hamilton, 
the advocates of the measure passed in 
that year: stumbled by chance upon the 
right path. But the ignorance of money 
matters displayed on the occasion was 
marked, The legal ratio of gold to silver (16 
to 1 at this time) overvalued the former, 
consequently in accordance with Gresham's 
law, the silver dollar had disappeared from 
circulation. The act of 1858 really author- 
ized the ccinage of an overvalued subsidiary 
coinage for the purposes of small change, 
which should circulate at par, but should 
possess a limited legal tender. The silver 
dollar was not even mentioned in the bill. 
Now this was nothing more nor less than 
a direct recognition of a monometallic gold 
standard with a subsidiary silver coinage 
regulated by the mint. Yet it is certain 
that the majority of the members of Con- 
gress who passed the bill imagined that they 
were still maintaining a bimetallic standard. 
So far, however, actual dishonesty had not 
crept into money politics. It was only after 
the panic following 1873 that the idea of 
advocating a silver coinage in ordér to re- 
lieve debtors came into view. The crage 
was prevalent naturally in the West and 
South and it developed finally into the sup- 

ort cf the Bland bill of 1878. Then for the 
irst time in the governing body of the coun- 
try was héard the appeal to the cupidity of 
the poorer classes, to which we have become 
accustomed at the present day. The silver 
party of this present campaign was growing 
up even then out of the elements of poverty 
and dishonesty. The ruined real estate spec- 
ulators of the West and the owners of sil- 
ver mines, with decreasing dividends, band- 
ed together to force a policy upon the coun- 
try which has destroyed hational confidence 
and weakened its credit abroad for many 
years yet to come. To judge of the effect 
upon foreign nations we need only considcr 
the enormity of the fact that a legislator 
of this country could have given vent to 
such an utterance as this, which is quoted 
by Mr. Laughlin: 

“I give notice here and now that this war 
shall never cease, so long as I have a voice 
iu this Congress, until the rights of the peo- 
ple are fully restored and the silver dollar 
Shall take its place alongside the gold dol- 
lar. Meanwhile let us take what we have 
and, if we cannot do that, I am in favor of 
issuing paper money enough to stuff down 
the bondholders. until they are sick. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Fallacies of Silwer Advocates. 


The Sherman act of 1890 was only a con- 
tinuation of the crazy policy to bolster up 
silver in opposition to the rest of the world, 
and so it is natural that when some of the 
ablest men in the country have lent them- 
selves to an enterprise that is bound by all 
the laws uf man and nature to fail there 
shovld be found many among the ignorant 
masts of voters to support the candidacy ofa 
man who only goes one step farther in the 
path of imbecility and advocates the free 
een of silver at the ratio to gold of 16 
to 1. f

BIG PROFITS IN SELLING T0 THE POOR 


eople Who Buy Coal by the Peck and 
Fleur by the Single Pound Pay 
Emormous Prices. 


The poor are beginning to feel the cruel 
pinch of winter. The little stores in the ten- 
ement districts where fuel is sold now dis- 
play on the sidewalk in front of their doors 
baskets of coal ranging in size from a peck 
to a bushel. The prices of these baskets 
range from 15 to 50 cents. Beside the bas- 
kets are piled little bundles of pine sticks 
ee and they are sold at three cents 
earh, : 

These fuel stores are for the most part 
managed by thrifty men, who have learncd 
that great profits are to be made by buying 
ar $4 a ton and selling it out in driblets 


The very poor Pay enormously for every- 


thing they buy. Living from day té day on 
the few dimes they earn or may be able to 
pick up in other ways they can never buy ex- 
cept in the smallest quantities, and the 
smaller the quantity the higher the price. 
Thousands of people in Chicago not only 
buy their fuel from day to day, but from 
hour to hour. In many of the old-fashioned 
tenements, where there is no steam heat, 
many of the occupants are too poor to afford 
a fire all day long. If they can have a fire 
with which to cook breakfast and another 
a onpuer rey ey are content. Thousands 
en and children go to bed every n!

Merchants who sell te people in 
ment districts make no st | Sebta. ene 
customers expect no credit, and always pay 
cash for what they get.

It is a common thing to 
sell a pound of flour, a penny’s worth of 
sugar, or a nickel‘s worth of coffee. When 
articles are divided into such small fractions 
the shopkeeper makes as much as 200 or 800 
per cent on his sales. 
While individual sales are small the aggre- 
gate done by these small shops is enormous. 
Many of the large coal yards and grocery 
and meat shops, where trade has formerly 
been confined to wealthy people, are now 
reaching out after the big profits in the tene- 
ment districts by estab ishing branches 
where they can dispose of that portion of 
their stock which has been refused by their 
more prosperous patrons. ;

In a letter to her sister 
Emily, Charlotte describes in full the inci- 
dent of which she made such a dramatic 
chapter in “ Villette ’’—the confession to a 
Roman Catholic’ priest in a cathedral. The 
priest discovered that she was a Protestant, 
and at first was not going to allow her to 
confess, But she adds: “I actually did 
confess—a real confession.”” In her early 
letter Charlotte writes of her brother Bran- 
well as though they were on particularly 
friendly terms, but later, in her letters to 
Miss Wooler and Miss Nussey, she does not 
hesitate to speak freely of his faults and 
failings. To Mies Wooler, in January, 1846, 
she wrote: ** You ask about Branwell. He 
never thinks of seeking employment, and I 
begin to fear he has rendered himself in- 
capable of finding any station in life. Be- 
sides, if money were at his disposal, he wud 
use it only to his own injury. The facuity 
of self-government is, I fear, almost de- 
stroyed in him.” Ina ietter to Miss Nussey, 
still speaking of Branwell, she says: “I 
wish I could say one word to you in his favor, 
but I cannot; therefore I will hold my 
tongue.” And again: ‘You must expect 
to find’ him weakened in mind, a complete 
rake in annearance. I have no fear of his 
being at all uncivil to you: on the contrary, 
he will be as emooth as oil.” In writing to 
Mr. W. 8. Williams, whom Mr. Shorter says 
was her “ discoverer,”’ she says. after the 
death of her brother: ‘‘ Brarwell was his 
father’s and sister’s pride and hove in boy- 
heod. but since manhood the case has been 
otherwise."” And she adds: “I do not weep 
from a sense of bereavement—there is no 
prop withdrawn. no consolation torn away, 
no dear companion lost—but for thé wreck 
of talent, the ruin of promise, the untimely 
and dreary extinction of what might have 
heen a burning and eshinine ieht.”

companion of the children, but she seemed 
to have the place of seamstress in the house 
also. In the same letter she says of her em-

CT. 9, 1896, isa date marking an epoch in the history of 
Chicago. One-quarter of a century will have elapsed since 
the city passed, with tears and suffering, through its trial 
by fire. The anniversary of the event is to be made 

the occasion of.a. civic parade, great in itself, greater still in its’ 
significance; but perhaps the day will be more vividly marked in 
men’s minds by the thoughts which it will call up. It is a mile- 
stone in the city’s progress—a place where men pause for a mo- 
ment to take their eyes off the future and look back upon the 
things which have passed. 

The history of Chicago for the last twenty-five years is ro- 
mantic and dramatic. The time is little more than one-third the 
life of a man as allotted by the Psalmist, but it has been suffi- 
cient to bring about great changes—changes remarkable, almost as- 
tounding, in whatever light they are viewed. That a great metrop- 
olis should spring from a trading post within the memory of liv- 
ing men, that the metropolis should rise to a position as second 


‘ city of an immense continent before the hair of those same men 
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had begun ‘o take more than a tinge of gray is remarkable enough 
in itself. When the greater part of this growth-is crowded into 
twenty-five years succeeding an event calculated to serve as an 
irremediable setback, if not utter destruction, to rising industries, 
the fact borders on the miraculous. 

To the men who have lived through these scenes, who have 
watched the city’s growth and taken a part in the busy life which 
have been both its cause and éffect, the change is no less remark- 
able than to the world outside. On the anniversary of the great 
fire two pictures will rise before these men., The steady though 
rapid progress of events by which the city has risen will be nearly 
if not quite forgotten. They will see only the Chicago that was 
and the Chicago that is; the city of the fire and the city of a 
quarter of a century after. 

The first picture is one which the average citizen of today would 
have difficulty in recognizing. It is the Chicago of the first week 


‘ of October, 1871; the Chicago which has disappeared. It is a city 
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built on speculation;a mushroom growth on the prairie. It is a 
great city, the greatest city in the West, though one of the last 
to be founded, for the statistics of three years before have proved 
that St. Louis must at last take a second place. It is the largest 
grain, lumber, and meat market in the world. Its manufactures 
give promise of speedily rivaling those of cities a hundred years 
older. Its shipping interests are great and continually increasing. 
It has already centered in itself two-thirds of the railroads pene- 
trating the fertile plains of the West. But in spite of these things 
its growth has been rather that of a village than of a metropolis. 

In general the plan upon which the city is built corresponds to 
that of the Chicago of today. The three divikions into North, 
South, and West Sides are the same, and are separated by the 
fiver and its Lranchesas now. Their general characteristics, too, 
differ little. The business district lies between the lake and the 
South Branch of the river in the same location, though covering 
less ground than the business district of the present city. To the 
north, south, and west of it are the residences, distributed much 
as they now nre. Onthe North Side, along La Salle avenue and 
the lake shore, are high-class dwellings. To the west of them, 
toward Market street, are the homes of a poorer sort, deteriorat- 
ing in the neighborhood of Market street itself into buildings 
which are little more than hovels. On the South Side Michigan 
avenue is the finest residence street, and the boast of the city. 
Facing the Lake-Front, which is set apart by the city for the peo- 
ple’s use, are the best houses which Chicago holds, rows and de- 
tached buildings of frame and stone, with grass plots, surrounded 
by low railings before them-and high steps running up te the doors. 
Back from these, along State and Clark streets; are poorer dwell- 
ings. On the West Side is a region of tenements and shanties, 
with better dwellings interspersed, containing nearly half of the 
city’s buildings, covering two-thitds of the city’s area, and holding 
half the city’s population. Along the river, lining both banks of 
the main stream and the branches, are lumber and coal yards, 

There is no pretension to architecture anywhere to be found. 
Pretensions to decoration there are in-plenty, but they are pre- 
tenses only. The houses, so THE TriBUNE of a month before has 
said, are “ shams and shingles.” They are “ Queen Anne in front 
and Mary Ann in back.” Stone and brick stand side by side 
with wooden tenements and shanties. Inthe heart of tle business 
section pretentious structures are flanked by tumble-down dwell- 
ings. In the best buildings veneers of stone or brick, many of thein 
crumbling nway, thin layers of marble or coatings of stucco, cover 
cénstructions of pine and plaster. Walls of a single thickness of 
brick are run up 100 feet or more and topped with tin towers or 
fragile cornices. One-half the buildings within the fire limits are 
of wood, and their number is being continually swelled by the con- 
struction of others on the same lines, in spite of the ordinance to 
the contrary. 

These things are in the picture. There are, too, visions of 
uneven sidewalks, with “ jumping-off places” every little way, 
for the grade of the streets has been several times changed, and 
the walks are on different levels. The sidewalks are of planks, 
propped up on supports in some places, laid on the ground in oth- 
érs. The streets are poorly paved, in many places not paved at 
all. \ 

In the road about the boxlike Court-House, with its tall cu- 
pola, and its square.“ wings,” staning, as is customary in Western 
towns, inthe center ofthe public square, there commonly stand 


_rows of teams hitched while their drivers complete their pur- 
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chases or wander about town. But the picture which comes to the 
“old-timer” is a picture of a quiet Sunday afternoon—the 
afternoon of: Oct. 8—and the teams form no part of it. 
There. are groups here and there in the streets, discussing the two 
great events of the day before—the “ big fire” om the West Side 
and the ball game between the White Stockings and the amateur 


Athletics. 
The heat of the day is intense. The mud in the roads is baked 
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hard, and the strong southwest wind is hot and dry. For months, 
almost for the whole summer, there has been hardly a drop of rain. 
The prairies outside the town are brown and dry, and the wooden 
buildings all over the city are like tinder. It is a blessing, the 
people on the streets ugree, that the fire was placed under control; 
with a fair start it might have swept away the city. Small blame 
to the firemen that, after hours of fierce struggle with the flames, 
they are getting a little rest, though the hose lies in tangled links 
and the apparatus is not ready for use. 3 

This is the picture which will be in the minds of the men who 
saw the night of the great fire and see the celebration of Oct. 9, 
1896. What was the fate ofthe city they recall is almost too well 
known to bear repetition. The general story of the fire has been - 
told time and again. The full story of it probably, indeed, cer- 
tainly, will never be known. All that has been* written, all that 
has been told, has done no more than bring out an imperfect and 
in many ways superficial account of the event. The Chicago of 
that time was wiped out. 
nothing was left buta black stain like the smootch of a dirty 
glove. Where the Court-House stood, where the business blocks 
and the wooden teneménts had stood side by side, where homes 
and cottages, lumber yards and hovels, had been, there was noth- 
ing left but biack and broken ruins, in which the 
gas pipes hung in twisted festoons, and among which the street | 
car tracks ran like writhed and twisted serpents. 

This is another ofthe pictures which \rises before the men who 
lived through the times. On the shore of the lake, where Chicago 
stood,* they see the lines of ruined streets, still smoking, in 
places still smoldering sullenly. There are men on the streets, 
the same men whoa day before had talked of the West Side fire 
and the ball game. But now these things are forgotten, swal- 
lowed up in the calamity which has overtaken the city, Some of 
the men are searching for the sites of their office buildings, with a 
dull curiosity to see what had been left; others look anxiously 
for the bodies of relatives or friends. Still others sneak here and 
there, ghouls preying on the misfortunes of mankind, in search of 
valuables left uncared for in the time of disaster. And over all 
hangs the dusky pall of smoke left by the flames. 

It is a scene of desolation and ruin, but already there has begun 
to spring up in men's minds the resolution that Chicago shall rise 
again. The old city—the city of the war and the days following— 
is no more. It has vanished from the earth. Even the records of 
the real estate transfers have gone up in flames, and no man can 
prove through public documents that he owns the land upon which 
his dwelling stood. But the land is there, and the spirit which first 
brought the city to a leading place is still present. Already, in 
various places, rough strictures are rising upon the still warm 
embers of the old buildings. Along Michigan avenué storehouses

up. The records in the possession of three realestate , which 
have the chance to make a fortune dishonestly, but prefer to\take 
the other course, have been thrown open to the séarchers\ for 
boundary lines and titles. The clearing away of the ruins has 
begun, and the building of new Chicago is commenced. S 

For Chicago, as everybody knows, did rise again. But it was 
not the old city rebuiit. It was a new Chicago, founded on the 
site of the old, the ruins of which went into the lake to make land 
for the new city, The new Chicago was built on new lines, on a 
broader foundation. The village characteristics in its organization 


had been burned out. 
born again—born amid suffering and uncertainty, lawlessness and 


greed, but to higher possibilities than before. 
The buildings which went up on the site of the old city were 


better and bigger than those burned. As first planned they were 


cheap, and not overpretentious. To get some sort of shelter in 
which to begin again was the aim of all men. But as building pro- 
gressed, and talk of the city’s future asa certainty, rather than as 
a possibility, gained ground, men became more confident. The

same Lelief in Chicago, which had gained the city more or less f 


derisive nicknames in various parts of the world through the lan- 
guage of its citizens, hclped the city to spring again from the ashes 
better than before. Plans were enlarged; makeshifts were re- 
placed by permanent structures; stone and brick of substantial con- 
struction took the place of fr 
the new Chicago took the nature of a great city in place of the 
characteristics of its former state. 

In the mind of the “ old-timer” the growth of the city during 
the last quarter century will fied little place. The gradual im- 
provement and natural progress, though rapid beyona precedent, 
by which the city has risen will not be recalled. He will see three 
things: the Chicago of the days before the fire; the waste of ruin 
which the flames left; and the city of today. Small wonder if he, 
like the rest of the world, falls to marveling. 

In the brief time which has elapsed since the construction of 
the new city was begun, Chicagu has exceeded the hopes of even 
the most hopeful. Ofthe fire there is no record left save on the 
books which record it and in the minds of those who witnessed its 
destruction. The wound has been covered by new flesh. The 
plans of the old city, the hopes of its friends, have been lost in the 
achievements of the new. Where old Chicago stood is now a 
metropolis, reaching out to all the world. It is the center of the 
manufacturing interests of the country, may yet be the center of 
those interests in the world. A thousand railway trains enter or 
leave it every day. More vessels clear from its port than from any 
other in the country. It has the largest millinery, book, dry goods, 
and hardware shops in the world. Its buildings are almost without 
rivals. In a hundred. different lines it has taken to itself the chief 
business of the continent, and on a thousand other lines it is reach- 


ing out for more. 
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HE great fire of O*t. 9, 1871, cleared Chicago’s decks for action. 
To have three-quarters of the business district swept off 
the map in a few hours was a calamity, the horror of which 
* still goes fartomake people forget the benefits it brought. 
Rut it was not without its good results, most of which are far more 
easy to see nowthanthen. Without its baptism of fire it is doubt- 
ful if Chicago would have been what it is today. , 
_' The great fire marked, an epoch for Chicago, not merély on ac- 
count of the losses of life and property, with their attendant suffer- 
ings, but also because it gave the city a charice to rebuild on a scale 
fitted to future wants. The period of greatest growth was then just 
beginning, old facilities and old arrangements were being rapidly, 
outgrown, a’ business district suited to the demands of the increasing 
trade was. needed. ‘The fire and consequent reconstruction gave, 
Chicago in-a few months what it would not have secured in the 
ordinary. course of events in as many years. Looked at in this way 
Chicago is great teday not in spite of the fire, but, perhaps to a 
great degree, on account of it. 

Of course everybody knows this city has grown since the fire 
—with’a growth that rivals that of the mushroom for speed, yet is 
as solid to the heart as the oak—but few people have any adequate 
conception of the amount of the increase» Whether the’ present 
population and area are seven times or twieé those of 1871, whether 
there are ten more schools or a thousand, ‘whether the street car 
tragks are fifteen or 500 miles longer—these are al] questions which 


* the average citizen nowadays would have to guess. 


It is to show this increase, to prove beyond a doubt that;Chicage 
has grown—and grown enormously—since the fire, that THB TRIB- 
UNE has compiled roughly, but reliably, the facts and figures re- 


lating to the city’s progress in the arts of peace since its destruction 
by flame. Not merelyjin municipal institutions, but also in the re- 
sults of private enterprise have the data been collected. Most of 
the branches of business fot excellence in which this city has been 
noted, as wellassomeof the less talked about but still successful 
lines of trade, have been inquired into and facts secured. These 
figures are submitted to the readers of THE TRIBUNE as showing 
better than any words how wonderful has been Chicago's growth 
in the last quarter of acentury—for figures do not lie. 

Perhaps there is no other one feature of Chicago which so 
vitally concerns its welfare as its growth as a railroad center. In 
the last quarter of a century this has been enormous and phenom- 
enal, but not proportionately larger than some of its industries. 
Since the time of the fire the mileage of the roads entering the city 
has been increased about ten times, and the number of companies 
having headquarters here considerably more than that. During its 
period of growth Chicago has been raised from a fourth rate rail- 
road center to the greatest on the continent. 

According to the most reiiable sources, there were about fifteen 
railroads and branch railroads entering the city in 1871 comhined 
in nine separate transportation systems. The total mileage con- 
trolled by these roads was about 10,000 miles. In the present di- 
rectory there are 110 railroad companies having offices in the city. 
The lines tributary tothese concerns include practically all the 
important traffic routes in the country and connect’ with all the 
tracks in the United States. Estimated conservatively at  ieast 
100,000 miles of railway now have a direct terminus in this city. 


From the time when the first road was started by Chicago - 


enterprise and its’ name was changed from the Chicago and Galena 
railroad to the Galena and Chicago railroad, because Galena was the 
larger town, the growth of the transportation lines has been steady 
and rapid. In the fire the railroads did not suffer as much as many 
of the other industries, having but little of their properties in the 
business districts. What was destroyed was quickly replaced, and 
trains were in great demand immediately to transport the quanti- 
ties of building materials, provisions, and merchandise shipped at 
once to the strugglingcity. Steadily since then the roads have in- 
creased, and the end of their growth is not yet. 

In area, while Chicago has not annexed all of Cook County, asits 
envious neighbors claim, it has yet increased most materially dur- 
ing. the years which have. gone by since the fire. Between five and 
six times is the amoun of its growth, all by annexations at differ- 
ent periods. 3 

In 1869 the last addition of territory before the fire was made to 
Chicago. Then the limits stood at Fullerton avenue on the north, 
the lake on the east, Thirty-ninth street on the south, and West 
Fortieth street on the west. There was an area of a couple of square 
miles on the northwest corner not included in this district, which 
was almost exactly in the shape of a square, and about six miles in 
each direction. Estimated more accurately, the amount of land in- 
side the limits of,the city was thirty-five and one-half square miles. 

* Four or five annexations have beem made of surrounding towns 
since the fire, with the result now that Chicago is the largest city in 
the country, excepting Greater New York. The present limits 
reach on the north to North Seventy-first street, on the east to the 
lake, on the south to One Hundred and Thirty-eighth street, and. on 
the west to West Forty-eighth and West Seventy-second streets. 
The extreme length of the city is twenty-six miles and the extreme 
width is fourteen and one-half miles. According to the city maps, 
Chicago’s area today is 187 1-7 square miles, 

The increase of population has been almost exactly proportion- 
ate in the lasttwenty-five years to the increase of territory. Ac- 
cording to the best estimates now obtainable, at the time of the fire 
Chicago’s population was about 334,270., The census of 1870 put it 
then at 298,804, while the city directory of 1872 figured it close to 
400,000. This would make the first number nearly right. 

Today there is considerable dispute as to Chicago’s number of in- 
habitants. The best of the contention appears to be had by the 
School Board, whose census was completed last summer. Accord- 
ing to it the population now is 1,619,226, an increase of nearly six 
times in twenty-five years—one of Chicago’s best records. 

One of the brightest crowns of glory which the city hae¢ earned 
since the great fire is deserved by the remarkable increase of ac- 
commodations for pupils in the public schools. Not only have the 
numbers of pupils, teachers, and schools increased, but the signifi- 
cant fact isto be easily observed that the ratio of teachers to 
scholars has greatly grown, showing a constantly improving care 
taken of the youth of the city. 

At the time of the fire there were thirty-nine public schoolsin the 
city, instructing 40,832 pupils and employing 572 teachers. This 
made a rate of about seventy scholars for every teacher. . Today 
there are more than five times as ngany pupils in the schools of the 
city, attended to by nearly ten times the number of instructors. The 
total roster of scholars, according to the last report of the Board 
of Education, was 213,825, teachers 4,668, and schools 20. This 
makes each teacherhave an average number of about forty-five 
pupils. 4 

As the population has grown, so have the outdoor places for 
recreation. All three of the vark systems have greatly increased 
the amount of improved property to which the people have free 
access. The ratio of growth has not been as great as the jncréase in 
number of the inhabitants, but since the quality of the attractions 
offered has improved so materially in the last few years, it is safe to 
say the parks are not one whit behind the rest of Chicago. 

At the time of the fire Lincoln Park and a part of Washington 
Park were about theextent of the improved public lands. The 
West parks had just been bought, but.were hardly settled as to 


boundaries, and one small portion of Garfield Park (then called Cen-. 


tral Park) was half redeemed from the wilderness of sandy prairie. 
In Lincoln Park a graveyard took up a large portion of the public 
land, .and less than one-half of the present 350 acres was open to the 
public. Up to 1883 the tombstones were still standing there in some 
places, but since that time the work of beautification has progressed 
steadily, and now all the land owned by the board is in the finest of 
order. . 

Late in 1871 the first work was done on the West parks. The 
task was difficult, and the work proceeded gradually. It is not all 


done yet, for there are a couple of hundred acres left to be finished : 


as the demands of the people increase. At present, however, there 
are 150 acres in Douglas Park, a like number in Garfield Park, 130 
acres in Humboldt Park, several of the smaller public squares, and 
the boulevards—al! in Shape to delight pleasure-seekers, 

The:South Side of the city has always been especially favored in 
the way of outdoor places of enjoyment. In the entire South Park 
system there were in 1871 300.acres of land in shape for the public 
use and three miles of boulevard. This was continually increased 
by a constant system of construction work, and a few of the Jack- 
son Park acres added to swell the total of ground for use. At the 
time of the World’s Fair the entire 1,565 aeres in the South parks 
and boulevards were improved and in shape for the people. Since 
then the dismantling of the various structures in the south end of 
Jackson Park has thrown considerable space out of use, but it is 
largely restored already. 

Probably in no branch of the city’s industries has there beena 
greater change for the better than in the street railroads, In 1871

Of this assortment of Jinés and tracks one line is almost exactly 
as it Was in the time of th fire—Indiana avenue. The rest have 
changed terminals, rolling stock, and motive power. An intereat- 
ing fact in the history of tbe growth of the South Side lines fs to be 
fotind in the fact thatin 1874 the President’s report recommends 
the use of horse cars as a nreans for; transportation preferable to 
ompibuses, Practically twenty years later, another report recom- 
mends the use of Clectricity over horses. At present the Chicago 
‘City railway company operates 172 miles of single track, and 1,500 
cars. 

In 1871 the North Chicago Street railway company owned twelve 
miles 6f horse car lines and five miles of dummy lines. The streets 
operated were Clark street to the city Nmits at Fullerton avenue. 
Wells street from North Market street to Division, Larrabee street 
from Chicago avenue tothe Little Fort road,’ and Division street 
from Wells street to Sedgwick Street. Besides these it had a dum- 
my line-copnecting Graceland with the Clark street route. Now the 
company operates with allied concerns about 140 miles of road and 
cars. ; | 

The West Chicagolines at the time of the fire were on Blue 
Island avenue, West Twelfth street, Madison street, and Randolph 
street. They consisted, all told, of twenty miles of single track, all 
operated by horse-power. Now they are over 220 miles in extent, and 
earry 2,300 cars. 

Contemyoraneous with the growth of the trolley lines has been 
the increase of business of the telegraph companies. First their 
wires went up overhead and then they were put under ground, but 
the business done by them has never stopped growing at a terrific 
rate. In 1871 there were six companies doing business in Chicago, 
and the greatest of these was the Western Union. The latter con- 
cern handled 552,848 messages in that year, estimated at about two- 
thirds of all the traffic, Today there are but two companies operat- 
ing in the city, but the volume of business transacted is enormous. 
The Postal Telegraph company was organized since the fire. It 
now has 173 branch offices in the city, and handles 1,350,000 mes- 
sages a month. The Western Union company does an even larger 
amount of public gervice, and handles 2,200,000 messages in the same 
time. 

In 1871 there were 71,800,789 bushels of grain shipped, counting 
the flour at its equivalentin grain. In 1895 the exports were 171,464,- 
137 bushels of the same commodity. In 1871 there 543,050 cattle and 
? 652,549 hows received in the city. In 18095 the corresponding figures 
were 2.588.558 cattle and 7,929,545 hogs. The records for beef and 
pork packing show prectically the same increase. Lumber was re- 
ceived in the city in 1871 to the extent of 1,;039,328,000 feet, in 1895, 
1,628,130,000 feet. Coal was received in the same years in figures of 
1,081,427 tons, and 6,081,284 tons. Salt was imported during the year 
of the fire to the extent of 798,917 barrels; in 1895, 1,994,056 barrels. 
In 1871 12,320 vessels arrived in the port of Chicago, aggregating 3,- 
096,101 tons. Last year the records of the port show the arrival of 9,- 
212 vessels, computing 6,329,702 tons. 

In the way of places of amusement Chicago has kept abreast 
or the times. When the fire reached the business district there 
were five theaters then running there. All were burned down, 
leaving but one the&ter in the city Standing, and that on the 
West Side. The ruined places were Hooley’s Grand Opera-House, 
arterwards the Grand Opera-House, McVicker’s Theater, Crosby's 
Grand Opera-House on Washington street, Wood's Museum on 
Randolph street, and the Dearborn Theater on Dearborn street, 
near Washington. McVicker’s Theater was rebuilt immediately, 
Hiooley’s and the Grand followed suit as quickly as possiblé, and 
others sprung up from time totime. Contrasted with the six at 
the time of the fire, there are now thirty-one theaters in Chicago, 
located in all parts of the city ‘and_playing all classes of pieces. : 

There are several features of Chicago's life which have sprung 
up entirely since the fire, notably the Chieago Telephone company, 
with its 13,000 subscribere, the bicycle business, and the elevated 
roads. Not one of thesé great industries, although flourishing like 
the green bay tree now, was even thought of at the time Chicago 
lay in ashes, but their growths must be reckoned in any state- 
ment of the city’s progress, 

In this city alone a careful estimate of the number of bicycle rid- 
ers puts the figure at 200,00. Besides these there are hundreds of 
men employed in the manufacture of wheels, swelling the Hst of 
people connected with cycling in this city to nearly 210,000 souls, 
Including the owners of machines, the Chicago public has a sum 
of money invested in bicycles In this city estimated at $31,625,000. 
Opposed to this array of labor and capital stands in 1871 a half 
a dozen men with their old wooden “ boneshakers,’’ valued all to- 
gether at perhaps $10v. , 

There are three elevated roads: in the city in operation, any 
one of which would have been a. nine-days’ wonder in the time of 
the fire. The Metropolitan West Side Elevated railroad has twen- 
ty-nine miles of single track and operates 189 cars. The Lake 
Street Elevated railroad possesses twenty miles of single track and 
128 cars. The Chicago South Side Rapid Transit company has 
eight and one-half miles of track and 100 cars. 

In the Custom-House the duties have increased about eight 
times since the year of the fire. At that time the receipts for 
the twelvemonth were $827,964.81. Last year there was collected 
on customs no less than $5,920, 166.02. 

Nothing in Chicago has made greater strides than the postal 
business. Even in 1871 the business was regarded as great when 
there were only eighty-five carriers and- seventy-five clerks, and 
the gross income of the office was about $500,000. The number of 
pieces of mail matter handled then is not. even approximately 
known, but it was big for the time and facilities, especially when 
railway postoffices were maintained on trunk lines only. In those 
days the Postoffice was on the present site of the First National 
Bank, but the destruction of this building drove it to Burlington 
Hall and other -plaees until it was permanently established at 
Wabash avenue and Harrison street ‘ 

The increase in business now seems incredible. From eighty- 
five carriers the. number has increased to nearly 1,200,and the num- 
ber of clerks has grown from seventy-five to nearly 1,300. The 
first carrier station has seen the establishment of twenty-one 
others, fifty-four substations, and 190 stamp agencies. The §$70,- 
000 paid for carriers’ services has swelled to $1,150,000; the $60,000 
paid for clerks to over $1,000,000, 

Not only this, but now the Chicago Postoffice delivers almost 
s much mail as is delivered in Scotland and Ireland. The Chicago 
Postoflice figures almust evenly with the London office. In 1871 
he office handied only 4 small amount of mail. The exact amount 
is not Known as therecords were destroyed, but it would be un- 
comparable to the 800,000,000 pieces handled annually since 1s93 
and which is likely to be increased to 1,000,000,000 this year This 
last amount is the New York postoftice record where all the com- 
ing and going foreign mail is handled.

yelous Growth in Size, Industries, 
Influence, and in the Arts—Increase 
of Real Estate, Law Business, and 
Banking Noted by People Promi- 
nent in Those Callings—Beok, Art, 
and Music Interests Were Meager. 
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F a visitor to Chicago twenty-five years 
ago, who had not seen the city since 
that day, were to return now he would 
seeabsolutely nothing to remind him that 

he had ever been in Chicago before. Ifsuch 
* person could be set down accidentally, 
without knowing where he was, he might 
be strongly inclined to doubt the word of the 
most truthful ‘people when they informed 
zim this was the city he had visited prior to 
71. For the history of Chicago’s grpat- 
ness has been made in the last quarter ofa 
century. In 1871,it was a town of wood, in- 
pabited by 334,000 persons. Today it isa 
gmetropolis with nearly 2,000,000 inhabitants. 
mhen the city covered a little over thirty 
square miles; now it stretches over 190 
gquare miles of territory. Before the fire it 
didn’t have a structure more than six stories 
bigh. Today it has ever 100 buildings more 
han ten stories high in the business dis- 
4rict alone, many that reach nearly twice 
that number of floors, and have given to the 
-worlad a new construction for useful, lofty, 
gnd fireproof buildings. 

Probably in the quarter of a century that 
has passed since the great holocaust Chica- 
go has grown—in the direction of building, 
“anyway, if not in every-other way—more 
than would have been possible in fifty years 
‘had there been no fire. 

“John Greenleaf Whittier’s hopeful proph- 
ecy, penned while the old city lay smolder- 
jag in ruins, has come true:

FIRST STORE BUILT AFTER THE FIRE 


W. D. Kerfoot Tells of a Shanty Buallt 
in the Street for an Office. 

The first structure of any kind to be put 
up after the fire was a rude board shanty 
built by Wiiliam D. Kerfoot in front of What 
had been No. S89 Washington street,-to serve 
as a temporary office. 

“Tt is impossible to compare the city now 
with what it was then,’’ said Mr. Kerfoot. 
“There isn’t a semblance today of the old 
city. There were no substantial buildings 
“hen, no fire walls, nothing over six stories 
high. Most structures were of wood. While 
ii was a calamity at the time, the fire turned 
out a blessing in disguise, for it set Chicago 
ahead in building certainly fifty years. It 
‘is hard for a man who was not here then to 
realize the devastation. I visited St. Louis 
after the cyclone, and I made up my mind I 
should rather have a fire than acyclone. A 
fire cleans up pretty thoroughly, but a wind- 
storm tears down and leaves all the débris 

it makes, 

-“J built the first structure raised after 

the fire. It was a ‘board shanty in the street 

in front of my old office. I got an order from 
the city authorities permitting it to remain 
there nine days. AS soon as the bricks had 
cooled the shanty was moved to the lot line. 

We put up a board in front of the shanty 

with a sort of directory printed on it, and 

nearly everybody coming to the city con- 
sulted it to find where the people were they 
wished to-see. The shanty was army head- 

Guarters for a time. All the surveys of the 
burnt district were made from that office, re- 
establishing the lot lines and street lines. 
The first housé erected for the relief of the 
suffering was organized there by Cincinnati 
people. All sorts of information was fur- 
nished to citizens, as well as strangers. 

“The first substantial building started 
was the Equitable building at the southwest 
corner of Washington and Dearborn streets. 
Many brick structures that were built that 
winter fell down the following spring, owing 
to the freezing of the mortar. It came to be 
such a comimon occurrence for a new brick 
building to fall that when we heard a crash 
we did not take time to go and see which one 
had gone down.” 


FIRE DEPARTMENT THEN AND NOW. 
Denis J. Swenie Contrasts the Old 
Eqtipment with the New. 

Fire Marshal Denis J. Swenie contrasted 
the condition of the Chicago Fire Depart- 
ment then with what it is now. He said no 
‘comparison was possible. It had outgrown 
all semblance to the little band of fire-fight- 
ers of twenty-five years ago, just as the city 
had surpassed ten-fold what it was then. 

“If our fire-alarm boxes had been as well 
distributed then as they are now, and the 
engines had been as quick to come in,” the 
Fire Marshal said, ‘‘ there would be no his- 
tory to write of the great fire. Therefore, 
while it might be presumptuous to say there 
is no possibility of another great fire for Chi- 
cago, such a thing is altogether improbable. 
- “We had seventeen engines in 1871;”’ con- 
tinued Chief Swenie. ‘‘ We have seventy- 
seven engines now. Then we had four 
trucks. Now there are twenty-seven hook 
and ladder trucks, four boats, and sixteen 
chemical engines—a new invention since that 
time. Then there were 130 men in the de- 
partment, a chief, R..A. Williams, and three 
assistants—John Schank, Matt Benner, and 
Lawrence Walters. Today the department 
has 1,050 men, a chief, three assistant chiefs, 
and sixteen chiefs of battalidns. ‘There

After the first entltusiasm a few of the most 
earnest spirits of the organization procured, 
in’ 1869, a charter from the Legislature, 
which was liberal and comprehensive in its 
terms and granted some special privileges. 
Within three years from that time, when 
it had only twenty members and $100 in its 
treasury, the Academy of Design was estab- 
lished in a handsome building, erected at a 
cost of $70,000 and containing ample galler- 
ies, school-rooms, studios, offices, reception- 
rooms, and a littte music hall. The organi- 
zation and its art school flourfshed. For 
some time the stdtements of the business 
manager showed the average receipts of the 
gallery to be over $25 a day. Then came the 
fire and all the studios and their treasures 
made some costly little heaps of ashes. 

“After that the Academy nad a hard 
struggle. But the authorities, believing thor- 
oughly in the recuperative power and ef- 
fective stimulus of continual work, deter- 
mined to keep the schools in full operation. 
That was cone, and from the new beginning 
grew the present Art Institute and its 
schools.”’ 

The Chicago Art Institute, according to 


the annual report of the director and trustees 
for the year ending June 1, 1896, bas a mem- 
bership of 2,564, and is the possessor of 
properties valued at $3,058,000. Besides this 
it is the custodian of loan collections worth 
$700,000. Last year the art school had a 
total attendance of 1,675, and was the largest 
of its kind in America. Present indications 
are that this year the Attendance will nearly, 
tf not quite, reach 2,000. Theugh tu!tion fees 
are low, the receipts of the school are several 
thousand dollars more than enough for its 
support. 


WITH FIRST ENGINE AT THE FIRE. 


W. H. Musham Speaks of Inadequate 
Fire Protection of Early Times. 

First Assistant Fire Marshal William H. 
Musham said: ‘‘I was foreman of the first 
engine to arrive at the big fire of 1871. There 
had been a bad fire the Saturday night pre- 
vious, and I, with many others, was on 
duty from 9:50 o’clock Saturday night pretty 
steadily for nearly a week. We didn’t get 


much sleep that week. We would take an |

before the fire Madison street contained 
mostly two-story frame houses.

A 
great deal of anxiety was expressed on ali 
sides because all records to real estate had 
been consumed. Only the abstract bocks of 
three old, reliable firms had been preserved.

REAL ESTATE BEALERS PROSPERED 


Nathan M. Freer Tells How Speculation 
in City Lots Ran High. 

Nathan M. Freer remembers that real e3- 
tate speculations were brisk at the time of 
the fire. 

** I think real estate was livelier then than 
now,” said Mr. Freer. ‘‘ Real estate men 
prospered, From the end of the war till the 
crash of 1873 speculation ran high. Every- 
body engaged in it. Ministers, school- 
teachers, lawyers, doctors—all were buying 
real estate. Other kinds of speculati@n were 
carried on also. Chicagoans then had great 
faith in the city’s future. Buliding was 
fairly active.. In ’71 State street was being 
widened and improved. Several good build- 
ings were constructed just before the fire. 
The fire checked real estate business for sev- 
eral months, of course, but it picked up 
again. The only way ‘to find out whether 
the city would recover was to begin rebuild- 
ing at once. Just as soon as that was done 
it was evident not only that the city was 
not ¢rippled for all time, but that the busi- 
ness district would be improved. 

‘The fire changed localities in the busi- 
section. The wholesale houses were 
moved from Lake and Wabash west and 
south to Market and Madison. Wabash 
avenue became more distinctly a retail dis- 
trict. Before the fire State street had many 
dwelling houses: after it, none. Wabash 
avenue was nearly all houses and churches 
at that time.

soon the public showed a willingness to go 
by these abstracts, so that the yeat after the 
fire loans were made on these abstracts of 
title aggregating many millions.

‘‘An election was held the fall after the 
fire and by common consent party lines 
were extinguished and County Commis- 
sioners, Judge of the Superior Court, and 
other officers were picked from the best 
class of citizens and pushed to the front,

‘‘Tne Historical Society was founded in 
1856. For so short a time in forming, its col- 
lections at the time of the fire were re- 
markable. They contained many valuable 
books, papers, and other objects impossible 
to replace. The society’s library was a valu- 
able set of books. It contained many works 
on the history of the Northwest, and full 
collections of the statutes of many States. 

‘* One of the most valuable things lost was 
the orivinal Proclamation of Emancipation, 
signed by President Lincoln. A desperate 
effort was made to save that, but the man 
who ‘essayed it was driven back by the 
flames. I think the paper had been given 
by Lincoln to the great Sanitary Fair held 
in Chicago during the war near the site 
of the present Newberry Library.

RENEWAL OF BUSINESS IN COURTS, 


Horatio L. Waite Tells How the Ree- 
ords Were Preserved, 

The volume of litigated business in Chica- 
go, according to the statement of Horatio 
lL. Waite, has increased more than five fold 
during the last twenty-five years. Mr. 
Waite remembers that it was owing wholly 
to a fortunate piece of forethought on the 
part of a brother lawyer that the courts 
were able to proceed after the fire with such 
cases as were pending. 

‘The records of all the courts were com- 
pletely destroyed,” said he. “Both the 
clerical accounts of the disposition of cases 
in the past and all records of pending suits

Mr. Mason is one of the few Chicagoans 
away from the city when the disaster oc- 
curred, but his experiences were scarcely 
less exciting than they would otherwise 
have been. He said of them: 

‘Il was in Edinburg, in the Royal Hotel 
on Princess street, the night of Oct. 9, 1871, 
at dinner. A gentleman from Chicago, whom 
1 did not know then, had just heard news 
of the fire, and seeing my name on the 
register, -he was eager to talk with another 
Chicagoan. He came through the dining- 
room asking every man if his name was 
Mason, and when he found me he beckoned 
for me to follow him. He was so excited I 
thought he must be a’lunatic. In the cor- 
ridor he showed me a copy of a notice he 
had found posted on the doors of the Edin- 
burg Insurance company. This read: 


—— 


‘** Chicago destroyed by fire. Thousands 
of lives lost. Your loss, £50,000.’ 

‘That gentleman was Mr. Rand, of Rand, 
McNally & Co. We started at once to get 
further news. We visited all the newspaepr of- 
fices, where we were treated courteously,and 
every effort was made to get more informa- 
tion. But uptoYp. m. no word was received. 
Then I started for London. In the morning 
I could see at each station a big placard 
headed ‘ Chicago.” These were all alike, and 
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brought a large sum of.

When we got here we found the 
first -was dust, and. the vwault-had been split 
open and al! papers contained in it destroyed.

PUBLIC LIBRARY, OLD AND NEW, 


Frederick Hild on the End of One and 
the Beginning of the Other. 

In 1871 Chicago had no free public library, 
The best collection of books here then wasa 
sort of subscription library belonging to tite 
Young Men’s Association of the City of Chi- 
cago. This was founded in 1865, and up to 
1871 it increased greatly in all departments, 
It was estimated that the number of its vol 
umes destroyed by the fire was about 18,000, 
having a money value of from $35,000 to 
$40,000. The librarian of the present Public 


seen a single volume saved from the old 
library. Some few books may have been th 
the hands of borrowers living on the West 
Side and so escaped the fire. But if there 
were any such they never made their way 
to the new librgry. Speaking of the forma- 
tion of the present library Mr. Hild said: 
_ “ While most people were sending food 
supplies, clothing, and money, Thomas 
Hughes, the author of ‘ Tom Brown’s Schedl 
Days,’ and other English friends thought 
it would be a good thing to send to the Chi- 
cago sufferers a little mental pabulum. So 
they started a collection of books for the 
foundation of a new free public library in 
Chicago. They met with encouragement 
and gifts from all the leading English pub- 
lishers, literary societies, and many pro 
inent authors. They sent over about 7, 
volumes, not including a set of British Pat- 
ents. There was then no organization to 
receive the gift. So some prominent citizens 
had the Illinois library act passed, and when 
the books came there was a library corpora- 
tion to take care of them. The bill was ap- 
proved in March, 1872, and the first Board of 
Directors of thé new library comprised 
Thomas Hoyne, Willard Woodard, Hermah 
Raster, Robert F. Queal, Samuel 8S. Hayes, 
Elliot Anthony, Daniel L. Shorey, James W, 
Sheahan, and Julius Rosenthal. 

‘* For some time the library was hampered 
by the difficulty of securing funds from the 
Council. As soon as the law was passed 
‘giving it a special tax for its maintenance 
it began to grow rapidly. Today it contains 
many costly and rare books. We have 220,- 
000 volumes, worth, all told, I think, not 
less than half a million dollars,” 


STONE AND BRICK FOR THE CITY, 


Ss. 8S. Kimbell Speaks of the Trade Be-« 
fore and After the Fire. 

S. S. Kimbell has watched the growth of 
the cut-stone and pressed-brick industries 
during the last twenty-five years. At the 
time of the fire he was associated with 
Singer & Talcott, cut-stone contractors, 
whose stone yards were at the corner of 
Jackson and Market streets. The ground 
at the sides of the stone yards was known 
then as ‘‘Conley’s Patch” and “ Heil’a 
Half Acre.” 

“TRere was a considerable industry in 
cut stone before the fire,”” said Mr. Kim- 
bell, “‘ but it was much greater afterwards. 
Up to the panic in ‘73 the business was 
lively. That gave it a set-back, of course, 
but it soon recovered and has grown steadi- 
ly to the present time. Immediately after 
the fire Singer & Talcott’s orders to their 
men were to sell stone to every man who 
wanted to rebuild Chicago and ask no ques- 
tions. During the following year we put 
down ten miles of stone sidewalks. The first 
of these was on Randolph street. The fire 
injured a great deal of our cut-stone stock, 
besides destroying the offices and all pa- 


rebuilding the office Wednesday morning. 
The streets were so obstructed that we had 
to have new wagons built to haul the stone 
lengthwise. 

“At that time there was very little. 
pressed brick used. What little there was 
had to be brought from Philadelphia, Tren- 
ton, or Baltimore, and cost $55 a thousand. 
You can get better pressed brick here now 


common brick now. Pressed brick is 

for everything, and 90 per cent of it bees 
here is made in the city. There is now prob- 
ably a larger stock in three local store- 
houses than was used in Chicago between 
1871 and 1875.’ 


HOW REALTY HOLDINGS CHANGED, 


A. L. Coe Describes Real Estate Con« 
ditions Before the Fire. 

“The real estate business of the city twene« 
ty-five years ago,’ said A. I, Coe, “ cons 
sisted mostly in making loans with Eastern 
capitalists and selling to non-residents. The 
panic of 1857 forced liquidation and began to 
throw Chicago real estate into the hands of 
eastern creditors. 1 thihk that was the 
first time much property here was held by 
them. And more and more Chicago land wa8 
taken by people away from the city up to 
and after the time of the fire. In recent 
years there has been more selling to home 
capital. Much of the city’s best real prop- 
erty is owned here now. 

“The fire changed the business section a 
great deal. The business center was en- 
larged much, and most manufactories were 
moved out of the old center, many of them 
going to the West Side. At that time the 
buildings -were of three and four stories, 
None were higher than five or six stories. 
Now. blocks for mercantile purposes have; 
gone up to ten and more stories. In ’71 Wash- 
ington street was the great center of office 
business, though there was some in Dear- 
born, Clark, and La Salle streets. After the 
fire the wholesale @istrict worked westward, 
following the factories. ‘The value of real 
estate in the center of the city became too 
high for manufacturing property. - Not long 
before the fire there was a large marble yard 
on. the corner of State and ‘Washington 
streets where the Columbus Memorial Build- 
ing now stafids. Lake‘ street was the great 
retailstreet. It was on Lake street that Pot- 
ter Palmer started his dry gaods store, a 
little west of Clark street. The store re- 
mained on Lake street several years, and

P, J. Healy Narrates His Experiences 
of the Fire Night, 

P. J. Healy had some thrilling: experiences 
in saving his books from the flames. He

‘* At the time of the great fire of ’71 I lived 
on Peoria street, near Van Buren. The Sun- 
day evening of the fire I retired before’ 
o'clock, and if my memory does not deceive 
me I was not in bed long before an alarm 
of fire sounded, then a second, a third, and 
so on.

They had all concluded 
that the business district of Chicago was 
doomed and that we had no choice but to 
abandon our store and its contents.

production of any play, comic opera, 
or extravaganza does not realize the 
™ amount of responsibility that rests 
upon its ghoulders. The author, whose 
reputation is at stake, the manager, who, 
ps, has risked his last cent, and the 
actors who depend upon their verdict for 
employment. For the success or the failure 
of the production means to them a season's 
or otherwise. Should the piece meet 
with disfavor the first night, its chances 


of success are indeed small. . 
The preliminary work that is attached to 
g first performance can hardly be realized 
the ordinary layman. The subject or in- 
tion of a corhic opera suggests itself to 
author, or is suggested to him by the 
manager. In the case of “In Gay -New 
York,” which is based on Mr. George Leder- 
e's idea, originally Set forth in ** The Pass- 
Show,” and executed by Mr, Hugh Mor- 
ton, who in private life is known as C. 8, B. 
MoCleliland, the author and manager got 
togetber and laid out a plan of operation, 
ust as.a General might do on the field of bat- 
tle. The plays, comic operas, and in- 
dividuals that were to be burlesque din the 
oe review were carefully considered, 
and those only selécted with. which they 
ught the public were thoroughly familiar. 
"Phe book completed, it was turned over to 
the musical composer, Mr. Gustave Kerker, 
when he had sufficiently inte rspersed. 
“the libretto with musical numbers, it was 
panded to the stage manager. 
Erroneous ideas are often formed as to 
the principal character in a comic opera 
or play by the author and stage manager, 
and even by the actor employed. In “In 
Gay New York” both Mr. McClelland and 
Mr. Lederer thought that the character of 
Johnny Brown, the country bridegroom, 
woul 


neal . 


d be the most prominent. This idea 
was also entertained by the actor who was 
etudying the part. Judge their amazement 
- when, on the opening night, the part turned 
out only secondary and hardly that. The 
actor who had been engaged, after the first 
week, Was so discouraged that he threw up 
{he part and some one else had to be en- 


Models of Scenes Made. 

After the librettist, manager, and c omposer 
have agreed on all the “ blue penciling,” 
and everything with reference to the work 
is satisfactorily arranged, the manager has 
models made of the different scenes. In 
many instances the scenes are first painted 
and a playwright engaged to write around 


* them, Then the company is engaged. Asa 


rule, the manager has his eye, so to speak, 
en actors and-actresses that he thinks will 
fill the principal parts to the best advantage. 

._ The chorus is also an important factor. 
The stage manager and the musical director 
have charge of engaging the Chorus people. 
The stage manager picks out the girls that 
eall, generally in answer to an advertise- 
ment in one of the big dailies, sends them 
to the musical director, who tries their 
voices, and if both their appearance and 
voice suit, they are given a part. Then 


- eomes the diffieult task of drilling them in 


the different choruses. This duty belongs 
entirely. to the musical director, and is by no 
means an easy undertaking. 
_In the meantime, the principals have been 
studying their parts, and the first general 
rehearsal is called. The entire piece is gone 
over at this rehearsal. Then, act by act is 
taken up until the evening before the date 
set for the production, when the dress re- 
hearsal takes place. It is looked forward 
to by-all interested with as much eagerness 
as the first performance... This rehearsal 
lasts most always into the wee smail-hours 
of the morning, ahd cases have been known 
where breakfast was orderedl for the mem- 
of the company on the stage, and they 
did not get home till noon of the day set for 


the first public performance.
